An educational service district should have 
no more than a maximum area of 7,500 square miles, 
nor should an intermediate district have less than a min- 
imum area of 1,700 square miles. 

(3) School enrollment. An educational service district 
shall have a potential of 15,000 students within the 
clearly foreseeable future. 

(4) Topography and climate. In establishing the 
boundaries of an educational service district, considera- 
tion shall be given to topography and climate as these 
factors may affect the educational services to be provid- 
ed and the economic efficiency of the program.

(4) Excusal of students—Alternative studies. Any 
parent or legal guardian who wishes to have his/her 
child excused from any planned instruction in sex edu- 
cation or human sexuality may do so upon filing a writ- 
ten request with the school district board of directors or 
its designee and the board of directors shall make avail- 
able the appropriate forms for such requests. Alternative 
educational opportunities shall be provided for those 
excused.

WAC 180-50-300 EQUIVALENCY COURSE 
OF STUDY—CREDIT FOR LEARNING EXPERI-

(h) Plans for evaluation of program. 
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(2) The proposal shall be presented to the personnel 
designated by the district board of directors for review, 
revision, and approval or disapproval.

(2) Provisions governing program for persons eighteen 
years of age and over. (a) The appropriate school district 
or community college education official shall evaluate 
the previous educational records of the student and may 
provide evaluative testing to determine the student's ed- 
ucational level and shall recommend an appropriate 
course or courses of study upon the successful comple- 
tion of which the student will be eligible for the high 
school diploma. 

(b) Satisfaction of minimum course requirements may 
be met by one or more of the following methods—actual 
completion of courses regularly conducted in high 
school, vocational-technical institute and/or community 
college; approved correspondence or extension courses; 
supervised independent study; or testing in specific sub- 
ject areas. 

(c) The appropriate education official shall exercise 
reasonable judgment in appraising the educational expe- 
rience of the student either in or out of a formal school 
program to determine the degree to which the student 
has satisfied the minimum credit requirements for com- 
pletion of the high school program. Consideration may 
be given to work experience, vocational training, civic 
responsibilities discharged by the adult and other evi- 
dences of educational attainment. 

(d) A high school diploma shall be granted to each 
individual who satisfactorily meets the requirements for 
high school completion herein and hereinbefore in sub- 
section (1) set forth, the said diploma to be issued by the 
appropriate school district or community college: PRO- 
VIDED, That in the event the school district and the 
community college are unable to agree as to which edu- 
cational agency shall issue the said diploma, the super- 
intendent of public instruction shall make the decision 
and designate the issuing agency. Records of diplomas 
issued under the provisions of this subsection shall be 
maintained by the issuing agency. 

(3) Provisions governing program for persons under 
eighteen years of age. (a) The high school principal shall 
evaluate the previous educational record of the individu- 
al and prior to his enrollment in courses and in coopera- 
tion with the appropriate education official of a 
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community college or vocational-technical institute shall 
approve the program of studies leading to the high 
school diploma. 

(b) The student must be assigned a program 
supervisor. 

(c) Satisfaction of the minimum credit requirements 
may be met by one or more of the following methods— 
actual completion of courses regularly conducted in high 
school, vocational-technical institute and/or community 
college; approved correspondence or extension courses; 
or approved supervised independent study. 

(d) The school district shall grant the regular high 
school diploma or certificate of graduation to each indi- 
vidual who satisfactorily meets the requirements for high 
School completion herein and hereinbefore in subsection 
(1) set forth: PROVIDED, That the school district may 
delegate the responsibility for granting such a diploma 
or certificate to the appropriate community college or 
vocational-technical institute. Records of diplomas is- 
sued under provisions of this subsection shall be main- 
tained by the issuing agency. 

(4) Each fiscal year each community college district 
shall file a statistical report with the state board of edu- 
cation and with the review committee established by the 
sub((=))section. The statistical report shall consist of, 
but not be restricted to, the number of high school di- 
plomas issued for that fiscal year with sub-divisions in- 
dicating students under eighteen years of age, over 
eighteen years of age, and those diplomas issued through 
special authorities such as PREP. Additional reports 
may be filed by the committee established herein with 
the state board of education and with the local board of 
trustees of the community college district. The form and 
content of these additional reports shall be determined 
by the state superintendent of public instruction after 
consultation with the director of the office of the state 
board for community college education. 

A review committee shall be established in each com- 
munity college district composed of professional educa- 
tors working within that district. The superintendent of 
public instruction shall appoint one superintendent, one 
high school principal, one high school counselor, and one 
high school teacher to serve on such committee. The 
president of the community college district may appoint 
one adult educator to serve on the committee. 

This committee shall meet at the direction of the su- 
perintendent of public instruction for the purpose of re- 
viewing not more than once each year the high school 
diploma program at the community college in relation- 
ship to its compliance with high school diploma require- 
ments established in chapters 180-51, 180—56 and 180— 
72 WAC. After each review, the committee shall pre- 
pare and submit ((a)) an oral and written report to the 
board of trustees of the college district and a written re- 
port to the state board of education which sets forth the 
committee's findings and suggestions for any improve- 
ments in the program deemed necessary or advisable. 

The individual members of the review committee, who 
are employees of a school district may request from the 
community college district reimbursement for travel and 
expenses at such rates and for such purposes as are al- 
lowed state employees by law and rules of the office of 
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program planning and fiscal management. The superin- 
tendent of public instruction may reimburse for substi- 
tutes required in connection with teacher members of the 
committee as provided by law.

The entire Board shall meet monthly with 
senior staff to discuss policy issues, to 
communicate instructions, to act on those 
cases requiring full Board consideration, 
and to schedule its work calendar for the 
ensuing period of time. Senior staff shall 
meet not less than monthly with all agen- 
cy employees to receive and disseminate 
information and to enhance communica- 
tion within the organization.

CONFIDENTIALITY OF CRIMINAL

taining thereto. 
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CONVICTION INFORMATION Con- 
viction information may be disseminated 
to the public without restriction.

MINIMUM TERMS 


PURPOSE The purpose of this Chapter is 
to specify Board practice pertaining to the 
fixing of minimum prison terms.

SCOPE The provisions of this Chapter 
shall apply to: (1) persons convicted of

MINIMUM TERM The minimum term 
of each offender sentenced to a 
Washington State corrections facility shall 
be fixed by the Board within six months 
after admission to such facility. In cases 
where the offender is a revoked parole vio- 
lator returning to prison for a new mini- 
mum term, he (she)will be seen by the 
Board within 30 days of admission for the 
purpose of setting the new term. 


NO MINIMUM TERM FOR CERTAIN 
CRIMES The Board shall not fix mini- 
mum term for persons sentenced or com- 
mitted as follows: (1) Sentenced to death; 
(2) Sentenced to a maximum term of life 
imprisonment for Aggravated Murder in 
the First Degree; (3) Sentenced for Trea- 
son. Such persons may be seen at the op- 
tion of the Board, however, for 
informational purposes. 


PRE-TRIAL DETENTION APPLIED 
TO MINIMUM TERM Whereas, the

Phelan, 100 Wn 2d 508, Р24 (1983, 
that time served in a county jail should be

RESCIND BOARD RULES 2.060 
THROUGH 2.090 Pursuant to the dis- 
cretion vested in the Board of Prison 
Terms and Paroles by Chapter 9.95 of the 
Revised Code of Washington, the Board 
hereby rescinds Board Rules 2.060 
through 2.092 inclusive, regarding the use 
of guidelines and reconsideration of mini- 
mum term fixing guidelines (public safety 
score) in setting discretionary minimum 
terms, effective June 30, 1984. The Board 
retains full discretion in establishing such 
minimum terms after that date consistent 
with its authority and duties pursuant to 
Chapter 9.95 RCW. 


DOCUMENTS REQUIRED Effective 
July 1, 1984, the Board shall require cer- 


tain documents prior to the fixing of the 
minimum term as follows: (1) Original 
Judgment and Sentence; (2) Warrant of 
Commitment; (3) Signed Statement of the 
Proseucting Attorney approved by the 
Sentencing Judge; (4) Institution admis- 
sion summary; (5) Pre-Sentence Investi- 
gation Report or other field reports, if 
extant; (6) An accurate certification of 
credits for pre-sentence and probationary 
jail time. The Prosecuting Attorney of 
each county and the Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Corrections, are enjoined to pro- 
vide the applicable aforementioned 
documents to the Board at its offices in 
Olympia within twenty—one calendar days 
after the arrival of each convicted person 
at an adult correctional facility. 


CASE PREPARATION Effective July 1, 
1984, the Board shall prepare every case 
thoroughly prior to fixing the minimum 
term. Such preparation shall include, but 
not be limited to: (1) Establishing case 
file; (2) Reviewing all pertinent docu- 
ments; (3) Scoring all cases to determine 
the standard range pursuant to RCW 
9.944.040; (4) Entering data into the 
Board Management Information System; 
(5) Scheduling the admission meeting. It 
shall be the standard of Board Members 
that wherever possible, up to thirty (30) 
minutes per case will be the minimum 
time allowed for Board Review, in-person 
interview and decision. The Board will 
take whatever amount of time is necessary 
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for appropriate deliberation and decision 
on each case. 


BOARD GUIDELINES Effective July 1, 
1984, the Board shall fix minimum terms 
based upon its full discretion. The Board 
shall consider the standard ranges and 
standards adopted pursuant to RCW 
9.94A.040 as currently constituted or 
amended and will attempt to establish 
minimum terms reasonably consistent with 
the standard ranges and the standards 
adopted therein while adhering to its pur- 
pose to reintegrate the offender back into 
society and preventing further anti-social 
acts under Chapter 9.95 RCW. 


MINIMUM TERM PANELS АШ mini- 
mum term meetings will be conducted by 
a panel of at least two members of the 
Board of Prison Terms and Paroles. 


DEFERRED DECISIONS In those cases 
where the Board Panel conducting the 
minimum term meeting cannot agree as to 
the minimum term, a deferred decision 
shall occur and such cases will be referred 
to the full Board for resolution. No deci- 
sion will be communicated until all seven 
Board members have voted. In addition, 
the panel may take a deferred decision in 
cases where more information is required 
prior to setting the minimum term. 


PERSONS PRESENT The convicted per- 
son and such institution staff as the Board 
panel conducting the minimum term 
meeting deems appropriate may be present 
during the meeting. A limited number of 
observers may be present by prior approval 
of the panel members conducting the 
hearing provided that the inmate who is 
the subject of the hearing and the superin- 
tendent of the institution where the hear- 
ing is to be conducted do not object. No 
family members, friends, relatives, or in- 
terested parties, shall be present. No at- 
torneys or advocates will be permitted at 
admissions hearings or progress and parole 
meetings. Exclusion of observers other 
than those expressly excluded herein shall 
be had only upon a finding of cause made 
by the Board panel on the hearing record 
except in cases where the institutional su- 
perintendent denies access to the hearing 
room. The Board reserves the right to ex- 
clude any person(s) from the room during 
the conduct of any hearing under this 
chapter upon its own motion or the motion 
of any party to the hearing provided that 
good cause for such exclusion is articulat- 
ed on the record. In the event of a lan- 
guage communication problem, an 
interpreter shall be present to interpret 
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and assist. The Board will accept informa- 
tion from any interested person, in writing. 


BOARD HAS FULL DISCRETION - 
CHALLENGES The Board of Prison 
Terms and Paroles shall have full discre- 
tion in fixing the minimum term of con- 
finement except in those cases where the 
minimum term is mandated by law. In- 
mates shall be provided in writing a list of 
adverse information used in arriving at the 
minimum term. Inmates wishing to chal- 
lenge adverse information used by the 
Board for just cause may do so in writing 
to the Board through their institution 
counselor. The burden of proof in refuting 
such adverse information shall lie with the 
inmate. 


CONCURRENT/CONSECUTIVE 


SENTENCES The Board shall observe 
the provisions of RCW 9.92.080 in fixing 
concurrent or consecutive sentences in 
cases where there are multiple convictions. 


TIME START An individual's sentence 
will begin on the date the Judgment and 
Sentence is signed. If he is at liberty fol- 
lowing the signing of the Judgment and 
Sentence, credit on his sentence will begin 
on the date that his parole was suspended 
or the date of his arrest if he was not in 
custody at the time his parole was 
suspended. 


MINIMUM TERM NOTICE - NEXT 
MEETING DATE Persons whose expect- 
ed length of stay is set at less than 24 
months will probably not be seen again by 
the Board prior to parole but will be noti- 
fied in writing of their minimum term. All 
others will be notified in writing of the 
month, year and type of their next 
meeting.

MEETING DESIGNATION The Board 
shall specify the type and time of each 
meeting conducted with every person sen- 
tenced as an adult to a Washington State 
correctional facility and subject to the au- 
thority of the Board. 


PROGRESS MEETINGS At its discre- 
tion, and with the concurrence of the pris- 
oner, the Board may elect to meet with 
each prisoner from time to time to review 
his (her) progress during confinement. 
Persons serving less than 24 months will 
usually not be seen for a progress meeting 
prior to parole unless there is sufficient 
reason to schedule a meeting. Those serv- 
ing 24 months or longer will generally be 
seen every two years. Institution superin- 
tendents shall be notified in writing by the 
Board at least 60 calendar days prior to 
each scheduled progress meeting.

A limited number of ob- 
servers may be present by prior approval 
of the panel members conducting the 
hearing provided that the inmate who is 
the subject of the hearing and the superin- 
tendent of the institution where the hear- 
ing is to be conducted do not object. No 
family members, friends, relatives, or in- 
terested parties, shall be present. No at- 
torneys or advocates will be permitted at 
admissions hearings or progress and parole 
meetings. Exclusion of observers other 
than those expressly excluded herein shall 
be had only upon a finding of cause made 
by the Board panel on the hearing record 
except in cases where the institutional su- 
perintendent denies access to the hearing 
room. The Board reserves the right to ex- 
clude any person(s) from the room during 
the conduct of any hearing under this 
chapter upon its own motion or the motion 
of any party to the hearing provided that 
good cause for such exclusion is articulat- 
ed on the record. In the event of a lan- 
guage communication problem, an 
interpreter designated by the Board shall 
be present to interpret and assist. The 
Board will accept information from any 
interested person, in writing. 


PAROLE MEETINGS At its discretion, 
the Board may elect to meet with selected 
prisoners prior to parole. The Board re- 
serves the right to parole individuals after 
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administration review only. However, all 
individuals who have been convicted of a 
violent offense will be reviewed for parole 
at an in-person meeting. Violent offenders 
are defined under R.C. W. 9.94А.0304 
[RCW 9.944.030]; and includes those in- 
dividuals whose paroles have been revoked 
where the original offense was deemed 
violent. 


REQUIRED DOCUMENTS - PAROLE 


MEETING In order for an inmate to be 
approved for a parole meeting, the Board 
must first be satisfied that he (she) is 
ready to be considered for release. In ad- 
dition, the following documents pertaining 
to the inmate shall be provided by the De- 
partment of Corrections and shall be 
present in the official Board file prior to 
the meeting: 


(a) The institution progress report cover- 
ing his (her) adjustment, achievement, 
infractions, and program participation 


since the last meeting with the Board. 


The institution pre-parole referral 
report. 


(b) 


A current pre-parole investigation re- 
port prepared by a field parole officer. 


(с) 


The institution superintendent's state- 
ment and certification of good time 
credits or recommendation to deny 
credits, if appropriate. 


(d) 


A current psychological or psychiatric 
report, if requested by the Board. 


A statement and recommendation 
from the superintendent pertaining to 
the fitness of the inmate for parole 
and his (her) prospects for remaining 
offense-free. 


PAROLE 
MEETINGS The convicted person and 
such institutional persons as the members 
conducting the meeting deem appropriate 
may be present during the parole meeting. 
A limited number of observers may be 
present by prior approval of the panel 
members conducting the hearing provided 
that the inmate who is the subject of the 
hearing and the superintendent of the in- 
stitution where the hearing is to be con- 
ducted do not object. No family members, 
friends, relatives, or interested parties, 
shall be present. No attorneys or advo- 
cates will be permitted at admissions 
hearings or progress and parole meetings. 
Exclusion of observers other than those 
expressly excluded herein shall be had 
only upon a finding of cause made by the 
Board panel on the hearing record except 
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in cases where the institutional superin- 
tendent denies access to the hearing room. 
The Board reserves the right to exclude 
any person(s) from the room during the 
conduct of any hearing under this chapter 
upon its own motion of any party to the 
hearing provided that good cause for such 
exclusion is articulated on the record. In 
the event of a language communication 
problem, an interpreter designated by the 
Bord shall be present to interpet and as- 
sist. The Board will accept information 
from any interested person, in writing. 


GOOD TIME CREDITS RCW 9.95.070 
provides that every convicted person who 
has a favorable record of conduct and who 
performs the work, duties and tasks as- 
signed to him to the satisfaction of the su- 
perintendent and in whose behalf the 
superintendent files a report certifying that 
his conduct and work have been meritori- 
ous and recommending allowance of time 
credits to him, shall upon, but not until the 
adoption of such recommendation by the 
Board, be allowed time credits from the 
term of imprisonment fixed by the Board. 
The Board will consider granting of good 
time credits only when certification is re- 
ceived from the superintendent. In every 
case there shall be a report filed either 
certifying good time credits or denying 
them. This report shall set forth the rea- 
sons for the action taken. 


ORDERS OF PAROLE The Board's Or- 
der of Parole and Conditions shall include 
six standard conditions of parole as 
follows: 


(1) Upon release from the institution, re- 
port as instructed to the probation and 
parole officer (or any other person 
designated) and thereafter make a 


correct report as often as directed. 


(2) Secure written permission of the pro- 
bation and parole officer before leav- 


ing the State of Washington; 


(3) Obey all laws, and abide by any spe- 
cial conditions imposed by the Board 
of Prison Terms and Paroles or any 
written instructions issued by a proba- 
tion and parole officer of the Depart- 


ment of Corrections; 


(4) At no time purchase, own, have in 
possession, or under control any fire- 


arm or deadly weapon. 


(5) Submit to a search of person, resi- 
dence, vehicle and possessions when- 
ever requested by a Probation and 


Parole Officer.

Obey all court and extradition orders. 


Additionally, the Board may impose 
special conditions of parole tailored to 
each individual case. 


The Order of Parole in each case will 
be signed by the members of the 
Board who administratively reviewed 
and approved the parole plan or who 
conducted the meeting which resulted 
in approval for parole. The Order of 
Parole which will be served in person 
on the inmate the day he (she) is 
scheduled for release. The inmate's 
signature on the Order of Parole will 
be witnessed and the witness will also 
sign the Order of Parole in the space 
provided on the document. An inmate 
will not be released unless he (she) 
has signed the valid Order of Parole in 
the presence of a witness. In cases 
where the inmate refuses to sign the 
Order of Parole, the Order will be re- 
turned to the Board with a written ex- 
planation of the refusal to sign. 


DEFERRED DECISIONS Normally, the 


members conducting a progress or parole 
meeting will make the decision at the time 
of the meeting, and will advise the inmate 
in person of such decision. However, if the 
panel members cannot reach an agree- 
ment, if they wish further information, if 
they wish a legal opinion, if they wish to 
give the case further study and considera- 
tion, or if they wish to have the full Board 
consider waiver of a mandatory, the Board 
will designate the decision a "Deferred 
Decision". The institution of confinement 
shall be advised in writing of the Board's 
decision as soon as the decision is final. 


WAIVER OF MANDATORY MINI- 
MUM TERM Except when an inmate of 
an adult correctional institution has been 
sentenced under a statutorily non—waiva- 
ble mandatory, the Board may parole an 
inmate prior to the expiration of a man- 
datory minimum term, provided such in- 
mate has demonstrated a meritorious 
effort in rehabilitation and at least two- 
thirds (5) Board Members concur in such 
action; provided, further, that any inmate 
who has a mandatory minimum term and 
is paroled prior to expiration of such term 
according to this rule and pursuant to 
RCW 9.95.040, shall not receive a Condi- 
tional Discharge from Supervision while 
on parole until after the mandatory mini- 
mum term has expired. At the date of this 
writing, statutorily non-waivable manda- 
tory terms include Murder First Degree, 
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Aggravated Murder, Murder Second De- 
gree While Armed With a Deadly Weap- 
on, Rape I, and Sale of Heroin for profit. 


The question of waiver of the manda- 
tory minimum term may be referred 
to the full Board by any member of 
the panel which has been assigned to 
hear the matter, following an in-per- 
son meeting. The Board will review 
and consider any recommendation 
submitted by the superintendent for 
waiving of a mandatory minimum 
term. However, the following condi- 
tions shall be fulfilled before the 
Board will consider waiver of a man- 
datory minimum term: 


(1) 


The resident shall serve a portion of 
the mandatory term as follows: 


(a) 


Two (2) years if mandatory term is 
five (5) years: 


(b) 


Three (3) years if mandatory term is 
seven and one-half (7 1/2) years; 


(c) 


Six (6) years if mandatory term is fif- 
teen (15) years; 


(d) Eight (8) years if mandatory is twenty 


(20) years. 


If an individual has been convicted of 
being an Habitual Criminal or is serv- 
ing a mandatory sentence for Kidnap- 
ping in the First Degree, the policy of 
the Board is that he or she must serve 
six (6) years of the mandatory before 
the Board will consider the waiver. 


PAROLE/TRANSFER TO CONSECU- 
TIVE SENTENCE Upon submission of a 


certification of good time credits by an in- 
stitution superintendent, the Board will 
transfer the time start to the consecutive 
cause so that the good time release date of 
the first cause becomes the time start of 
the second cause. In the event that the 
consecutive or subsequent cause is under 
appeal and the convicted person becomes 
eligible to be released on bond, the Board 
will issue a formal parole from the first 
cause. However, the parole will be issued 
only upon receipt of an acceptable parole 
plan. 


PAROLE TO DETAINER OR DEPOR- 
TATION A written notice, signed by the 
superintendent, will be provided to the 
Board as soon as a detainer is lodged and 
filed against an inmate and copies of all 
correspondence referring to detainers and 
all written notices shall be sent immedi- 
ately to the Board. The Board's policy 
regarding detainers is that an individual 
whose minimum term has been set under 
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the Board guideline procedures can be pa- 
roled to a detainer on his EPRD/GTRD. 
The Board will consider parole earlier 
than the EPRD/GTRD to a deportation 
order. If paroled to an immigration de- 
tainer, and there is no alternative parole 
plan the parolee shall be subject to a con- 
dition that he will report to the nearest 
Probation and Parole Office within 24 
hours of any release from custody or the 
Board shall require an alternate parole 
plan. 


3.161 LOSS OF LIFE POLICY It shall be the 
policy of the Board that any individual 
who is serving a term as a result of a con- 
viction for Murder First Degree, Murder 
Second Degree, Manslaughter, Negligent 
Homicide and Vehicular Homicide, or any 
other crime resulting in a loss of life, shall 
be referred to the full Board for an affir- 
mative vote prior to being paroled, and 
that such parole shall be granted only by 
an affirmative vote by the majority of the 
Board. A Board Panel may schedule a pa- 
role meeting in such cases but will defer 
any decision until the full Board reviews 
the plan and votes.

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CHAPTER IV 


PROCEDURES FOR CONDUCTING 
DISCIPLINARY HEARINGS 


4.010 PURPOSE The purpose of this Chapter is 
to specify policies and procedures relating 
to disciplinary hearings. 


4.000 AUTHORITY Revised Code of 
Washington 9.95.080. ` 


4.030 SCOPE The provisions of this Chapter 
shall apply to adult offenders committed to 
a period of confinement in a Washington 
State correctional facility, to those state 
officials charged with their care and su- 
pervision, and to parties to the hearing. 


4.040 PETITION Whenever any convicted per- 
son serving any sentence in an adult cor- 
rectional institution commits апу 
infractions of the rules and regulations of 
the institutions, the Secretary, Department 
of Corrections, may request, in writing, 
that the Board conduct a disciplinary 
hearing. The written request shall include: 


(1) Time, place and a statement of the 
factual circumstances of the rule in- 
fraction and any disciplinary action 
imposed by the institution. 


(2) Recommendation of the superintend- 
ent. 


(3) Evidence of referral to the Prosecuting 
Attorney in the event of escape or a 
rule violation of a felonious nature, 
and current status of referral. 


(4) In the event the rule infraction con- 
cerns escape, the following additional 
information shall be provided: 


(a) Facts of the escape 

(b) Activities during the escape 

(c) Causes and motivations for escape 
(d) Dates of escape and return to 
custody 

(e) Evaluation 


In the event that the rule infraction 
occurs within fifteen days of the in- 
mate's parole date, the Board will ac- 
cept and act on telephonic reports 
from the superintendent pending re- 
ceipt of the written request. 


The Board of Prison Terms and Pa- 
roles reserves the right to schedule 
disciplinary hearings on its own mo- 
tion when a major rule infraction is 
brought to the attention of the Board. 


The decision to schedule a disciplinary 
hearing will be made by a panel of 
Board members.

Pursuant to the provisions of RCW 
9.95.080, a disciplinary hearing may 
be characterized as an adversary 
hearing in that the subject of the 
hearing shall be present and entitled 
to be heard and may present evidence 
and witnesses in his behalf. 


SUSPENSION OF PAROLE DATE The 


Board may suspend the parole date of any 
individual who is scheduled for a disciplin- 
ary hearing pending the outcome of the 
hearing. 


INMATE TO BE SERVED NOTICE 
The Board will provide to the institution 
superintendent three copies of à hearing 
notice for service upon the inmate at least 
10 working days prior to any hearing 
scheduled for that inmate pursuant to 
RCW 9.95.080. The hearing notice shall 
specify the type, time and place of hearing 
as well as the reason for the hearing. Pos- 
sible sanctions, including a statement that 
no sanction shall exceed the maximum 
term, will also be included in that notice. 


Upon receipt of the hearing notice, the 
superintendent or his designee shall 
immediately serve the subject inmate 
with the document. 


The original of the hearing notice 
showing date of service and signed by 
the inmate shall be returned immedi- 
ately to the Board offices in Olympia. 
One copy will be provided to the 
inmate. 


In cases where the inmate refuses to 
sign the notice, the superintendent or 
his designee shall note the time and 
place of service and obtain the signa- 
ture of a witness to such service. 


INMATE SHALL BE ADVISED OF 
RIGHTS Each inmate who becomes the 
subject of a hearing conducted under the 
provision of RCW 9.95.080 shall be ad- 
vised of his right orally and in writing at 
the time he is served with a notice of the 
hearing. The written notice provided by 
the Board will advise the resident that: 


He has been accused of a major rule 
infraction; 


That his minimum term may be rede- 
termined but not until after a hearing 
in front of the Board, at which he is 
present and given the opportunity to 
be heard under oath and explain the 
alleged violations to the Board; 


He will have the right to present evi- 
dence and witnesses on his behalf; 
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(4) Не will have the right to have an at- 
torney present, but at his own expense ` 
since the Board has no funds to pay 
for attorneys, witness fees, the cost of 
subpoenas or other related costs that 


may be incurred by the inmate. 


WITNESSES The subject of any hearing 
conducted under the provisions of this 
Chapter may call witnesses on his behalf 
and at his expense. Such witnesses shall 
appear voluntarily and shall be limited to 
those persons who have knowledge of, or 
who have specific testimony about the al- 
legations which caused the hearing to be 
convened. The superintendent or his desig- 
nee shall provide assistance to the inmate 
in notifying witnesses of the time and 
place of the hearing as requested by the 
inmate. The presiding officer may, in cer- 
tain cases, direct the superintendent to 
make any staff member or prisoner avail- 
able for testimony. 


CONDUCTING A HEARING АП hear- 
ings conducted under the provisions of this 
Chapter shall be held before a panel of at 
least two members of the Board of Prison 
Terms and Paroles. One member shall be 
designated, by decision of the panel, as the 
presiding officer. Only those persons rea- 
sonably necessary to the conduct of the 
hearing will be permitted to be present, 
subject to approval by the panel. The pre- 
siding officer may recess the hearing at 
any time for consultation with the other 
panel member(s). The panel may question 
witnesses called by the parties to the hear- 
ing (as well as the subject of the hearing 
whether called as a witness or not) to de- 
velop any facts deemed necessary to rend- 
er a fair and impartial decision. The panel 
conducting the hearing will make the final 
decision after the hearing as to any change 
in minimum term. In the event of a lan- 
guage communication problem an inter- 
preter designated by the Board shall be 
present to interpret and assist. The Board 
will accept information from any interest- 
ed person in writing. 


CONTINUANCES Continuances may be 
granted by the Board prior to and during 
hearings conducted under provisions of 
this Chapter, either on its own motion or 
on petition of the subject of the hearing, 
provided that such petition is sent to the 
Board in writing immediately upon receipt 
of the hearing notice and that it specifies 
the reasons for continuance. Continuances 
requested during the hearing may be 
granted by the Board panel if it appears in 
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the public interest or in the interest of jus- 
tice that further testimony or argument 
should be received. 


PRE-HEARING CONFERENCES The 
presiding officer conducting a hearing un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter may re- 
quire the parties to appear at a specified 
time and place for a conference immedi- 
ately prior to the hearing to discuss and 
define procedural matters pertaining to the 
hearing. 


INMATE TO BE PRESENT The subject 
of any hearing conducted under the provi- 
sions of this Chapter shall be present dur- 
ing the conduct of the hearing. However, 
in the event the subject refuses to appear, 
the Board will continue the hearing until 
the next scheduled visit by the Board to 
that particular institution. In the event 
that the subject of the hearing again re- 
fuses to appear, then the hearing will be 
conducted in absentia. 


OATHS AND AFFIRMATIONS The 
presiding officer conducting hearings un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter shall 
have the authority to administer oaths and 
affirmations. 


OPPORTUNITY TO WAIVE At the 
time of the disciplinary hearing, it shall be 
the duty of the presiding officer conduct- 
ing the hearing to query the inmate and to 
review the file to determine whether the 
inmate was given proper notice of the 
hearing, was advised of his rights to wit- 
nesses. If it is determined that the inmate 
was not properly served or advised of his 
rights, said inmate shall have the opportu- 
nity to: 
(1) Waive such rights, orally or in writ- 
ing, to the Board, at which time the 
hearing would proceed; or 


(2) Request a continuance of the hearing 
until such time as proper service or 


notice and rights can be perfected. 


RULES OF EVIDENCE — ADMISSI- 
BILITY All relevant evidence shall be ad- 
missible which, in the opinion of the 
presiding officer, is the best evidence rea- 
sonably obtainable, having due regard for 
its necessity, availability and trustworthi- 
ness. "Relevant evidence" means evidence 
having a tendency to make the existence of 
any fact that is of consequence to the de- 
termination of the action more or less 
probable that it would be without the evi- 
dence. In passing upon admissibility of ev- 
idence, the presiding officer conducting the 
hearing shall give consideration to, but 
shall not be bound to follow, the rules of

evidence governing civil proceedings, in 
matters not involving trial by jury, in the 
superior courts of the State of 
Washington. When objection is made to 
the admissibility of evidence, such evi- 
dence may be received subject to a later 
ruling. 


The presiding officer may, in his dis- 
cretion, either with or without objec- 
tion, exclude inadmissible evidence, 
or, order accumulative evidence dis- 
continued. Parties objecting to the in- 
troduction of evidence shall state the 
precise grounds of such objection at 
the time evidence is offered. If the sole 
evidence presented to substantiate the 
allegation is inadmissible hearsay, a 
finding of guilty shall not be made. 


DISPOSITION The Board panel shall 
render a decision on each case heard un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter. 


In disciplinary hearings, sanctions 
may range from no change in the 
length of sentence to redetermination 
of the original sentence and imposition 
of an extension of the term not to ex- 
ceed the maximum term. Denial of 
any good time credits, past and future, 
is optional with the Board panel. 


STATEMENT OF FINDINGS AND 
CONCLUSIONS The Board will make a 
concise written statement of findings and 
conclusions in each case heard under the 
provisions of this Chapter. 


HEARING RECORD _ PRESERVA- 
TION There will be a magnetic tape re- 
cording made of all hearings conducted 
under the provisions of this Chapter. Such 
recordings shall be preserved at the offices 
of the Board in Olympia for not less than 
sixty days but no more than six months 
subsequent to the hearing. Parties re- 
questing partial or total duplication of any 
hearing must obtain a court order to effect 
release of the duplicate recording or re- 
quest such recordings pursuant to the 
public disclosure act and reimburse the 
Board for the costs involved in such a 
procedure.

PAROLABILITY HEARINGS 


PURPOSE The purpose of this Chapter is 
to specify policies and procedures relating 
to hearings conducted to determine the 
parolability of certain offenders. 


AUTHORITY Revised -Code of 
Washington 9.95.100. 


SCOPE The provisions of this Chapter 
shall apply to adult offenders committed to 
a period of confinement in a Washington 
State correctional facility, to those state 
officials charged with their care and su- 
pervision, and to parties to the hearing. 


PETITION RCW 9.95.100 states that any 
convicted person undergoing sentence in 
the penitentiary or reformatory not sooner 
released under the provisions of this 
Chapter, shall in accordance with the pro- 
visions of law, be discharged from custody 
upon serving the maximum punishment 
provided by law for the offense of which 
such person was convicted or the maxi- 
mum term fixed by the court where the 
law does not provide for a maximum term. 
The Board shall not, however, until the 
maximum term expires, release a prisoner 
unless in its opinion, his rehabilitation has 
been complete and he is a fit subject for 
release. Therefore, if, in the opinion of an 
institution superintendent any convicted 
person serving a sentence in an adult cor- 
rectional institution is not a fit subject for 
release and is considered to be incapable 
of succeeding on parole because of incom- 
plete rehabilitation, the Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Corrections, may request in 
writing that the Board conduct a hearing 
pursuant to RCW 9.95.100. The written 
request shall include: 


A statement to the Board giving rea- 
sons why the subject of the request is 
unable to be paroled. 
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(2) Recommendation of the superintend- 
ent. 
(3) Supporting data such as psychiatric or 


psychological reports. 


(4) 


Other reports and information as 
necessary. 


The Board reserves the right to sched- 
ule hearings pursuant to RCW 9.95- 
.100 on its own motion. 


SUSPENSION OF PAROLE DATE The 
Board may suspend the parole date of any 
individual who is scheduled for a parola- 
bility hearing pending the outcome of the 
hearing. 


INMATE TO BE SERVED NOTICE 
The Board will provide to the institution 
superintendent the copies of a hearing no- 
tice for service upon the inmate at least 10 
working days prior to any hearing sched- 
uled for that inmate pursuant to RCW 
9.95.100. The hearing shall specify the 
type, time and place of the hearing as well 
as the reason for the hearing. Possible ac- 
tions, including a statement that no action 
shall exceed the maximum term, will also 
be included in the notice. 


(1) "Upon receipt of the hearing notice, the 
superintendent or his designee shall 
immediately serve the subject inmate 


with the document. 


(2) The original of the hearing. notice 
showing date of service and signed by 
the inmate shall be returned immedi- 
ately to the Board offices in Olympia. 
One copy may be retained in the in- 
mate's institutional file, and one copy 


will be provided to the inmate. 


In cases where the inmate refuses to 
sign the notice, the superintendent or 
his designee shall note the time and 
place of service and obtain the signa- 
ture of a witness to such service. 


INMATE SHALL BE ADVISED OF 
RIGHTS Each inmate who becomes the 
subject of a hearing conducted under the 
provisions of RCW 9.95.100 shall be ad- 
vised of his right orally and in writing at 
the time he is served with a notice of the 
hearing. The written notice provided by 
the Board will advise the resident that:

Such witnesses shall 
appear voluntarily and shall be limited to 
those persons who have knowledge of, or, 
have specific testimony about the allega- 
tions which caused the hearing to be con- 
vened. The superintendent or his designee 
shall provide assistance to the inmate in 
notifying witnesses of the time and place 
of the hearing as requested by the inmate. 
The presiding officer may, in certain cases, 
direct the superintendent to make any staff 
member or prisoner available for 
testimony. 


CONDUCTING A HEARING АП hear- 
ings conducted under the provisions of this 
Chapter shall be held before a panel of at 
least two members of the Board of Prison 
Terms and Paroles. One member shall be 
designated, by decision of the panel, as the 
presiding officer. A limited number of ob- 
servers may be present by prior approval 
of the panel members conducting the 
hearing provided that the inmate who is 
the subject of the hearing and the superin- 
tendent of the institution where the hear- 
ing is to be conducted do not object. No 
family members, friends, relatives, or in- 
terested parties, shall be present. No at- 
torneys or advocates will be permitted at 
admissions hearings or progress and parole 
meetings. Exclusion of observers other 
than those expressly excluded herein shall 
be had only upon a finding of cause made 
by the Board panel on the hearing record 
except in cases where the institutional su- 
perintendent denies access to the hearing 
room. The Board reserves the right to ex- 
clude any person(s) from the room during 
the conduct of any hearing under this 
chapter upon its own motion or the motion 
of any party to the hearing provided that 
good cause for such exclusion is articulat- 
ed on the record. The presiding officer may 
recess the hearing at any time for consul- 
tation with the other panel member(s). 
The panel may question witnesses called 
by the parties to the hearing (as well as 
the subject of the hearing whether called 
as a witness or not) to develop any facts 
deemed necessary to render a fair and im- 
partial decision. The panel conducting the 
hearing will make the final decision after 
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the hearing as to any change in minimum 
term. In the event of a language commu- 
nication problem an interpreter designated 
by the Board shall be present to interpret 
and assist. The Board will accept informa- 
tion from any interested person in writing. 


CONTINUANCES Continuances may be 
granted by the Board prior to and during 
hearings conducted under provisions of 
this Chapter, either on its own motion or 
on petition of the subject of the hearing, 
provided that such petition is sent to the 
Board in writing immediately upon receipt 
of the hearing notice and that it specifies 
the reasons for the continuance. Continu- 
ances requested during the hearing may be 
granted by the Board panel if it appears in 
the public interest or in the interest of jus- 
tice that further testimony or argument 
should be received. 


PRE-HEARING CONFERENCES The 
presiding officer conducting a hearing un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter may re- 
quire the parties to appear at a specified 
time and place for a conference immedi- 
ately prior to the hearing to discuss and 
define procedural matters pertaining to the 
hearing. 


INMATE TO BE PRESENT The subject 
of any hearing conducted under the provi- 
sions of this Chaper shall be present dur- 
ing the conduct of the hearing. However, 
in the event the subject refuses to appear, 
the Board will continue the hearing until 
the next scheduled visit by the Board to 
that particular institution. In the event 
that the subject of the hearing again re- 
fuses to appear, then the hearing will be 
conducted in absentia. 


OATHS AND AFFIRMATIONS the 
presiding officer conducting hearings un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter shall 
have the authority to administer oaths and 
affirmations. 


OPPORTUNITY TO WAIVE At the 
time of the hearing under the provisions of 
RCW 9.95.100, it shall be the duty of the 
presiding officer conducting the hearing to 
query the inmate and to review the file to 
determine whether the inmate was given 
proper notice of the hearing, was advised 
of the reason for the hearing, and was 
properly advised of his rights to witnesses. 


Waive such rights, orally, or in writ- 
ing, to the Board, at which time the 
hearing would proceed; or 


Request a continuance of the hearing 
until such time as proper service of 
notice and rights can be perfected. 
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RULES OF EVIDENCE - ADMISSI- 
BILITY All relevant evidence shall be ad- 


missible which, in the opinion of the 


presiding officer, is the best evidence rea- 
sonably obtainable, having due regard for 
its necessity, availability and trustworthi- 
ness. "Relevant evidence" means evidence 
having a tendency to make the existence of 
any fact that is of consequence to the de- 
termination of the action more or less 
probable than it would be without the evi- 
dence. [n passing upon admissibility of ev- 
idence, the presiding officer conducting the 
hearing shall give consideration to, but 
shall not be bound to follow, the rules of 
evidence governing civil proceedings, in 
matters not involving trial by jury, in the 
superior courts of the State of 
Washington. When objection is made to 
the admissibility of evidence, such evi- 
dence may be received subject to a later 
ruling. The presiding officer may, in his 
discretion either with or without objection, 
exclude inadmissible evidence, or, order 
accumulative evidence discontinued. Par- 
ties objecting to the introduction of evi- 
dence shall state the precise grounds of 
such objection at the time evidence is of- 
fered. If the sole evidence presened to sub- 
stantiate the allegation is inadmissible 
hearsay, a finding of guilty shall not be 
made. 


DISPOSITION The Board panel shall 
render a decision on each case heard un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter. 


In parolability hearings, actions may 
range from no change in the length of 
sentence to redetermination of the 
original sentence and imposition of an 
extension of the term not to exceed 
the maximum term. Good Time cred- 
its will not be addressed inasmuch as 
there are no allegations of rule 
infractions. 


STATEMENT OF FINDINGS AND 
CONCLUSIONS The Board will make a 
concise written statement of findings and 
conclusions in each case heard under the 
provisions of this Chapter. 


HEARING RECORD PRESERVA- 
TION There will be a magnetic tape re- 
cording made of all hearings conducted 
under the provisions of this Chapter. Such 
recordings shall be preserved at the offices 
of the Board in Olympia for not less than 
sixty days but no more than six months 
subsequent to the hearing. Parties re- 
questing partial or total duplication of any 
hearing must obtain a court order to effect 
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release of the duplicate recording or re- 
quest such recordings pursuant to public 
disclosure and reimburse the Board for the 
costs involved in such a procedure.

REVOCATION HEARINGS 


PURPOSE The purpose of this Chapter is 
to specify policies and procedures relating 
to parole revocation hearings. 


AUTHORITY Revised 
Washington 9.95.120—.125. 


SCOPE The provisions of this Chapter 
shall apply to adult felony offenders 
granted parole from a Washington prison 
sentence who are alleged to have violated 
the terms of their Order of Parole, to those 
state officials charged with the supervision 
of such parolees, and to parties to parole 
revocation hearings. 


NOTICE OF ARREST Whenever a pa- 
role officer is notified of a parolee's arrest, 
he shall submit a Notice of Arrest to the 
Board and the Attorney General within 24 
hours, excluding weekends and holidays. 
Such notice shall include a concise but 
complete statement concerning the cir- 
cumstances of the arrest, reason for arrest, 
the date the parole officer was there is 
probably cause to believe that the parolee 
violated one or more conditions of parole. 
The parole officer shall state whether or 
not an Order of Suspension, Arrest and 
Detention has been: 


(1)

Issued with the approval of supervisor; 
Issued without the supervisor's 
approval; 

Requested but not approved; 

(4) Not requested; 

(5) Reasons for 2, 3, or 4. 


NOTICE OF SUSPENSION AND DE- 
TENTION Whenever a parole officer ar- 
rests or detains a parolee, he shall issue an 
Order of Suspension, Arrest and Deten- 
tion. The parole officer shall also notify the 
Board on-site desk of the suspension by 
telephone within 24 hours of service of the 
suspension order. 

NOTICE OF SUSPENSION AND RE- 
QUEST FOR ARREST Whenever a pa- 
role officer requests the arrest and 
detention of a parolee, he shall issue an 
order suspending said parolee's parole, and 
submit a copy of the order to the Board 
and the Attorney General within 24 hours 
of service. 


NOTICE OF CLOSURE Whenever a pa- 
role officer requests the arrest and deten- 
tion of a parolee and issues an Order of 
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Parole Suspension and the parolee is not 
apprehended and detained within a rea- 
sonable period of time, the parole officer 
may close his interest with a report which 
will include the disposition of the unserved 
suspension warrant. Copies of such report 
will be forwarded to the Board and the 
Attorney General. 


BOARD TO REINSTATE Whenever a 
parole officer suspends, arrests or detains a 
parolee, such parolee shall not be reinstat- 
ed on parole or released from custody on 
baił or personal recognizance, except on 
approval of the Board and the issuance by 
the Board of an Order of Reinstatement 
on Parole to the same or modified condi- 
tions of parole. 


ADMINISTRATIVE | REINSTATE- 
MENTS Whenever a parole officer has 
suspended a parole and after investigation 
determines: 


(1) That the 
unfounded; 
(2) That seriousness of the alleged viola- 
tion is mitigated by new information; 
and/or 
Otherwise believes that further custo- 
dy is deemed unwarranted and a pa- 
role revocation hearing is unnecessary;

he shall submit a written request re- 
port with recommendations to the 
Board. The Board will accept and act 
on telephonic reports of the parole of- 
ficer or supervisory personnel pending 
receipt of the officer's written report 
within 10 working days. 


CONDITIONAL RELEASE PENDING 
HEARING An administrative review of 
the parole violation report and of informa- 
tion submitted by the alleged violator or 
his attorney shall be conducted by the 
Board after the parolee has been arrested, 
to determine probable cause for the sus- 
pension. If probable cause is found then a 
determination is made whether the viola- 
tion requires a revocation hearing, and to 
determine whether there is reason to allow 
the parolee to be conditionally released on 
parole pending the revocation hearing. 
Such administrative review shall take 
place within 15 days after the service of 
the Order of Parole Suspension, Arrest 
and Detention. 


BOARD TO NOTIFY ATTORNEY 
GENERAL The Board shall promptly 
provide the Attorney General with copies 
of Orders of Reinstatement on Parole is- 
sued prior to a parole revocation hearing 
which has been previously scheduled.

TIONS Whenever a parole officer is noti- 
fied of the arrest and detention of an 
alleged parole violator and such alleged 
parole violator's parole has been suspend- 
ed or is suspended by the parole officer, 
the parole officer shall personally serve the 
parolee with a copy of the factual allega- 
tions within 3 working days of the suspen- 
sion of parole. Such allegations of 
violation shall be submitted to the Board 
with a copy to the Attorney General with- 
in 24 hours of service. 


CONTENTS OF FACTUAL ALLEGA-

RIGHTS Whenever an alleged parole vio- 
lator is served with the factual allegations 
of the violation of the conditions of parole, 
and with an order suspending parole, the 
parole officer shall, at the same time, ad- 
vise, orally and in writing, the parolee of 
his right to an administrative review to 
determine probable cause and whether 
there is reason to allow the parolee to be 
conditionally released pending the revoca- 
tion hearing, and his right to an on-site 
parole revocation hearing, and of his 
rights and privileges pertaining to each 
proceeding. 


RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES RELAT- 
ING TO ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW 
The parolee's rights and privileges per- 
taining to an administrative review are as 
follows: 


(1) An administrative review shall be con- 


ducted by a Board Hearing Office 
within 15 days of the service of the 
Order of Parole Suspension, Arrest 
and Detention. 


(2) The parolee shall be advised at the 


time of service of the Order of Sus- 
pension, Arrest and Detention that he 
and/or his attorney may submit infor- 
mation in writing to the Board which 
shall be considered by the Board. 
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Proper forms shall be given the paro- 
lee to allow the parolee to submit in- 
formation concerning family stability, 
job situation, etc. as well as the op- 
portunity to add whatever additional 
comments or information that is 
deemed appropriate. 


6.160 RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES RELAT- 


ING TO REVOCATION HEARINGS 
An alleged parole violator shall be entitled 
to a fair and impartial hearing of the 
charges of the parole violation within 30 
days of service of suspension in the State 
of Washington, reasonably near the site of 
the alleged violation. 


(a) The alleged parole violator shall be 
entitled to be represented by an attor- 
ney of his own choosing and at his 
own expense and shall have the right 
to present evidence and witnesses. 


(b) Upon satisfactory evidence of indigen- 
cy and upon request, the Board may 
cause the appointment of an attorney 
to represent the parolee at an on-site 
parole revocation hearing. In such 
cases, the cost of representation shall 
be paid by the Board at a rate deter- 
mined by legislative appropriation. 


(c) The Board shall have the authority to 
issue subpoenaes for compulsory at- 
tendance of witnesses and production 
of evidence, provided that an offer has 
been made to pay the statutory fees 
and mileage. 


(d) The alleged parole violator may be re- 
quested to testify during the on-site 
_hearing and any such testimony shall 
not be used against him in any crimi- 

nal prosecution (RCW 9.95.124). 


(e) The allegations of violations of the 
conditions of parole must be proven by 
a preponderance of evidence. At the 
conclusion of the hearing, or within 10 
days thereafter, the Board shall make 
written Findings and Conclusions con- 
cerning the allegations. 


(f) If the Member having heard the mat- 
ter should conclude that the allega- 
tions of violations of conditions of 
parole have not been proven by a pre- 
ponderance of evidence or those which 
have been proven by a preponderance 
of evidence are not sufficient cause for 
revocation of parole, then the parolee 
shall be reinstated on parole on the 
same or modified conditions of parole. 


(g) If the Member or Members having 
heard the matter should conclude that 
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the allegations of violation of condi- 
tions of parole have been proven by a 
preponderance of evidence and consti- 
tute sufficient cause for revocation of 
parole, then such Member or Mem- 
bers shall enter an Order of Parole 
Revocation and Return to State Cus- 
tody. Within thirty days of the return 
of such parole violator to a state cor- 
rectional institution for convicted fel- 
ons, the Board shall enter an order 
determining a new minimum sentence, 
not exceeding the maximum penalty 
provided by law for the crime for 
which the parole violator was original- 
ly convicted or the maximum fixed by 
the Court. 


A parolee who has been convicted and 
sentenced to prison on a new felony 
charge will have the right to a hearing 
pertaining to disposition only (pursu- 
ant to In Re Akridge) and the hearing 
will be held at the institution of 
confinement. 


Chapter 98, Laws of 1969 provides 
that an alleged parole violator, after 
service of the allegations of violations 
of the conditions or parole and the 
advice of rights, may admit to one or 
more of the alleged violations and 
waive the on-site hearing. If the 
Board accepts the waiver, it shall

REFUSAL TO ACKNOWLEDGE 
Should the parolee refuse to sign either 
the violations specified or notification of 
rights, the parole officer shall note the 
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time and place of service. The parole offi- 
cer shall certify that he has fully advised 
the parolee of his rights under this law. 


OPPORTUNITY TO WAIVE The parole 
officer shall give the parolee opportunity to 
complete the violations specified and waiv- 
er form immediately after the parolee has 
been advised of the factual allegations of 
parole violations and advised of his rights. 


If the parolee wishes to sign the viola- 
tions specified and waiver form, the 
parole officer will witness the signa- 
ture. The original of the completed 
waiver will be forwarded with the fac- 
tual alleged violations and signed copy 
of receipt and acknowledgement of 
rights to the Board with copies to the 
Attorney General. 


1f the parolee does not wish to admit 
to one or more violations or sign the 
waiver, the parole officer will so note 
in the space provided and forward 
with the factual alleged violations and 
signed copy of receipt and acknowl- 
edgment of rights. 


The parolee may sign the violations 
specified and waiver form at any time 
up to and including the date and time 
of his on-site parole revocation 
hearing. 


VIOLATION REPORT TO BE SUB- 
MITTED BY PAROLE OFFICER The 
parole officer shall submit the Report of 
Violation to the Board and the Attorney 
General within 10 calendar days from the 
date of service of the factual allegations. 
This report will include the supporting ev- 
idence, adjustment and a recommendation 
concerning revocation or reinstatement of 
parole. The report may include a list of 
witnesses whom the parole oficer may wish 
to have called for testimony. It should also 
include a recommendation whether or not 
waivers should be accepted by the Board. 


VIOLATION REPORT TO BE SUB- 
MITTED BY PAROLE OFFICER IN 
EVENT OF WAIVER Notwithstanding a 
waiver of an on-site parole revocation 
hearing by the alleged parole violator, the 
supervising parole officer or his designee 
shall submit a report of violation for con- 
sideration by the Board. 


ISSUANCE OF SUBPOENAES The 
Board shall provide to the Attorney Gen- 
eral and/or the Department of Correc- 
tions upon request, subpoenaes to be 
completed at the discretion of the Attor- 
ney General and/or the Department of

BOARD TO SCHEDULE HEARINGS 
The Board shall schedule all on-site parole 
revocation hearings and shall provide no- 
tice to the alleged parole violator of the 
time and place of the hearing. Such notice 
shall also be provided to the Department 
of Corrections, the Attorney General, and 
to counsel for the parolee, if known, at 
least 7 days prior to the hearing. The 
Board reserves the right to select and/or 
change the place of the on-site parole re- 
vocation hearing. 


SERVICE OF PAPERS - BY WHOM 
SERVED The Board shall cause to be 
served all notices, orders and other papers 
issued by it, personally or by First Class 
Mail, together with any other papers 
which it is required by law to serve.

METHODS OF SERVICE Except as 
otherwise provided by these rules and 
Chapter 98, Laws of 1969, service of pa- 
pers shall be made personally or by First 
Class Mail, or Registered, or Certified, 
Return Receipt Requested.

The 
dispositional phase shall be continued 
(as if requested by the parolee) for a 
reasonable time until such competency 
evaluation can be submitted to the 
Board for its consideration and inclu- 
sion in the dispositional phase of the 
parole revocation hearing. 


Dispositional phase: The Board shall 
not lose jurisdiction of a parolee at the 
dispositional phase, regardless of the 
outcome of the competency 
evaluation. 


Once the dispositional phase has 
been convened, the Board the Board 
shall consider the results of the evalu- 
ation in making its decision on wheth- 
er or not to revoke or reinstate the 
parolee.

(b) Marketing considerations which include but are 
not limited to: (i) Customer traffic and sales volume, (ii) 
lottery-oriented consumers, (iii) market potential, and 
(iv) management commitment to lottery products. 

(4) The lottery will install approximately five hundred 
TDMs initially with approximately fifty TDMs added 
each month for the first twelve months and approxi- 
mately twenty-five TDMs per month thereafter. The di- 
rector shall determine the total number of TDM's to be 
installed throughout the state. In determining the order 
in which TDMs will be installed within a given geo- 
graphic area, the following factors will be considered:

(d) Management commitment to lottery products; and

(2) Prize pool. The prize pool consists of forty-five 
percent of Evergreen Lotto revenue.

(a) First prize (jackpot). Fifty—eight percent of the 
prize pool is to be divided equally among all players who 
selected all six winning numbers in one play (in any se- 
quence), provided, that the jackpot shall have a mini- 


mum cash value of $500,000. The director may increase 


the minimum cash value of the jackpot by an amount 


not to exceed the amount added to the jackpot from the 
prior week's sales. 


(b) Second prize. Twenty percent of the prize pool is 
to be divided equally among all players who selected five 
of the six winning numbers in one play (in any 
sequence). 

(c) Third prize. Twenty percent of the prize pool is to 
be divided equally among all players who selected four 
of the six winning numbers in one play (in any 
sequence). 

(d) Prize reserve. Two percent of the prize pool is to

(e) All prize allocations will be rounded down to 
nearest dollar, and the remainder, if any, from the 
rounding process shall be placed in the prize reserve. 

(f) The holder of a winning ticket may win only one 
prize per play in connection with the winning number 
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drawn but shall be entitled only to the highest prize cat- 
egory won by those numbers. 

(4) Roll--over feature. 

(a) If no player selects all six winning numbers for 
any given drawing, the jackpot accumulated for that 
drawing will be added to the jackpot accumulation for 
the next drawing. This process is repeated until the 
jackpot is won. 

(b) If no player selects five of the six winning numbers 
for any given drawing, the second prize allocation will be 
added to the jackpot accumulation for the next drawing 
or placed in the prize reserve for future consideration at 
the discretion of the director. 

(c) If no player selects four of the six winning num- 
bers for any given drawing, the third prize allocation will 
be added to the jackpot accumulation for the next draw- 
ing or placed in the prize reserve for future consideration 
at the discretion of the director. 

(5) Prize payments will be made in accordance with 
WAC 315-30-030(6). 

(a) Each prize that has a cash value of $500,000 or 
more shall be paid in twenty equal annual payments.

WAC 315-06-120 PAYMENT OF PRIZES— 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. (1) The director may des- 
ignate claim centers for the filing of prize claims, and 
the location of such centers shall be publicized from 
time to time by the director. 

(2) A claim shall be entered in the name of a single 
legal entity as claimant, either one individual or one or- 
ganization. A claim may be entered in the name of an 
organization only if the organization is a legal entity and 
possesses a federal employer's identification number 
(FEIN) as issued by the internal revenue service and 
such number is shown on the claim form. Groups, family 
units, organizations, clubs, or other organizations which 
are not a legal entity, or do not possess a federal em- 
ployer's identification number, shall designate one indi- 
vidual in whose name the claim is to be entered. 

(3) Unless otherwise provided in the rules for a spe- 
cific type of game, a claimant shall sign the back of the 
ticket and/or complete and sign a claim form approved 
by the director. The claimant shall submit the claim 
form and/or claimant's ticket to the lottery in accord- 
ance with the directors instructions as stated in the 
players manual and/or on the back of the ticket. The 
claimant, by submitting the claim, agrees to the follow- 
ing provisions: 

(a) The discharge of the state, its officials, officers, 
and employees of all further liability upon payment of 
the prize; and 

(b) The authorization to use the claimant's name for 
publicity purposes upon award of the prize. 

(4) A prize must be claimed within the time limits 
prescribed by the director in the instructions for the 
conduct of a specific game, but in no case shall a prize 
be claimed later than 180 days after the official end of 
that instant game or the on-line game drawing for 
which that on-line ticket was purchased. 

(5) The director may deny awarding a prize to a 
claimant if: 

(a) The ticket was not legally issued initially, 

(b) The ticket was stolen from the commission, direc- 
tor, its employees or agents, or from a licensed agent; or 

(c) The ticket has been altered or forged, or has 
otherwise been mutilated such that the authenticity of 
the ticket cannot be reasonably assured by the director. 

(6) No person entitled to a prize may assign his or her 
right to claim it except: 

(a) That payment of a prize may be made to any 
court appointed legal representative, including, but not 
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limited to, guardians, executors, administrators, receiv- 
ers, or other court appointed assignees; or 

(b) For the purposes of paying federal, state or local 
tax. 

(7) In the event that there is a dispute or it appears 
that a dispute may occur relative to any prize, the direc- 
tor may refrain from making payment of the prize 
pending a final determination by the director or by a 
court of competent jurisdiction relative to the same. 

(8) A ticket that has been legally issued by a licensed 
agent is a bearer instrument until signed. The person 
who signs the ticket is considered the bearer of the tick- 
et. Payment of any prize may be made to the bearer, 
and all liability of the state, its officials, officers, and 
employees and of the commission, director and employ- 
ees of the commission terminates upon payment. 

(9) AII prizes shall be paid within a reasonable time 
after the claims are verified by the director and a winner 
is determined. The date of the first installment payment 
of each prize to be paid in installment payments shall be 
the date the claim is validated. Subsequent installment 
payments shall be made as follows: 

(a) If the prize was awarded as the result of a draw- 
ing conducted by the lottery, installment payments shall 
be made weekly, monthly, or annually from the date of 
the drawing in accordance with the type of prize award- 
ed; or 

(b) If the prize was awarded in a manner other than a 
drawing conducted by the lottery, installment payments 
shall be made weekly, monthly, or annually from the 
date the claim is validated in accordance with the type 
of prize awarded. 

(10) The director may, at any time, delay any pay- 
ment in order to review a change of circumstances rela- 
tive to the prize awarded, the payee, the claim or any 
other matter that may have come to his or her attention. 
AII delayed payments shall be brought up to date imme- 
diately upon the director's confirmation and continue to 
be paid on each originally scheduled payment date 
thereafter. 

(11) If any prize is payable for the life of the claim- 
ant, only a natural person may claim such a prize and, if 
claiming on behalf of a group, corporation or the like, 
the life of such natural person claiming the prize shall be 
the measuring life. 

(12) The director s decisions and judgments in respect 
to the determination of a winning ticket or of any other 
dispute arising from the payment or awarding of prizes 
Shall be final and binding upon all participants in the 
lottery. 

(13) Each licensed agent shall pay all prizes author- 
ized to be paid by the licensed agent by these rules dur- 
ing its normal business hours at the location designated 
on its license. 

(14) In the event a dispute between the director and 
the claimant occurs as to whether the ticket is a winning 
ticket, and if the ticket prize is not paid, the director 
may, solely at his or her option, replace the disputed 
ticket with an unplayed ticket (or tickets of equivalent 
sales price from any game). This shall be the sole and 
exclusive remedy of the claimant.

(1) On-line 
game. A lottery game in which a player pays a fee to a 
lottery agent and selects a combination of digits, num- 
bers, or symbols, type and amount of play, and drawing 
date and receives a computer generated ticket with those 
selections printed on it. The lottery will conduct a draw- 
ing to determine the winning combination(s) in accord- 
ance with the rules of the specific game being played. 
Each ticket bearer whose valid ticket includes a winning 
combination shall be entitled to a prize if claim is sub- 
mitted within the specified time period. 

(2) On-line agent. A licensed agent authorized by the 
lottery to sell on-line tickets. 

(3) On-line ticket. A computer-generated ticket is- 
sued by an on-line agent to a player as a receipt for the 
combination a player has selected. That ticket shall be 
the only acceptable evidence of the combination of dig- 
its, numbers, or symbols selected. On-line tickets may be 
purchased only from on-line agents. 

(4) Ticket distribution machine (TDM). The comput- 
er hardware through which an on-line agent enters the 
combination selected by a player and by which on-line 
tickets are generated and claims are validated. 

(5) Drawing. The procedure determined by the direc- 
tor by which the lottery selects the winning combination 
in accordance with the rules of the game. 

(6) Certified drawing. A drawing about which the lot- 
tery and an independent certified public accountant at- 
test that the drawing equipment functioned properly and 
that a random selection of a winning combination 
occurred. 

(7) Winning combination. One or more digits, num- 
bers, or symbols randomly selected by the lottery in a 
drawing which has been certified. 

(8) Validation. The process of determining whether an 
on-line ticket presented for payment is a winning ticket. 

(9) Validation number. The twelve-digit number 
printed on the front of each on-line ticket which is used 
for validation. 

(10) Ticket bearer. The person who has signed the 
on-line ticket or who has possession of an unsigned 
ticket. 

(11) Metropolitan area. Benton, Clark, Franklin, 
King, Kitsap, Pierce, Snohomish, Spokane, Thurston, 
Whatcom, and Yakima counties. (These geographic ar- 
eas have been identified as the metropolitan statistical 
areas in the state of Washington by the Federal Com- 
mittee on Standard Metropolitan Statistical Areas of the 
Office of Management and Budget.) [Statutory Authori- 
ty: RCW 67.70.040.

The winning 
ticket must be validated by the lottery or an on-line 
agent through use of the validation number and any 
other means as specified by the director. 

(6) Procedures for claiming on-line prizes are as 
follows: 

(a) To claim an on-line game prize of $600.00 or less 
within thirty days of the drawing, the claimant shall 
present the winning on-line ticket to any on-line agent 
or to the lottery. 

(i) If the claim is presentcd to an on-line agent, the 
on-line agent shall validate the claim and, if determined 
to be a winning ticket, make payment of the amount due 
the claimant. If the on-line agent cannot validate the 
claim, the claimant may obtain and complete a claim 
form, as provided in WAC 315-06-120, and submit it 
with the disputed ticket to the lottery by mail or in per- 
son. Upon determination that the ticket is a winning 
ticket, the lottery shall present or mail a check to the 
claimant in payment of the amount due. If the ticket is 
determined to be a nonwinning ticket, the claim shall be 
denied and the claimant shall be promptly notified.

(ii) If the claim is presented to the lottery, the claim- 
ant shall complete a claim form, as provided in WAC 
315-06-120, and submit it with the winning ticket to the 
lottery by mail or in person. Upon determination that 
the ticket is a winning ticket, the lottery shall present or 
mail a check to the claimant in payment of the amount 
due, less the withholding required by the Internal Reve- 
nue Code.

(1) Drawings shall 
be conducted in a location and at days and times desig- 
nated by the director. Each on-line drawing script shall 
contain the statement, "Digits/Numbers/Symbols 
drawn are not official until validated." 

(2) The director shall announce for each type of on— 
line game the time for the end of sales prior to the 
drawings. TDMs will not process orders for on-line 
tickets for that drawing after the time established by the 
director. 

(3) The director shall designate the type of equipment 
to be used and shall establish procedures to randomly 
select the winning combination for each type of on-line 
game. 

(4) The equipment used to determine the winning 
combination shall not be electronically or otherwise con- 
nected to the central computer or to any tapes, discs, 
files, etc., generated or produced by the central comput- 
er. The equipment shall be tested prior to and after each 
drawing to assure proper operation and lack of tamper- 
ing or fraud. Drawings shall not be certified until all 
checks are completed. No prizes shall be paid until after 
the drawing is certified. 

(5) All drawings shall be broadcast live on television 
provided the facilities for such broadcasts are available 
and operational. 

(6) The director shall establish procedures governing 
the conduct of drawings for each type of on-line game. 
The procedures shall include provisions for deviations 
which include but are not limited to: (a) Drawing 
equipment malfunction before validation of the winning 
combination; (b) video and/or audio malfunction during 
the drawing, (c) fouled drawing, (d) delayed drawing; 
and (e) other equipment, facility and/or personnel 
difficulties. 

(7) In the event a deviation occurs, the drawing will 
be completed under lottery supervision. The drawing 
shall be video taped for later broadcast, if broadcast 
time is available. The drawing shall be certified and the 
deviation documented on the certification form. The 
winning combination will be provided to the television 
network for dissemination to the public. 

(8) If during any live-broadcasted drawing for a 
game, a mechanical failure or operator error causes an 
interruption in the selection of all digits, numbers, or 
symbols, a "foul" shall be called by the lottery drawing 
official. Any digit/number/symbol drawn prior to a 
"foul" being called will stand and be deemed official af- 
ter passing lottery validation tests. 

(9) The director shall delay payment of all prizes if 
any evidence exists or there are grounds for suspicion 
that tampering or fraud has occurred. Payment shall be 
made after an investigation is completed and the draw- 
ing certified. If the drawing is not certified, another 
drawing will be conducted to determine the actual win- 
ner. [Statutory Authority: RCW 67.70.040. 84-19-045

WAC 315-32-040 PRIZES FOR EVERGREEN 
LOTTO. (1) The prize amounts to be paid to each Ev- 
ergreen Lotto player who selects a winning combination 
of numbers vary due to the parimutuel calculation of 
prizes. The prize amounts are based on the total amount 
in the prize pool for that Evergreen Lotto drawing dis- 
tributed over the number of winning tickets in each of 
the following categories. 


WINNING COMBINATIONS PRIZE CATEGORIES 


All six winning 
numbers in one play 


First Prize (Jackpot) 


Any five but not six Second Prize 


winning numbers in one play 


Any four but not five or six Third Prize 


winning numbers in one play 


(2) Prize pool. The prize pool consists of forty-five 
percent of Evergreen Lotto revenue. 

(3) Prize amounts. 

(a) First prize (jackpot). Fifty-eight percent of the 
prize pool is to be divided equally among all players who 
selected all six winning numbers in one play (in any se- 
quence), provided, that the jackpot shall have a mini- 
mum cash value of $500,000. The director may increase 


the minimum cash value of the jackpot by an amount 


not to exceed the amount added to the jackpot from the 
prior week's sales. 
(b) Second prize. Twenty percent of the prize pool is 


to be divided equally among all players who selected five 
of the six winning numbers in one play (in any 
sequence). 

(c) Third prize. Twenty percent of the prize pool is to 
be divided equally among all players who selected four 
of the six winning numbers in one play (in any 
sequence). 

(d) Prize reserve. Two percent of the prize pool is to 
be held for payment of jackpot prizes at the discretion of 
the director. 

(e) All prize allocations will be rounded down to 
nearest dollar, and the remainder, if any, from the 
rounding process shall be placed in the prize reserve. 

(f) The holder of a winning ticket may win only one 
prize per play in connection with the winning number 
drawn but shall be entitled only to the highest prize cat- 
egory won by those numbers. 

(4) Roll-over feature. 
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(a) If no player selects all six winning numbers for 
any given drawing, the jackpot accumulated for that 
drawing will be added to the jackpot accumulation for 
the next drawing. This process is repeated until the 
jackpot is won. 

(b) If no player selects five of the six winning numbers 
for any given drawing, the second prize allocation will be 
added to the jackpot accumulation for the next drawing 
or placed in the prize reserve for future consideration at 
the discretion of the director. 

(c) If no player selects four of the six winning num- 
bers for any given drawing, the third prize allocation will 
be added to the jackpot accumulation for the next draw- 
ing or placed in the prize reserve for future consideration 
at the discretion of the director. 

(5) Prize payments will be made in accordance with 
WAC 315-30-030(6). 

(a) Each prize that has a cash value of $500,000 or 
more shall be paid in twenty equal annual payments. 

(b) Each prize that has a cash value from $250,000 
up to but not. including $500,000 shall be paid in ten 
equal annual payments. 

(c) Each prize that has a cash value of less than 
$250,000 shall be paid in a single lump sum. 

(d) For prizes paid over a period of years, the lottery 
will make the first annual payment. The remaining pay- 
ments will be paid in the form of fixed term annuity. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 315-10-070 TICKET VALIDATION RE- 
QUIREMENTS. (1) To be a valid Washington state 
lottery instant game ticket, a ticket must meet all of the 
following validation requirements. 

(a) The ticket must have been issued by the director 
in an authorized manner. 

(b) The ticket must not be altered, unreadable, recon- 
structed, or tampered with in any manner. 

(c) The ticket must not be counterfeit in whole or in 
part.

(e) The ticket must be complete and not blank or 
partially blank, miscut, misregistered, defective, or 
printed or produced in error. 

(f) The ticket must have exactly one play symbol and 
exactly one caption under each of the rub-off spots, ex- 
actly one pack-ticket number, exactly one agent verifi- 
cation code, and exactly one validation number. They 
must be present in their entirety, legible, right-side up, 
and not reversed in any manner. 

(g) The validation number of an apparent winning 
ticket shall appear on the lottery s official list of valida- 
tion numbers of winning tickets, and a ticket with that 
validation number shall not have been previously paid. 

(h) The ticket must pass all additional confidential 
validation requirements established by the director. 

(2) Any ticket not passing all the validation require- 
ments in subsection (1) of this section and the specific 
validation requirements contained in the rules for its 
specific game is invalid and ineligible for any prize. 

(3) The director may replace any invalid ticket with 
an unplayed ticket of equivalent sales price from any 
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current instant game. In the event a defective ticket is 
purchased, the only responsibility or liability of the lot- 
tery shall be the replacement of the defective ticket with 
an unplayed ticket of equivalent sales price from any 
current instant game, or issue a refund of the sales price. 
However, if the ticket is partially mutilated or if the 
ticket is not intact but it still can be validated by other 
validation tests, the director may pay the prize for that 
ticket.

(n) The ticket must be complete, not miscut, have ex- 
actly one play number and exactly one caption under 
each of the six rub-off spots, exactly one pack-ticket 
number, exactly one agent validation code, and exactly 
one validation number. 

(o) The validation number of an apparent winning 
ticket shall appear on the lottery s official list of valida- 
tion numbers of winning tickets, and a ticket with that 
validation number shall not have been previously paid. 

(p) The ticket must not be blank, or partially blank, 
misregistered, defective, or printed or produced in error. 

(q) Each of the play numbers must be exactly one of 
those described in WAC 315-11-137(1) and each of the 
captions to the six play numbers must be exactly one of 
those described in WAC 315-11-137(4). 

(r) Each of the six play numbers on the ticket must be

WAC 172-114-040 ARTICLE lII—COUNCIL. 
(1) The legislative powers of the ASEWU shall be vest- 
ed in the ASEWU council and may not be transferred. 

(2) Membership. The members of the ASEWU coun- 
cil shall consist of nine at-large council members, the 
ASEWU president, the ASEWU executive vice presi- 
dent, and the ASEWU finance vice president. The voting 
membership of the ASEWU council shall consist of the 
executive vice president and nine councił members, 
elected by numbered, at-large positions for one year. 
The council members shall take office on the last day of 
the quarter in which they are elected, as follows: 

Positions 1 through 3 elected fall quarter, positions 4 
through 6 elected winter quarter, positions 7 through 9 
elected spring quarter. No person shall hold more than 
one elected position on the council. The ASEWU presi- 
dent and ASEWU finance vice president shall have all 
council membership rights excluding voting. 

(3) Meetings. The ASEWU council shall meet not 
less than four times during each quarter (excluding 
summer quarter), and special meetings may be called by 
the ASEWU executive vice president, by one-third of 
the council members, or by a presentation of a petition 
to the ASEWU council signed by five percent of the 
ASEWU. All meetings shall be open to the public. A 
record shall be kept of the votes taken therein, and cop- 
ies of the minutes shall be available to any member of 
the university community upon request. 

(a) Quorum. The ASEWU council meetings shall 
have quorum being a majority of the ASEWU council 
members. 

(b) Proxy voting. There shall be no proxy voting. 

(4) Legislation. All legislation shall include: The 
names of the sponsor(s); date of introduction; committee 
referred to, if any, disposition and date of disposition; 
signature of the ASEWU executive vice president and 
the ASEWU president, or override of his/her veto by 
the ASEWU council; and shall continue in effect until 
five years from the last date of signature, an override, or 
until rescinded. 

(5) Council powers and duties. The ASEWU council 
shall have the following policies and duties: 

(a) The ASEWU council shall enforce 
constitution. 

(b) The ASEWU council shall serve as the official 
representative of ASEWU. 

(c) The ASEWU council shall enact all legislation 
necessary to ensure that its policies are enforced.

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(d) The budgeting authority of the ASEWU shall be 
vested in the ASEWU council and may not be 
transferred. 

(i) The budget shall include all funds, revenues, and 
reserves; shall be divided into programs, subprograms, 
and objects of expense and shall include supporting data; 
shall indicate as'to each program, subprogram, or object 
of expense the actual expenditures of the preceding year; 
and shall include any proposed capital improvement 
program for the next six fiscal years. 

(ii) Regular budgets shall be those budgets adopted 
during spring quarter for the following fiscal year. Sup- 
plemental budgets shall be all other budget requests 
made throughout the year. Copies of the budgets shall 
be delivered to each member of the ASEWU council 
and be available to any member of the university com- 
munity upon request. 

(iii) Unless otherwise provided by the appropriation 
legislation, all unexpended and unencumbered appropri- 
ations in the current expense appropriation legislation 
shall lapse at the end of the fiscal year. An appropriation 
in the capital budget appropriation legislation shall lapse 
when the project has been completed or abandoned or 
when no expenditure or encumbrance has been made for 
three years. 

(iv) Any expenditure in excess of an appropriation 
shall be null and void; and any official, agent, or em- 
ployee knowingly responsible shall be personally liable to 
anyone damaged by this action; providing the ASEWU 
council may permit the ASEWU to enter into contracts 
requiring the payment of funds from appropriation of 
subsequent fiscal years. 

(v) The ASEWU council shall publish an annual fi- 
nancial statement summarizing the regular ASEWU 
budget. 

(vi) The ASEWU council may request an annual au- 
dit, provided it budgets for the same. 

(e) By a two-thirds vote of the ASEWU council, the 
ASEWU council may override a veto by the ASEWU 
president. 

(f) The ASEWU council shall be responsible for its 
own organization in the establishment and election of 
subcommittees and their membership. No ASEWU 
council subcommittee, having legislation referred to it, 
shall have the authority to delay presentation to the full 
council for more than two meetings without the permis- 
sion of the sponsor. j 

(g) The ASEWU council shall be responsible for the 
employment of those employees it deems necessary to 
assist the council in the exercise of their council duties 
and powers, provided it budgets for the same. The ap- 
pointment for such employment, presented by the 
ASEWU executive vice president, shall receive the ad- 
vice and consent of the ASEWU council. 

(h) Committees. The ASEWU council shall be re- 
sponsible for student representation on all university 
committees, councils of the academic senate and their 
subcommittees, and ASEWU committees. 

(i) Appointment to such committees, presented by the 
ASEWU president, shall receive the advice and consent 
of the ASEWU council. 
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(ii) Students appointed to these committees shall serve 
at the discretion of the ASEWU council. 

(iii) All student appointments to these committees 
shall serve one year terms, beginning on the date of con- 
firmation of the appointment and shall terminate one 
- year after that appointment, unless otherwise specified in 
the committee structure. 

- (iv) Committees or committee chairpersons shall sub- 
mit to the ASEWU a copy of all agendas and minutes. 

(v) The ASEWU council shall publish the ASEWU 
committee manual stating the membership, eligibility, 
purpose, and duties of all committees with student 
representation. 

(i) Election returns. The ASEWU council shall be the 
judge of all the ASEWU election returns and of the 
qualifications of its membership as prescribed in article 
IV of this constitution. 

(j) ASEWU council positions shall be declared 
vacant: 

(i) When ASEWU council members miss three full, 
regularly scheduled, consecutive meetings, or four regu- 
larly scheduled meetings during a quarter. 

(ii) When ASEWU council members violate academic 


qualifications as described in article IV of this ` 


constitution. 

(iii) Upon the incumbent's death, resignation, recall, 
or withdrawal from membership in ASEWU (excluding 
summer quarter). 

(iv) By declaration of nonperformance of duties stated 
in this constitution by the ASEWU superior court. 

(k) Chairperson pro tem. The ASEWU council shall 
elect an ASEWU at-large council member to the posi- 
tion of chairperson pro tem the second meeting of fall, 
winter, and spring quarters, who shall serve one quarter 
(excluding summer quarter). Vacancies occurring in the 
chairperson pro tem's office shall be filled in the same 
manner for the balance of the unexpired term. 


(6) ASEWU president. The ASEWU president, serv- 


ing as an ASEWU council member, shall act as the 
chief officer and representative spokesperson on behalf of 
the ASEWU council. 

(a) The ASEWU president shall be responsible for 
executing council and judicial decisions. 

(b) The ASEWU president may veto any legislative 
bill or supplemental budget passed by the ASEWU 
council within three working days of passage, shall sign 
all legislation within three working days of passage, or 
override of veto by the ASEWU council. 

(c) The ASEWU president may create cabinet posi- 
tions and appoint cabinet officers with the advice and 
consent of the ASEWU council, who shall serve at 
his/her discretion, provided it budgets for the same. 

(d) The ASEWU president shall make appointments 
in an expeditious manner, with the advice and consent of 
the ASEWU council. 

(e) The ASEWU president shall hold twice-a-month 
staff meetings with the ASEWU executive vice presi- 
dent, ASEWU finance vice president, provost for student 
service, ASEWU business manager, and coordinator of 
student activities. 
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(f) The ASEWU president or his/her designee shall 
supervise all ASEWU elections and shall be responsible 
for validating all positions. 

(7) ASEWU executive vice president. The ASEWU 
executive vice president shall chair the ASEWU council, 
as a voting member. 

(a) The ASEWU executive vice president shall as- 
sume other duties delegated by the ASEWU president. 

(b) The ASEWU executive vice president shall pre- 
pare the agenda for and chair all meetings of the 
ASEWU council; shall call meetings of the ASEWU 
council; shall prepare a schedule of all regular meetings 
for fall, winter, and spring quarters with the advice and 
consent of the ASEWU council. 

(c) The ASEWU executive vice president shall ap- 
point a clerk, with the advice and consent of the 
ASEWU council. 

(d) The ASEWU executive vice president shall be re- 
sponsible for all administrative matters of the ASEWU 
council. 

(e) The ASEWU executive vice president shall as- 
sume the duties of the ASEWU president during the 
president's absence or disability. 

(8) ASEWU finance vice president. The ASEWU fi- 
nance vice president shall be member of the ASEWU 
council. 

(a) ASEWU finance vice president shall be responsi- 
ble for the management of all ASEWU moneys and 
properties. 

(b) ASEWU finance vice president shall supervise all 
expenditures of ASEWU funds. 

(c) ASEWU finance vice president shall be a voting 
member and chair the finance subcommittee of the 
ASEWU council. 

(d) ASEWU finance vice president shall present to 
the council a published financial statement each month 
summarizing ASEWU funds for that month. 

(e) ASEWU finance vice president shall publish an 
annual budget book summarizing the upcoming year's 
budget requests and recommendations as well as budget 
requests and the budgeted amounts for the past five 
years. 

(f) ASEWU finance vice president shall assume other 
duties delegated by the ASEWU president. 

(9) Salaries. Elected and appointed members of the 
ASEWU shall be paid on the following basis. 

(a) The ASEWU president shall receive a quarterly 
(12 month) salary based upon the quarterly cost of in- 
state tuition, double occupancy room and board, and 
four hundred dollars. 

(b) The ASEWU executive vice president and the 
ASEWU finance vice president shall receive a quarterly 
(9 month) salary based upon the quarterly cost of in- 
state tuition, double occupancy room and board, and two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

(c) ASEWU cabinet members shall receive a quarter- 
ly (9 month) salary not to exceed two-thirds of that of 
the ASEWU executive vice president or the ASEWU fi- 
nance vice president. 

(d) The ASEWU council clerk and other ASEWU 
council employees shall receive a quarterly (9 month) 
salary not to exceed two-thirds of that of the ASEWU 
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executive vice president or the ASEWU finance vice 
president. 

(e) The ASEWU at-large council members may re- 
ceive a quarterly salary not to exceed the in--state tuition 
rate, provided it budgets for the same. 

(10) Vacancies. 

(a) The positions of ASEWU council members, 
ASEWU president, ASEWU executive vice president, 
ASEWU finance vice president shall become vacant 
upon the incumbent's death, resignation, recall, with- 
drawal from membership in ASEWU (excluding 
summer quarter for the ASEWU executive vice presi- 
dent, ASEWU finance vice president, and ASEWU 
council members), or declaration of nonperformance of 
duties stated in this constitution by the ASEWU superi- 
or court. 

(b) In the case of a vacancy in the office of the 
ASEWU president, the ASEWU executive vice presi- 
dent shall assume the office of the ASEWU president to 
serve with full authority and power for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. 

(c) In the case of a vacancy in the office of the 
ASEWU executive vice president, the council pro tem 
shall assume the office of the ASEWU executive vice 
president to serve with full authority and power for the 
remainder of the unexpired term. 

(d) In the case of a vacancy in office of the ASEWU 
finance vice president, the ASEWU president shall ap- 
point, with the advice and consent of the ASEWU 
council, an ASEWU member to assume the office of 
ASEWU finance vice president to serve with full au- 
thority and power until the next regularly scheduled 
election, at which time a member of ASEWU shall be 
elected to serve the balance of the term. 

(e) In the case of a vacancy of a council position, the 
ASEWU president may recommend a member of 
ASEWU to fill the vacant position with a 3/4 (three- 
fourths) vote approval by the ASEWU council. The ap- 
pointee shall take office immediately upon approval of 
the ASEWU council, and serve ((untit-the—regularly 
scheduted-etectron)) with full authority and power until 
the next regularly scheduled election, at which time a 


member of ASEWU shall be elected to serve the balance 
of the term. 

(11) Terms. 

(a) The terms of the ASEWU president and the 
ASEWU executive vice president shall be for one year 
and shall be elected winter quarter and take office the 
last day of winter quarter. 

(b) The term of the ASEWU finance vice president 
shall be for one academic year and one quarter (exclud- 
ing summer quarter), taking office the last day of winter 
quarter to the last day of spring quarter. During the 
overlapping terms of the outgoing and incoming of the 
ASEWU finance vice president, it shall be the duty of 
the incumbent ASEWU finance vice president to prepare 
and present a proposed budget for ASEWU to the 
ASEWU council. The incoming ASEWU finance vice 
president shall have no authority or power to execute 
transactions during this overlapping period. It shall be 
the duty of the incumbent ASEWU financial vice presi- 
dent to serve as chair of the finance subcommittee of the

(a) Those candidates filing for office, and are qualified 
at such time, shall have their names entered on the pri- 
mary election ballot. 

(b) A random selection drawing will determine the 
order of candidate placement on the ballot. 

(4) Polling places. 

(a) The polls shall be located at: 

(i) Pence Union Building. 

(ii) Tawanka Commons. 

(iii) And as otherwise provided by the ASEWU 
council. 

(b) The polls shall be open in the Pence Union Build- 
ing and Tawanka from 7:30 a.m. until 7:00 p.m.((;-and)) 


The opening and closing hours of any additional polls 
designated by the ASEWU council, shall be such that 
the polls can be open no earlier than 7:30 a.m. and close 
no later than 7:00 p.m. Members of ASEWU shall be 


allowed to vote upon presentation of suitable 
identification. 

(c) Two election clerks shall be assigned to each poll- 
ing place, and they shall be solely responsible for super- 
vising the ballots, ballot boxes, and voting at the polling 
places. They may not be, or related to, a candidate. 
They shall be employed through the office of the 
ASEWU president. 

(d) Any member of ASEWU may present an "Appli- 
cation of absent voter" form to the office of the ASEWU 
president. 

(5) Votes cast. 

(a) AII votes shall be cast by secret ballot. 

(b) AII ballots shall be kept under lock and key for six 
months after the election. 
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(c) All members of ASEWU shall be allowed to vote 
once in an election. 

(6) Interpretation of results. 

(a) A candidate is elected to office when receiving a 
plurality of votes cast, that being at least forty percent. 

(b) The two candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes for each office in the primary, who are qualified, 
shall have their names entered on the final election bal- 
lot: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That in case of a tie for 
the second highest number of votes for that office, who 
are qualified, shall have their names entered on the final 
election ballot. 

Write-in candidates shall have the option of removing 
their names from the ballot. 

(c) Should no candidate receive a plurality of at least 
forty percent in the final election, a run-off election shall 
be held one week after the final election between the two 
persons receiving the highest number of votes in the final 
election, who are qualified, and only ballots for those two 
persons shall be counted: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
That in case of a tie for the second highest number of 
votes in the final election, the run-off election shall be 
between those candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes for the office, and only ballots for those candi- 
dates shall be counted. 

(d) Should no candidate receive a plurality of at least 
forty percent in a run-off election, the ASEWU council 
shall select the winner from between those entered on 
the run-off election ballot, by a two-thirds majority of 
the council members at its next meeting.

Description of Purpose: To implement the specific 
business and occupation tax exemptions provided in sec- 
tion 5, chapter 66, Laws of 1983 Ist ex. sess., now codi- 
fied under RCW 82.04.423, for sales made by out-of- 
state located sellers exclusively to or through direct sell- 
er's representatives. To define statutory terms and estab- 
lish the proofs criteria for perfecting claimed exempt 
sales.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 458-20-246 SALES TO OR THROUGH A DIRECT 
SELLER'S REPRESENTATIVE. Under RCW 82.04.423, the busi- 
ness and occupation tax does not apply to any out-of-state person in 
respect to the gross income derived from the business of making sales 
in this state of "consumer products" at wholesale or retail to or 
through a "direct seller's representative," subject to certain require- 
ments explained more fully below. The effective date of this exemption 
in August 23, 1983. For an outline of the tax liability of persons mak- 
ing sales of goods which originate in other states to customers in 
Washington, other than sales to or through a "direct seller's represen- 
tative," see WAC 458-20-193B. 


DEFINITIONS 


For purposes of the exemption explained herein, the following defi- 
nitions shall apply: 

The term "consumer product" means any article of tangible personal 
property, or component part thereof, of the type sold for personal use 
or enjoyment. The term includes only those kinds of items of tangible 
personal property which are customarily sold at stores, shops, and re- 
tail outlets open to the public in general. It includes such things as 
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home furnishings, clothing, personal effects, househołd goods, food 
products, and similar items purchased for personal use or consumption. 
The term does not include commercial equipment, manufacturing 
items, industrial use products, and the like, including component parts 
thereof. However, if a product is primarily used for personal use or 
enjoyment, it remains a "consumer product" within this definition not- 
withstanding that a portion of the product's distribution is for com- 
mercial, industrial, or manufacturing purposes. 

A "direct seller's representative" is a person who (a) buys "consum- 
er products" on a buy-sell basis or a deposit-commission basis for re- 
sale, by the buyer or any other person, in the home or other than in a 
permanent retail establishment or (b) sells or solicits the sale of, "con- 
sumer products" in the home or other than in a permanent retail es- 
tablishment. In order to be considered a "direct seller's representative" 
a person must also show that: 

1. Substantially all of the remuneration paid, whether or not paid in 
cash, for the performance of services is directly related to sales or oth- 
er output, including the performance of services, rather than the num- 
ber of hours worked; and 

2. The services performed are performed pursuant to a written con- 
tract between such person and the person for whom the services are 
performed and such contract provides that the person will not be 
treated as an employee with respect to such services for federal tax 


purposes. 
BUSINESS AND OCCUPATION TAX 


WHOLESALING AND RETAILING. The business and occupation tax 
does not apply to an out-of-state seller making wholesale or retail 
sales to or through a "direct seller's representative." The out-of-state 
seller must show that it is represented in this state by a "direct seller's 
representative," as defined above. In addition, the out-of-state seller 
must also show that it: 

1. Does not own or lease real property within this state; 

2. Does not regularly maintain a stock of tangible personal property 
in this state for sale in the ordinary course of business; 

3. Is not a corporation incorporated under the laws of this state; and 

4. Makes sales in this state exclusively to or through a "direct sell- 
er's representative". 

Thus, a representative who solicits sales of "consumer products" in 
this state, other than in a permanent retail establishment, and also 
meets the other requirements of the law as set forth above, qualifies as 
a "direct seller's representative." If the out-of-state seller and the in- 
state representative can factually establish compliance with all of the 
above listed requirements, the out—of-state seller is exempt from busi- 
ness and occupation tax. 

The exemption is available only where an out-of-state seller is 
present in this state and represented exclusively by a "direct seller's 
representative". If an out-of-state seller makes wholesale or retail 
sales of "consumer products" in Washington to or through a "direct 
seller's representative" and also has a branch office, local outlet, or 
other local place of business, or is represented by any other employee, 
agent, or other representative, no portion of the sales are exempt from 
business and occupation tax. 

The business and occupation tax likewise applies to the gross income 
of a "direct seller's representative" who buys "consumer products" for 
resale and does in fact resell the products. The measure of the business 
and occupation tax is the gross proceeds of sales. 

SERVICE. The law provides no similar business and occupation tax 
exemption with regard to the compensation paid to the "direct seller's 
representative." Thus, the representative will remain subject to the 
business and occupation tax on all commissions or other compensation 
earned. 


SALES AND USE TAX 


An out-of-state vendor is required to pay or collect and remit the 
tax imposed by Chapter 82.08 or 82.12 RCW if the vendor regularly 
solicits or makes retail sales of "consumer products" in this state 
through a "direct seller's representative," as defined above, even 
though such sales are exempt from business and occupation tax pursu- 
ant to RCW 82.04.423. 

Every person who engages in this state in the business of acting as a 
"direct seller's representative" for unregistered principals, and who re- 
ceives compensation by reason of sales of "consumer products" of such 
principals for use in this state, is required to collect the use tax from 
purchasers, and remit the same to the Department of Revenue, in the 
manner and to the extent set forth in WAC 458-20-221.

Re: Amending WAC 388—14—270 and 388—14—302. 

The Purpose of the Amendments: WAC 388-14-270 
is to establish procedures for distributing the first $50 of 
current support collected by OSE to the public assist- 
ance unit; and WAC 388—14—302 requires OSE to con- ` 
tinue providing support enforcement services to certain 
public assistance recipients for a four month period after 
they terminate assistance. 

These Amendments are Necessary: To implement re- 
cent federal legislation pertaining to the support en- 
forcement program. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 74.08.090. 

Summary of Rule Changes: The amendments to 
WAC 388-14-270 authorize OSE to distribute the first 
$50 of current child support collected in a month to the 
family receiving public assistance. Prior to these amend- 
ments, all current child support collected on behalf of 
public assistance recipients has been retained by the 
state as reimbursement for public assistance expendi- 
tures; and the amendments to WAC 388-14-302 require 
OSE to continue to provide support enforcement services 
to public assistance recipients for a four month period 
after they terminate assistance in cases in which support 
payments were collected while assistance was being pro- 
vided. WAC 388-14-302 now provides that OSE may 
continue to provide services during the four month 
period.

(c) The amounts collected as support during periods of time when 
aid is being provided, shall, for the purposes of this distribution section 
only, be treated first as payment on the required support obligation for 
the month in which support was collected. 

(d) Amounts collected which are paid more frequently than once a 
month shall be converted to an amount which represents payment on 
the required support obligation for the current month. The office of 
support enforcement is directed to distribute payments periodically to 
give effect to efficient administration. 

(e) Any amounts distributed to the family will be reported to the 
community service office identifying whether or not the payment is 
available to meet the need. This requirement shall not relieve the re- 
cipient of the duty to report receipt of any support moneys. 

(f) Any amounts collected which represent support shall be used to 
reduce dollar for dollar the amount of the support obligation as defined 
in WAC 388-14-100. 

(g) No distribution may be made under ((subdivrsion-(2)(2))) sub- 


section (2)(b) of this section unless a new assignment has been made 
pursuant to WAC 388-24-108 and 388-14-200. 


(2) The amounts collected as support by the IV-D agency pursuant 
to the state plan for children who are current recipients of aid under 
the state's Title IV-A plan by the office of support enforcement and 
for whom assignment under WAC 388—24—108 and 388—14—200 is ef- 
fective shall be distributed as follows: 


(a) The first fifty dollars of any amount that is collected in a month 
which represents payment of the required support obligation for that 
month shall be paid to the family. This payment may not be used in 
determining the amount paid, if any, to the family in (c) of this sub- 
section. If the amount collected includes payment of the required sup- 
port obligation for a previous month or months, the family shall only 
receive the first fifty dollars of the amount which represents the re- 
quired support obligation for the month in which support was collect- 
ed. If amounts are collected for one family which represents support 
payments from two or more absent parents, only the first fifty dollars 
of the amount collected which represents the total required support 
obligation for the month in which the support was collected shall be 
paid to the family under this subsection. No payment shall be made to 
a family under this subsection for a month in which there is no child 
support collection. The requirements of this subsection shall be appli- 


cable commencing October 1, 1984. 
(b) Any amount that is collected in a month which represents pay- 


ment on the required support obligation for that month and is in excess 
of the amount paid to the family under (a) of this subsection shall be 
retained by the state to reimburse, in whole or in part, the assistance 
payment for the month in which the child support was collected or the 
next month. Of the amount retained by the state as reimbursement for 
that month's assistance payment, the office of support enforcement 
shall determine the federal government's share of the amount so re- 
tained so the IV-A agency may reimburse the federal government to 
the extent of its participation in the financing of the assistance pay- 
ment. From the federal government's share, the office of support en- 
forcement shall deduct and pay the incentive payments, if any, 
prescribed in WAC 388-14-370. 

((€6)) (c) If the amount collected is in excess of the amount re- 


quired to be distributed under ((subdiviston-(2))) (a) and (b) of this 


subsection, the family shall be paid such excess up to the difference 
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between the assistance payment for the month in which the amount of 
the collection was used to redetermine eligibility for an assistance pay- 
ment under the state's Title IV—A plan and the court ordered amount 
for that month. This payment shall be made in the month following 
the month in which the amount of the collection was used to redeter- 
mine eligibility for an assistance payment under the state's Title IV-A 
plan. If such court ordered amount is less than such assistance pay- 
ment, no amount shall be paid to the family under this ((subdiviston)) 
subsection. In cases in which there is no court order, the family shall 
not be paid any amount under this ((subdiviston)) subsection. 

((€e})) (d) If the amount collected is in excess of the amounts re- 
quired to be distributed under ((subdivisrors-(2)(2)-2nd-(2)(5))) (a), 
(b), and (c) of this subsection, any such excess shall be retained by the 
state as reimbursement for past assistance payments made to the fam- 
ily for which the state has not been reimbursed. The state may apply 
the amount retained to any sequence of months for which it has not yet 
been reimbursed.

WAC 289-12-030 NEW FACILITIES. (1) Initial planning for 
new facilities. The design planning of all new detention and correc- 
tional facilities shall include: 

(a) Obtaining the participation of the community and surrounding 
governing units in site selection and planning; and 

(b) Analyzing the present and future qualitative function and quan- 
titative workload of the proposed facility, giving optimum considera- 
tion to alternatives to confinement. 

(2) Specific physical plant standards. (Detention and correctional 
facilities except as otherwise noted.) 

(a) Functional areas. 

(i) Sleeping and living areas shall be designed to provide adequate 
confinement, reasonable prisoner to prisoner privacy, sight and sound 
surveillance and protection for prisoners and staff. For such purposes, 
the following are the design criteria for state funding of new construc- 
tion or renovation of detention and correctional facilities. Modifications 
thereto shall be considered under the provisions of WAC 289-12-035. 

(A) Single occupancy cells: Seventy-two square feet or larger with 
not less than eight foot ceilings. A single occupancy cell should contain 
not less than fifty square feet of clear floor space. 

(B) Day room areas: A minimum of thirty-five square feet per pris- 
oner, but not less than a total of one hundred forty-four square feet. 

(C) Dormitories, when included: A minimum and maximum capaci- 
ty of eight to ten males or four to ten females and sixty square feet of 
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floor space per prisoner in semi--private sleeping areas, including day 
room space, and not less than ten foot ceilings if double bunks are 
used. 

(ii) Program, recreation and exercise areas. Detention and correc- 
tional facilities shall provide adequate indoor program and recreation 
area(s) and a multipurpose outdoor exercise and activity area with toi- 
let facilities. 

(iii) Kitchen and dining facilities. 

(A) When kitchen facilities are included, such facilities shall be ad- 
equate for the sanitary preparation of three nutritionally balanced 
meals per day and shall meet the requirements of chapter 248-84 
WAC. 

(B) Dining area(s) shall allow conversational opportunities in ade- 
quate surroundings. Meals shall not be served in cells, except where 
necessary for the health, security and/or well-being of prisoners and 
staff. 

(iv) Examining room, infirmary and medical isolation. 

(A) Detention and correctional facilities shall provide space to be 
used as a medical examining room. This space may be multipurpose, 
but when used as an examining room it shall provide sight and sound 
privacy and be equipped with natural spectrum fluorescent lighting, a 
handwashing lavatory with a gooseneck spout, either foot, knee, push 
plate, electric eye beam, or equivalent faucet controls, and sufficient 
lockable storage for medical equipment and supplies. 

(B) When an infirmary is located within the facility, infirmary space 
shall allow a minimum of three feet between the perimeter of each bed 
and walls, beds, and any fixed obstruction: PROVIDED, That this 
three foot requirement does not apply to the distance between the head 
of a bed and the wall. The infirmary shall be equipped with its own 
lavatory, toilet, shower and bathtub. 

(C) If medical isolation facilities are located within the jail such fa- 
cilities shall conform to applicable standards of WAC 248-18-530 and 
248—18—718. 

(v) Visitation and confidential consultation. 

(A) Space for visitation shall be included in detention and correc- 
tional facilities. Such space shall allow surveillance and the degree of 
control over physical contact deemed necessary by jail management for 
visible control, and shall simultaneously provide adequate seating for 
prisoners and their visitor(s). 

(B) Detention and correctional facilities shall provide adequate fa- 
cilities for confidential consultation(s). ( 

(vi) Laundry. If laundry facilities are provided within the jail, such 
facilities shall be adequate for sanitary washing and drying of the jail 
laundry. Separate areas should be arranged for storage and sorting of 
soiled laundry and for the sorting, folding and storage of clean 
laundry. 

(vii) Storage. Detention and correctional facilities shall include one 
or more secure storage area(s) for the storage of prisoner personal 
clothing and property and for necessary jail equipment and supplies. 

(viii) Supervisory stations. 

(A) Sufficient space and equipment for the facility supervisor shall 
be provided in an area secure from prisoner access. An adequate con- 
trol room shall be secure from any unauthorized access and it shall be 
capable of controlling access to the facility by the general public. 

(B) Sight and sound surveillance equipment, where used, shall be 
monitored in the control room and remote control operating devices 
shall also be in the control room. The control room shall be equipped 
with a sink and toilet. 

(ix) Booking and reception areas. The booking area(s) shall include, 
but not be limited to, restroom facilities with shower, a "strip search" 
room, holding cell(s) (may be multiple occupancy), telephone, and 
space for photographing, fingerprinting, delousing, intoxication deter- 
minations and health screening. 

(b) Structural criteria. Subject to appropriate modifications on a 
case-by-case basis under the provisions of WAC 289-12-035, the fol- 
lowing structural criteria shall apply to all state funded new construc- 
tion or remodeling of detention and correctional facilities: 

(i) Building codes. All standards contained in the current 
Washington state building code established by RCW 19.27.030, the 
electrical wiring provisions of chapter 19.28 RCW, and more restric- 
tive local standards shall be followed in all new jail construction. 

(ii) Materials for walls, floors and ceilings. In all jail facilities, walls, 
floors and ceilings shall be constructed with materials adequate to at- 
tain the degree of security required for each area of the facility. Such 
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materials shall be easily cleanable, provide minimum sound transmis- 
sion and fire protection. Polyurethane, neoprene or similar type mate- 
rials shall not be used in padded cells. All paint used in a jail facility 
shall be fire resistant and nontoxic. 

(iii) Entrances and exits. 

(A) Detention and correctional facilities shall have two secure vesti- 
bules for ingress and egress. 

(B) Elevators shall have no less than six feet by eight feet inside 
dimensions. 

(C) A secure area shall be provided for loading and unloading 
prisoners. 

(iv) Windows and/or skylights. Windows and/or skylights shall be 
sufficient to provide natural light to all living areas, yet locations shall 
assure security from escape and introduction of contraband. 

(v) Noise level. Noise level shall conform to the requirements of 
chapter 173-60 WAC (Maximum environmental noise levels). 

(c) Utilities. Subject to the appropriate modifications on a case-by— 
case basis under the provisions of WAC 289-12-035, the following 
criteria for utilities will apply to all state funded new construction or 
remodeling of detention and correctional facilities: 

(i) Prisoner living areas, inspection corridors, and vestibules shall 
have secure lights with outside switch conirol. No electrical conduit 
shall be accessible from any cell, though each living unit may contain 
outlets and switches, provided they are unilaterally controllable by 
staff. 

(ii) Lighting. Illumination at all times shall be adequate for security 
and surveillance, and daytime and evening illumination shall be suffi- 
cient to permit prisoners to read in their cells (thirty foot candles at 
thirty inches minimum, one hundred foot candles at thirty inches for 
medical examining areas, fifty foot candles at thirty inches for work 
areas). 

(iii) Water supply. There shall be an adequate supply of sanitary hot 
and cold water available at all times to prisoners. Hot water for gener- 
al use shall be adequate. 

(iv) Plumbing—- Toilets, lavatories, showers and floor drains. 

(A) There shall be at least one toilet and lavatory for every eight 
prisoners. Separate facilities shall be provided for each sex. 

(B) A minimum of one shower head shall be provided for every ten 
prisoners. 

(C) Floor drains shall be constructed to serve all cells, dormitories 
and other areas where necessary to facilitate cleaning. Floor drains 
shall be located outside the cell space to reduce the incidence of tam- 
pering and flooding. Plumbing connection and pipes shall be secure 
from uncontrolled access by prisoners. 

(v) Heating, ventilation and air conditioning. 

(A) The systems shall maintain mean temperatures between sixty— 
five and eighty-five degrees F. 

(B) The ventilating system shall provide for the number of air 
changes per hour as specified in the Uniform Building Code. 

(d) Support systems. 

(i) Fire detection and suppression. All jails shall have smoke and fire 
detection and alarm equipment. Fire alarm systems shall conform to 
all state and local fire regulations. Sprinklers shall not be required 
within cells and conflicting requirements of local code provisions are 
preempted, when all other applicable code provisions relating to fire 
safety are met and an effective smoke control system is incorporated in 
the facility design. 

(ii) Emergency power. All detention and correctional facilities shall 
be equipped with emergency power sources with sufficient capacity to 
maintain communications and alarm systems, to move one jail eleva- 
tor, where one exists, to provide minimum lighting within the facility 
and perimeter and for the preparation of a light meal. 

(3) Minimum security facilities. Jail facilities shall be constructed to 
totally separate areas for housing prisoners who are allowed to go out- 
side the jail regularly from all other prisoner areas. 

(4) Holding facilities. Holding facilities shall be secure. Such facili- 
ties shall have adequate lighting, heat, ventilation and fire detection 
and suppression equipment. Each holding facility cell shall be equipped 
with a bed. toilet, lavatory and a drinking fountain. A telephone shall 
be accessible.

(A) The prisoner shall have the right to be present at 
all stages of the hearing, except during the decisional 
deliberations; 

(B) The prisoner shall be allowed to appear on his 
own behalf, to present witnesses, and to present docu- 
mentary evidence unless the exercise of such rights 
would be unduly hazardous to institutional safety or 
correctional goals, in which case the prisoner shall be 
given a written statement of the reasons for such judge- 
ments and the prisoner's record shall contain a statement 
with regard to such grounds;

(4) Minor infractions. Minor infractions may be han- 
dled by any staff person by reprimand, warning, or mi- 
nor sanction as defined by local rules.

(d) All disciplinary proceedings shall be recorded. 

(e) There shall be a finding of guilt based on the pre- 
ponderance of evidence before imposition of a sanction. 

(f) The above provisions do not preclude imposition of 
administrative segregation, according to procedures re- 
quired by WAC 289-16-230(4), or other appropriate 
limitations on freedom of the prisoner involved prior to 
such disciplinary proceeding: PROVIDED, That every 
such restriction shall be in accordance with the other 
provisions in these standards: PROVIDED FURTHER, 
That any such restrictions shall be based on legitimate 
grounds of institutional security or prisoner safety, and 
such action shall be noted in the prisoner's records. 

(3) Corrective action or forms of discipline. 

(a) Nonpunitive corrective action should be the first 
consideration in all disciplinary proceedings. WAC 289— 
19-220 (3)(a) ADVISORY. 

(b) When punitive measures are imposed, such mea- 
sures shall be in accordance with law, and recommended 
sanctions, appropriate to the severity of the infraction, 
and based on considerations of the individual involved. 

(c) Acceptable forms of discipline shall include the 
following: 

(1) Loss of privileges; 

(ii) Removal from work detail or other assignment; 

(iii) Recommendation of forfeiture of "good time" 
credit; 

(iv) Transfer to the maximum security or segregation 
section. 

(4) Limitations on punishment. 

(a) No prisoner or group of prisoners shall be given 
authority to administer punishment to any other prisoner 
or group of prisoners. 

(b) Deprivation of regular feeding, clothing, bed, bed- 
ding, or normal hygienic implements and facilities shall 
not be used as a disciplinary sanction. 

(c) Correspondence privileges shall not be denied or 
restricted, except in cases where the prisoner has violat- 
ed correspondence regulations. In no case shall the cor- 
respondence privilege with any member of the bar, 
holder of public office, the courts or the department of 
corrections or chief law enforcement officer be 
suspended. 

(d) Restrictions on visitation. 

(i) Visitation privileges should not be denied or re- 
stricted as a sanction for infractions of rules of the insti- 
tution unrelated to visitation. WAC 289-19-220 
(4)(d)(i) ADVISORY. 

(ii) Under no circumstances shall attorney-client vis- 
its be restricted. 
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(e) No prisoner shall be held in disciplinary segrega- 
tion for more than five consecutive days without review 
by the disciplinary hearing body or chief law enforce- 
ment officer or his or her designee, and in no event shall 
a prisoner be held in disciplinary segregation for more 
than ten consecutive days as the result of any one 
hearing. 

(f) Corporal punishment and physical restraint (e.g., 
handcuffs, leather restraints, and strait jackets) shall not 
be used as sanctions.

Chapter 289-10 WAC 
PHYSICAL PLANT STANDARDS FOR SPECIAL 
DETENTION AND WORK RELEASE FACILITIES 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-100 PURPOSE. The purposes of this 
chapter are to provide minimum physical plant stand- 
ards for the conversion of existing public or private 
structures or construction of new special detention and 
work release facilities primarily designed, staffed, and 
used for the housing of special populations of sentenced 
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persons classified as low-risk, minimum security prison- 
ers, and to provide minimum physical plant standards 
for work release facilities. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-110 REMODELED OR NEW SPE- 
CIAL DETENTION AND WORK RELEASE FA- 
CILITIES. No facility shall be classified as a special 
detention or work release facility or occupied by prison- 
ers prior to board certification that the facility meets 
physical plant standards except for board approved vari- 
ances pursuant to WAC 289-13-235. The governing 
unit shall submit written documentation by the cogni- 
zant local building department (as defined by RCW 19- 
.27.050) that the facility complies with all applicable 
codes. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-200 DESIGN PLANS. (1) No new 
special detention or work release facility shall be built or 
any existing public or private structure remodeled with- 
out construction plan review by board staff at the design 
development stage, as defined by the American Institute 
of Architects, to ensure compliance with physical plant 
standards and all applicable codes. 

(2) Any plans for the use of a vacated detention or 
correctional facility that has been replaced by a new 
state-funded jail must receive specific approval by the 
board in accordance with WAC 289—13-235(2)(b) (cer- 
tification of new jail facility). 

(3) Special detention and work release facilities shall 
provide complete structural and physical segregation of 
special detention and work release prisoners from per- 
sons confined in holding, detention, or correctional facil- 
ities, except as may be necessary during the booking 
process. This does not preclude the establishment of a 
special detention or work release facility within the con- 
fines of a building that is classified as a holding, deten- 
tion, or correctional facility as long as all other 
provisions of this chapter are met. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-300 DESIGN CRITERIA. Special 
detention and work release facilities shall be designed to 
provide adequate confinement, reasonable prisoner to 
prisoner privacy, sight and sound surveillance, protection 
and safety for staff, community, and prisoners. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-310 FUNCTIONAL AREAS. 
Rooms/dormitories. Sleeping areas shall be designed to 
provide reasonable privacy, necessary furnishings, and 
closet /locker space for the storage of personal items, and 
shall' be located separate and distinct from other living 
areas. 

Each single room, multiple occupancy room and dor- 
mitory shall provide a minimum of sixty square feet per 
prisoner not including leisure time activity space. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-320 LEISURE TIME ACTIVITY 
SPACE. There shall be leisure time activity space with 
necessary ancillary furnishings, which shall provide a 
minimum of thirty—five square feet per prisoner, but not 
less than a total of one hundred twenty square feet. This 
may include program and exercise areas as described in 
WAC 289-10-350. (Not applicable — 72 hours) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-330 VARIANCES ROOM/DOR- 
MITORIES AND LEISURE TIME ACTIVITY 
SPACE. Less square feet for rooms, dormitories or lei- 
sure time activity space will be considered by using the 
criteria for review established by WAC 289-12-035(3) 
relating to guidelines for review of plans not meeting 
physical plant standards. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-340 SEGREGATION. Separate 
sleeping, toilet, and bathing areas shall be provided for 
males and females which includes physical, sight and 
reasonable sound separation. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-350 PROGRAM AND EXERCISE 
AREAS. (1) There shall be space for group meetings 
and training programs. Such space may be for multi- 
purpose use. 

(2) If the facility plans to house prisoners over thirty 
days who are not authorized to leave the facility at least 
five days per week, or forty hours per week, outdoor and 
indoor exercise areas shalł be provided. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-360 KITCHEN AND DINING 
FACILITIES. (1) When kitchen facilities are included, 
such facilities shall meet the requirements of chapter 
284-84 WAC, relating to food service sanitation. 

(2) Dining areas shall be physically separate and 
apart from sleeping areas and shall have sufficient seat- 
ing capacity. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-370 VISITATION AND CONFI- 
DENTIAL CONSULTATION. (1) If visiting is per- 
mitted, adequate space and seating capacity shall be 
provided. 

(2) There shall be adequate space for confidential 
consultation(s). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-380 LAUNDRY. If laundry services 
are provided within the facility, such facilities shall be 
adequate for sanitary washing and drying of the prison- 
ers' laundry, and physically separate areas shall be pro- 
vided for storage and sorting of soiled laundry and clean 
laundry. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-390 STORAGE. There shall be se- 
cure areas for the safekeeping of prisoner personal 
clothing, property, records, medications, and prescription 
drugs and necessary equipment and supplies. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-400 SUPERVISORY STATIONS. 
Sufficient space and equipment for the facility supervisor 
and staff shall be provided. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-410 CONTROL STATIONS. If 
control stations are to be included in the facility, they 
shall be secure from any unauthorized access by prison- 
ers and public and shall be capable of controlling unau- 
thorized access to the facility by the general public. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-420 SURVEILLANCE AND 
LOCKING EQUIPMENT. Sight and sound surveil- 
lance equipment, when used, shall be monitored in an 
area not readily accessible to hearing or viewing by pris- 
oners or the general public. Remote control locking de- 
vices, when used, shall be in an area inaccessible to 
prisoners or the general public. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-430 ADMISSION AND КЕСЕР- 
TION AREAS. An admission area shall be provided 
with necessary ancillary facilities and furnishings. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-440 MEDICAL EXAMINING 
ROOM. If medical examinations are performed in the 
facility, space shall be provided with sight and sound 
privacy and ancillary equipment and furnishings, includ- 
ing sufficient secure storage for medical equipment and 
supplies. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-500 BUILDING CODES. New or 
substantially remodeled special detention and work re- 
lease facilities shall comply with the following: 

(1) Chapter 19.27 RCW, State Building Code Act 
and the National Codes and Standards adopted by ref- 
erence, in RCW 19.27.030, for new or substantially re- 
modeled facilities, including: 

(a) Uniform Building Code, including Group 1 Occu- 
pancies, Division 3, or Group R Occupancies which ever 
is deemed appropriate by local authority. 

(b) Uniform Mechanical Code. 

(c) Uniform Fire Code. 

(d) Uniform Plumbing Code. 

(e) Standards for access by the physically handi- 
capped or elderly as provided in RCW 70.92.100 and 
regulations adopted thereunder. 

(f) Thermal performance and design standards set 
forth in RCW 19.27.210 through 19.27.290. 
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(2) Codes deemed applicable by the cognizant local 
building department, for existing facilities which are not 
substantially remodeled. 

(3) Chapter 19.28 RCW, Electricians and Electrical 
Installations. 

(4) The National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) 
Life Safety Code. 

(5) Other more restrictive mandatory local standards, 
codes or ordinances deemed applicable by local building 
authority. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-510 WINDOWS AND/OR SKY- 
LIGHTS. Windows and/or skylights shall be sufficient 
to provide reasonable natural light to living areas. (Not 
applicable — 72 hours) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-520 TOILET—WASH BASIN. 
Special detention and work release facilities shall pro- 
vide one toilet which should be enclosed with partitions 
and doors, and one wash basin with hot and cold running 
water for every eight prisoners. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-530 SHOWER/BATHING. Special 
detention and work release facilities shall provide one 
shower or bathing facility with hot and cold running 
water for every ten prisoners. (Not applicable — 72 
hours) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-10-600 EMERGENCY POWER. 
There shall be emergency power sources with sufficient 
capacity to maintain communications and alarm sys- 
tems, to move one elevator, where one exists, and to 
provide minimum lighting within the facility. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 5, filed

WAC 289-02-020 DEFINITIONS. The following 
words and phrases shall have the meaning indicated 
whenever used in this title unless a different meaning is 
specifically indicated. 

(1) "Clear floor space" means floor area which is un- 
obstructed by any permanent fixture. 

(2) "Contraband" means any substance or item not 
specifically permitted by a jail administration. 

(3) "Commission" or "state jail commission" refers to 
the commission established pursuant to RCW 70.48.030.

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(6) "Detention facility" means a facility operated by a 
governing unit primarily designed, staffed and used for 
the temporary housing of adult persons charged with a 
criminal offense prior to trial or sentencing and for the 
housing of adult persons for purposes of punishment and 
correction after sentencing or persons serving terms not 
to exceed ninety days. 

(7) "Dormitory" means a secured sleeping and living 
area occupied by more than one prisoner. 

(8) "Governing unit" means the city and/or county or 
any combination of cities and/or counties responsible for 
the operation, supervision, and maintenance of a jail. 

(9) "Holding facility" means a facility operated by a 
governing unit primarily designed, staffed and used for 
the temporary housing of adult persons charged with a 
criminal offense prior to trial or sentencing and for the 
temporary housing of such persons during or after trial 
and/or sentencing, but in no instance shall the housing 
exceed thirty days. 

(10) "Jail" means any holding, detention, or correc- 
tional facility as defined herein, or any farm, camp, or 
work release facility established and operated in con- 
junction with a jail. 

(11) "Living area" includes single cells, dormitories, 
((amd)) day room area and leisure time activity space. 

(12) "Major urban” refers to a county or combination 
of counties which contains a city having a population 
greater than twenty-six thousand based on the 1978 
projections of the office of financial management. 

(13) "Medium urban” refers to a county or combina- 
tion of counties which contains a city having a popula- 
tion equal to or greater than ten thousand but less than 
twenty-six thousand based on the 1978 projections of 
the office of financial management. 

(14) "Public records" include any writing or recording 
which contains information relating to the conduct of 
government or the performance of any governmental or 
proprietary function prepared, owned, used, or returned 
by any state or local agency regardless of its physical 
form or characteristics. 

(15) "Rural" refers to a county or combination of 
counties which does not contain a city having a popula- 
tion of more than ten thousand based on the 1978 pro- 
jections of the office of financial management. 

(16) "Single cell" means a secured sleeping area oc- 
cupied by only one prisoner, and which is physically and 
visually separated from other prisoner sleeping areas on 
three of its four sides. 

(17) "Communicable disease" means micro—organ- 
isms that are easily transferable from one body to an- 
other creating a condition which must be reported to the 
health department. 


(18) "Work release program" means a program of 
scheduled release from the physical confines of a city or 
county jail, special detention facility or work release 
center for the purpose of employment, seeking employ- 
ment or school. 

(19) "Work release facility" means any building or 
designated portion of a building primarily designed, 
staffed, and used for the housing of persons participating 
in a work release program. 
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20) "Leisure time activity space" means day room 


area, program area and exercise area. 

(21) "Special detention facility" means a minimum 
security facility operated by a governing unit primarily 
designed, staffed, and used for the housing of special 
populations of sentenced persons who do not require the 
level of security normally provided in detention and cor- 
rectional facilities including, but not necessarily limited 


to, persons convicted of offenses under RCW 46.61.502 
or 46.61.504. 


22) "Substantially remodeled" means significant al- 


terations made to the physical plant of a jail to conform 
with the physical plant standards. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-02-050 CLASSIFICATION AND 
USES OF SPECIAL DETENTION AND WORK RE- 
LEASE FACILITIES. (1) The corrections standards 
board shall classify each special detention facility as a 
"72-hour" or "1-уеаг" special detention facility pursu- 
ant to WAC 289-02-030. 

(2) The corrections standards board shall classify each 
work release facility as a work release facility, pursuant 
to WAC 289-02-030. 


Chapter 289-28 WAC

COUNTS. (1) The accounting system for prisoner mon- 
ey shall be described by written policy and procedure, 
which shall be available to prisoners.

(3) To ensure strict accountability, as to the where- 
abouts of each prisoner, the facility shall have a sign-in/ 
sign-out sheet recording the date and time of departure 
and expected return, destination, reason for leaving the 
facility and time of actual return. Each entry shall be 
initialed by the responsible staff on duty. 

(4) The facility shall establish and follow written po- 
licies and procedures to verify attendance of prisoners at 
the place for which absence from the facility is 
authorized. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-28-410 SEARCHES. (1) Prisoners shall 
be subject to search each time they enter or leave the 
facility. 

(2) The facility shall have written policies and proce- 
dures regarding the use of breathalizers, urine analysis, 
and other means to detect the use of alcohol or unau- 
thorized drugs. 


Chapter 289-26 WAC 
CUSTODIAL CARE STANDARDS FOR SPECIAL 
DETENTION FACILITIES 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-005 INTRODUCTION ТО CUS- 
TODIAL CARE STANDARDS FOR SPECIAL DE- 
TENTION FACILITIES. (1) The provisions of chapter 
289-26 WAC incorporate custodial care standards ap- 
plicable to special detention facilities as defined under 
WAC 289-02-020 and 289-02-050, and to work release 
facilities. Each standard is mandatory for the classifica- 
tion to which it applies unless specifically labeled as ad- 
visory or not applicable. 

(2) The mandatory custodial care standards for spe- 
cial detention facilities are intended to meet minimum 
legal requirements for health, welfare, and security for 
low-risk prisoners (including work release prisoners) 
considering the length of stay and the prisoner classifi- 
cation involved. They do not preclude the adoption of 
more stringent requirements not in conflict with such 
standards by the governing authority, chief law enforce- 
ment officer, or department of corrections responsible for 
a particular facility. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-100 GENERAL ADMINISTRA- 
TION. There shall be written policies and procedures 
which shall be made available to each authorized person 
who is responsible for the confinement of a prisoner in 
the facility. These may be included in policies and pro- 
cedures for a jail of which the special detention facility 
is a part. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-120 TRAINING. (1) All authorized 
persons responsible for the confinement of a prisoner 
shall receive an orientation to the policies and proce- 
dures of the facility relative to their duties. On the job 
training shall be provided as deemed appropriate by the 
chief law enforcement officer or department of 
corrections. 

(2) AII special detention facility staff whose primary 
responsibility is the supervision of prisoners shall meet 
the training and education standards established by the 
Washington state criminal justice training commission. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-130 RECORDS. (1) Confidentiality. 
All facility personnel shall be advised of the statutory 
provisions for confidentiality of jail records under RCW 
70.48.100(2). 

(2) Individual case records. An individual file or 
record shall be kept for each prisoner. 

(3) Medical. 

(a) Any prisoner medical information other than that 
included in the prisoner's individual file under WAC 
289-26-130(2) shall be maintained separately to the ex- 
tent necessary to maintain confidentiality. 

(b) Any medical problems experienced by a prisoner 
while in the facility shall be recorded and such records 
maintained. [Information concerning medical problems 
shall be transmitted at the time the prisoner is trans- 
ported to another jail, hospital, or other facility. 
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(4) Jail register. Each special detention facility shall 
keep a jail register as required by RCW 70.48.100. 

(5) Population accounting. Each special detention fa- 
cility shall submit reports on its population on at least a 
monthly basis, on forms provided by the corrections 
standards board. (Not applicable — 72 hour) 

(6) Incidents and infractions. Written records shall be 
maintained for all incidents which result in major prop- 
erty damage or bodily harm, and for all instances where 
major disciplinary sanctions are imposed. 

(7) Incident reports. The corrections standards board 
shall be notified within seven business days of any death, 
completed escape or serious fire. Reports of such inci- 
dents shall be retained. 

(8) Activity log. A log of daily activity should be kept 
within the facility. WAC 289—26—130(7) ADVISORY. 

(9) Personnel. Performance and training records 
should be maintained for each staff member employed 
by the facility. WAC 289-14-130(8) ADVISORY. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-200 EMERGENCY  PROCE- 
DURES. (1) The department of corrections or chief law 
enforcement officer shall establish and maintain written 
emergency procedures as appropriate for the specific 
facility. 

(2) The emergency plans shall outline the responsibil- 
ities of special detention facility staff, evacuation proce- 
dures, and subsequent disposition of the prisoners after 
removal from the area or facility. 

(3) Emergency plans shall always be available to the 
authorized person in charge of the facility. 

(4) All personnel shall be trained in the emergency 
procedures. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 28926210 FIRE PREVENTION AND 
SUPPRESSION. The department of corrections or chief 
law enforcement officer shall establish and maintain a 
written fire prevention, suppression, and evacuation plan. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-220 USE OF FORCE. (1) The de- 
partment of corrections or chief law enforcement officer 
shall establish and maintain written policies and proce- 
dures regarding the use of force and the use of deadly 
force, which shall be consistent with WAC 289—28—220. 

(2) Only lawful and reasonable force to the person of 
a prisoner shall be used. 

(3) Deadly force shall not be used on a prisoner unless 
the person applying the deadly force reasonably believes 
that the prisoner poses an immediate threat of death or 
grievous physical injury to an officer or employee of the 
facility or any other person, or prevent the escape of a 
prisoner arrested for a felony, and the officer reasonably 
believes that other reasonable and available alternatives 
would be ineffective. 

(4) A written report on the use of such force or deadly 
force shall be made. In the case of deadly force a written 
report shall be made by each staff member involved or 
observing the use of such deadly force. The report(s) 
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shall be reviewed by the chief law enforcement officer or 
department of corrections or his designee who shall, if 
appropriate, investigate the incident further and make a 
determination whether appropriate, justified or reason- 
able force was used. Said determination shall be made a 
matter of record. 

(5) The "carotid sleeper hold" means any hold or re- 
straint specifically designed to inhibit blood flow through 
the carotid arteries of the neck without inhibiting 
breathing by compression of the airway in the neck and 
without compression of the larynx or trachea. The caro- 
tid sleeper hold shall be considered to be deadly force. 

(6) The "choke hold" means any hold or restraint 
specifically designed to inhibit breathing by compression 
of the airway in the neck. The choke hold shall be con- 
sidered to be deadly force. 

(7) The carotid sleeper hold generally presents less 
danger of causing serious injury or death than the choke 
hold and therefore is generally preferred over the choke 
hold in situations where such holds are permissible. 

(8) No neck hold shall be used, except by persons in- 
structed in the use of the carotid sleeper hold, its dan- 
gers and in the dangers of the choke hold. Refresher 
training shall be provided on at least an annual basis. 

(9) Medical attention shall be administered to the 
prisoner by a qualified medical professional as soon as 
possible after the use of the carotid sleeper hold or the 
choke hold. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-300 CAPACITY. (1) The director of 
the local department of corrections or chief law enforce- 
ment officer shall propose a maximum capacity for each 
special detention facility, except where such facility's 
capacity is already included within a jail facility with an 
established capacity under WAC 289—15—225. Notice of 
such proposed maximum capacity shall be delivered to 
the corrections standards board at least sixty days prior 
to the opening of a facility. 

(2) The board shall establish a maximum capacity at 
its next regularly-scheduled public meeting.

Facilities shall 
provide one bed and an average net living area (as de- 
fined in WAC 289-02-020(11)) of at least ninety-five 
square feet for each prisoner.

No prisoner shall be confined without 
proper legal authority. 

(2) Prisoner property. At the time of admission, if the 
prisoner's personal property is taken from him, author- 
ized facility staff shall record and store such items, and 
issue the prisoner a receipt. 

(3) Bedding and personal care items. At a reasonable 
time after admission to the facility, each prisoner shall 
be issued clean bedding, as well as such personal care 
items as required under WAC 289—26-780. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-410 LOW-RISK CLASSIFICA- 
TION. Special detention facilities shall primarily house 
low-risk, minimum custody sentenced prisoners, as de- 
termined by court order or written classification proce- 
dures consistent with WAC 289-16-130 (1) through 


(3). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-420 ORIENTATION. (1) As soon 
after admission to the facility as possible each prisoner 
shall receive an oral or written orientation. The orienta- 
tion shall provide information regarding the prisoner's 
confinement including, but not limited to: 

(a) Rules of prisoner conduct, including possible dis- 
ciplinary sanctions, as provided in WAC 289-26-620; 

(b) Staff expectations of prisoner responsibilities, in- 
cluding, if applicable, cleaning of prisoner living areas;

To the extent possible in the 
available physical plant, the following classification cri- 
teria shall be used. 

(1) Juvenile. 

(a) No juvenile shall be held in a special detention fa- 
cility without sight and sound separation from adult 
prisoners.

tention facilities after 1985, denies certain federal funds 
to states which do not comply with these requirements, 
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and directs that guidelines shall be established for meet- 
ing this requirement over the five-year period. WAC 
289-26-430 (1)(b) ADVISORY. 

(2) Female prisoners shall be segregated from visual 
and physical contact with male prisoners except under 
continual supervision of a staff person. 

(3) Special problem prisoners who endanger the 
health or safety of other prisoners (or themselves) shall 
be segregated and closely supervised. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-440 GOOD TIME. The director of 
the department of corrections or the chief law enforce- 
ment officer should develop written policies regarding 
time off for good behavior. Such policies should insure 
that good time, when authorized by sentencing courts, is 
given on a consistent basis, and in accordance with 
RCW 9.92.150 and 70.48.210. WAC 289-26-430 Apvi- 
sory. (Not applicable — 72 hour) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-450 RELEASE AND TRANSFER. 
(1) Release: 

(a) The releasing officer shall determine prisoner 
identity and ascertain that there is legal authority for 
the release; 

(b) The information required on the release forms 
shall be recorded for each prisoner released from the 
facility; f 

(c) All prisoners being released shall sign a witnessed 
receipt for personal property returned. 

(2) Transfer. In addition to the release procedures 
designated in this section, the releasing officer shall de- 
termine that the receiving unit or person, if any, has the 
authority to accept custody. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-460 TRANSPORTATION. When 
special detention facility staff are responsible for prison- 
er transportation and when the prisoner is still in the 
custody and under the supervision of the facility, the de- 
partment of corrections or chief law enforcement officer 
shall develop and maintain written instructions which 
insure the safety and security of the prisoners and staff. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-500 STAFFING. (1) General staff- 
ing. At all times at least one staff member shall be 
awake, alert, and directly responsible for supervision and 
surveillance. 

(2) Same sex staffing. A staff member of the same sex 
as the prisoner shall be available in a reasonable time for 
all custodial activities which involve intimate physical 
contact or activities which are commonly afforded rea- 
sonable protection against opposite sex observation or 
supervision except where the health, safety, and security 
of the individual or the staff member would be jeopar- 
dized: PROVIDED, That personal observation of pris- 
oners for this or other sections of these standards may be 
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by opposite sex staff so long as opposite sex privacy con- 
cerns are given appropriate protection. 

(3) Surveillance. 

(a) Staff shall be available to respond face-to-face to 
any prisoner within three minutes. 

(b) To ensure the welfare of the prisoner, staff shall 
personally observe each prisoner in the facility at least 
three times within an eight hour period. All prisoner 
checks shall be recorded in writing and retained in the 
facility records. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-510 SUPERVISION AND SUR- 
VEILLANCE. (1) Prisoner identification. All special 
detention facilities shall establish a means of identifying 
prisoners. 

(2) Prisoner authority. No prisoner shall be permitted 
to have authority over other prisoners. 

(3) Prisoner counts. In addition to staff observations a 
system shall be maintained for taking and recording the 
count of prisoners in the facility at least once during an 
eight-hour period. 

(4) Contraband control. All special detention facilities 
shall establish and maintain a written procedure regard- 
ing searches of prisoners, visitors, and the facility to 
prevent the introduction of contraband. All special de- 
tention facilities which permit visiting shall post a sign 
displaying the penalty for the introduction of contra- 
band.

(5) Strip searches and body cavity searches of the 
prisoner shall conform to WAC 289-16-100 (5) through 


(9). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-520 CRITICAL ARTICLES. (1) 
AII special detention facilities shall ensure that weapons 
shall be inaccessible to prisoners at all times. 

(2) Keys and locking devices. 

(a) There shall be at least two sets of facility keys, 
one set in use and the other stored securely but easily 
accessible to staff for use in the event of an emergency. 

(b) Emergency keys shall be marked and placed 
where they may be quickly identified in case of an 
emergency. 

(c) If electronic devices are used in place of keys, 
there shall be key or other manual override capabilities 
available for immediate use in case of an emergency 
and/or failure of the system. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-600 INTRODUCTION. Where any 
disciplinary rules or sanctions exist, the facility must 
comply with the applicable provisions of this chapter, or 
with the rules and regulations of the state department of 
corrections regarding prisoners' rights, discipline and 
grievance procedures. Compliance with such rules and 
regulations of the department shall be deemed full com- 
pliance with this section and WAC 289-26-610 through 
289-26-640.

WAC 289-26-610 PRISONER RIGHTS. Each 
special detention facility shall establish written policies

No discipline shall be im- 
posed except pursuant to written facility rules made 
available to prisoners. Reasonable efforts shall be made 
to inform non-English speaking prisoners of such rules. 

(2) Prisoners informed. Printed rules and possible dis- 
ciplinary sanctions shall be given to each prisoner and/ 
or posted conspicuously within the facility. 

(3) Major infractions. When discipline involving 
transfer from the facility, segregation or solitary con- 
finement, or loss of good time is imposed for an infrac- 
tion the following shall apply:

(ii) It is recommended, but not required, that there be 
a committee of two or more staff to perform the function 
of disciplinary committee. WAC 289-26-620 (3)(b)(ii) 
ADVISORY. 

(iii) Any facility staff member involved in a charge 
shall not be allowed to participate as a hearing officer 
with respect to that charge. 

(c) Disciplinary procedures. 

(i) Any charge pending against a prisoner shall be 
acted on as soon as possible and no later than seventy— 
two hours (exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, and holi- 
days) after observation or discovery of the infraction. 
Action in this context means a disciplinary hearing or a 
decision not to impose any sanction requiring a hearing. 
Provided that a hearing may be postponed for good 
cause. Such postponements shall be approved by the 
chief law enforcement officer or director of corrections 
or designee. The inmate shall be notified in writing of 
the postponement and the reason therefor. 

(ii) At least twenty-four hours prior to hearing, the 
prisoner shall receive a copy of the written infraction re- 
port made in conformance with subsection (3)(a) of this 
section. An inmate may waive this requirement in writ- 
ing. If the prisoner is illiterate, the infraction report shall 
be read to him or her. 

(iii) The prisoner alleged to have committed a major 
infraction shall have, and be promptly advised of, the 
following rights: 
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(A) The prisoner shall have the right to be present at 
all stages of the hearing, except during the decisional 
deliberations; 

(B) The prisoner shall be allowed to appear on his or 
her own behalf, to present witnesses, and to present doc- 
umentary evidence unless the exercise of such rights 
would be unduly hazardous to institutional safety or 
correctional goals, in which case the prisoner shall be 
given a written statement of the reasons for such judg- 
ments and the prisoner's record shall contain a statement 
with regard to such grounds; 

(C) A prisoner who is unable to represent himself or 
herself in such a hearing shall be informed of his or her 
right to be assisted by another person in understanding 
and participating in the proceedings; 

(D) The prisoner shall be advised of the decision in a 
written notice giving the reasons for the disciplinary ac- 
tion, if any, and evidence relied on; and 

(E) The prisoner shall be permitted to appeal the dis- 
ciplinary hearing decision to the department of correc- 
tions or the chief law enforcement officer or his or her 
designee in accordance with appeal procedures estab- 
lished by each facility and included in the printed pro- 
cedures established by each facility and included in the 
printed rules. 

(iv) AII disciplinary proceedings shall be recorded. 

(v) There shall be a finding of guilt based on the pre- 
ponderance of evidence before imposition of a sanction. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-630 DISCIPLINE. (1) Corrective 
action or forms of discipline. 

(a) When punitive measures are imposed, such mea- 
sures shall be in accordance with law and recommended 
sanctions, and appropriate to the severity of the 
infraction. 

(b) Acceptable forms of discipline shall include, but 
not be limited to, the following: 

(i) Loss of privileges;

In no case shall the cor- 
respondence privilege with any member of the bar, 
holder of public office, the courts, or the department of 
corrections or chief law enforcement officer be 
suspended. 

(d) Restrictions on visitation. 
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(i) Visitation privileges should not be denied or re- 
stricted as a sanction for infractions of rules of the fa- 
cility unrelated to visitation. WAC 289-26-630 
(2)(d)(i) ADVISORY. 

(ii) Under no circumstances shall attorney-client vis- 
its be restricted as a disciplinary sanction. 

(e) Corporal punishment and physical restraint (e.g., 
handcuffs, leather restraints, and strait jackets) shall not 
be used as sanctions. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-640 GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES. 
The department of corrections or chief law enforcement 
officer for each special detention facility should develop 
and maintain procedures for the collection of prisoner 
grievances. Such procedures should provide for persons 
to whom grievances are to be directed, for timely review 
of grievances, and for notification of action taken 
regarding the grievance. WAC 289-26-640 ADVISORY. 
(Not applicable — 72 hour) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-700 WRITTEN PROCEDURES 
FOR MEDICAL SERVICES. (1) There shall be on file 
in the facility a written procedure which provides that 
necessary medical services will be provided twenty-four 
hours a day by one or more of the following: 

(a) A licensed physician; 

(b) A health care professional supervised by a licensed 
physician; or 

(c) A hospital or clinic. 

(2) Licensing and certifications. Medical services shall 
be provided only by licensed or certified health care 
providers. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 289-26-705 HEALTH CARE POLICIES 
AND PROCEDURES. Written standard operating pro- 
cedures shall consist of but not be limited to the 
following: 

(1) Admission screening; 

(2) Nonemergency medical services; 

(3) Deciding the emergency nature of illness or injury; 

(4) First-aid; 

(5) Notification of next of kin or legal guardian in 
case of serious illness, injury or death; 

(6) Detoxification procedures; and 

(7) Pharmaceuticals.

WAC 289-26-710 HEALTH SCREENING. Re- 
ceiving screening shall be performed on all prisoners 
upon admission to the facility.

(ii) Arrangements for the use of an emergency medi- 
cal vehicle; 

(iii) Arrangements for the use of one or more desig- 
nated hospital emergency rooms or other appropriate 
health facilities; 

(iv) Arrangements for emergency on-call physician 
and dentist services when an emergency health facility is 
not located in a nearby community; 

(v) Arrangements for emergency mental illness care 
for prisoners.

WAC 289-26-730 HEALTH CARE TRAINING. 
(1) Special detention facility personnel shall be trained 
in standard first-aid equivalent to that defined by the 
American Red Cross and usual emergency care proce- 
dures prior to employment or during the probationary 
period. Written standard operating procedures and 
training of staff shall include but not be limited to: 

(a) Awareness of potential medical emergency 
situations; 

(b) Action to take on notification or observation that a 
medical emergency is in progress;

WAC 289-26-735 PUBLIC HEALTH. (1) Body 
vermin. Any person with body vermin shall be treated 
appropriately.

WAC 289-26-740 MEDICATIONS CONTROL. 
(1) If stock prescriptive medication is maintained within

However, state law (RCW 42.17.130) prohibits "the use of any of the 
facilities of a public office or agency, directly or indirectly, for the 
purpose of assisting a campaign for election of any person to any office 
or for the promotion of or opposition to any ballot proposition." 

(3) University facilities may not be used for private or commercial 
purposes such as sales, advertising, or promotional activities unless 
such activities serve an educational purpose, as determined by the 
committee on the use of university facilities. 

(4) The distribution of handbills, pamphlets and similar materials is 
not permitted in those areas of campus to which access by the public is 
restricted or where such distribution would significantly impinge upon 
the primary business being carried on. Handbills and similar printed 
materials may not be left in the Daily distribution boxes or left for 
distribution anywhere else on campus. 

(5) Charitable solicitation is not permitted in those areas of the 
campus to which access by the public is restricted or where such solic- 
itation would significantly impinge upon the primary business being 
carried on. 

(6) Electronic amplification on the grounds of the campus is prohib- 
ited with the following exceptions: 

(a) The lawn area immediately west of the student union building 
will be available for open-air speaking events using directional and 
volume-controlled speech amplification equipment provided by the 
university. Use of the student union building lawn site will be available 
to registered or official student organizations and faculty or staff 
groups on a first-come, first-served basis. The amplification system 
will be issued upon presentation of a currently valid student, faculty or 
staff identification card at the Student Union Reservation Office, 104C 
Student Union Building. 

(b) The committee on the use of university facilities may grant per- 
mission, under special circumstances, for the use of other amplification 
equipment on the lawn site west of the student union building or in 
other outdoor locations. Permission should be requested through the 
Secretary to the Committee, 400 Administration Building (AI-10), 
543-2560, sufficiently in advance of the program to allow timely 
consideration. 

7)(a) The parking garages on the campus of the University of 
Washington are open to the public for the limited purpose of parkin 
motor vehicles. Sleeping, or remaining in the parking garages for pur-

(2) If a person commences construction on any hy- 
draulic project or other work subject to chapter 220-1 10 
WAC without having first obtained written approval of 
the appropriate department as to the adequacy of the 
means proposed for the protection of fish life or if any 
person fails to follow or carry out any of the require- 
ments or provisions as are made a part of such approval, 
the person is guilty of a gross misdemeanor. 

(3) A person seeking hydraulic project approval shall 
submit to the department having jurisdiction of the site 
general plans for the overall project, complete plans and 
specifications of the proposed construction or work with- 
in the mean higher high water line in salt water or with- 
in the ordinary high water line in fresh water and 
complete plans and specifications for the proper protec- 
tion of fish life. 
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(4) Application for hydraulic project approval shall be 
submitted to the appropriate department listed below. 
The department having jurisdiction over a particular site 
will cooperate with the other department in order to 
protect all species of fish. If a department receives the 
application concerning a site not in its jurisdiction, it will 
transmit the application to the appropriate department 
within three days, and the applicant will be notified. 

(a) For projects located in the following areas, an ap- 
plication shall be submitted to the Department of Fish- 
eries, Habitat Management Division, 115 General 
Administration Building, Olympia, WA 98504, (206) 
753-6650: 

(i) Western Washington, which includes all lands ly- 
ing west of the summit of the Cascade Mountains; 

(ii) All mainstem Snake River projects and all 
mainstem Columbia River projects downstream from 
Chief Joseph Dam. 

(b) For projects located in the following areas, an ap- 
plication shall be submitted to the Department of Game, 
Habitat Management Division, 600 North Capitol Way, 
Olympia, WA 98504, (206) 753-5897: 

Eastern. Washington, which includes all lands lying 
east of the summit of the Cascade Mountains, including 
Klickitat County except those areas in WAC 220-110- 
030 (4) (а) (1). 

(c) The departments reserve the right to exchange ju- 
risdiction on individual projects. 

(d) Receipt of any one of the following documents at 
the addresses listed in (a) and (b) of this subsection 
constitutes application for a hydraulic project approval: 

(i) A completed hydraulic project application submit- 
ted to the appropriate department; 

(ii) A completed forest practice application submitted 
to the department of natural resources, if the hydraulic 
project is part of a forest practice as defined in WAC 
222-16-010(19); or 

(iii) A section 10 or 404 public notice circulated by 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 

(5) The appropriate department shall grant or deny 
approval within forty-five calendar days of the receipt of 
a complete application and notice of compliance with 
any applicable requirements of the State Environmental 
Policy Act. The departments shall strive to process hy- 
draulic applications in less than thirty days. The forty- 
five day requirement shall be suspended if: 

(a) An incomplete application is received; 

(b) The site is physically inaccessible for inspection; 

(c) After ten working days of receipt of the applica- 
tion, the applicant remains unavailable or unable to ar- 
range for a timely field evaluation of the proposed 
project; 

(d) The applicant requests delay. 

(6) Immediately upon determination that the forty- 
five day period is suspended, the appropriate department 
shall notify the applicant in writing of the reasons for 
the delay. 

(7) Verbal applications may be accepted in lieu of 
written applications for emergency work to repair exist- 
ing structures, move obstructions, restore banks, or pro- 
tect property that is subject to immediate danger by 
weather, flow, or other natural conditions. 
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(8) The departments may accept written or verbal re- 
quests for time extensions, renewals, or alterations of an 
existing approval. 

(9) Each approval is specific to a watercourse, stating 
the exact location of the project site, and consists of 
general, technical, and special provisions. 

(10) The hydraulic project approval or exact copy, 
except verbal approvals, shall be on the project site when 
work is being conducted and shall be immediately avail- 
able for inspection. 

(11) Approvals may be granted for a period of up to 
five years. The permittee must demonstrate substantial 
progress on construction of that portion of the project 
relating to the hydraulic approvał within two years of 
the date of issuance. 

(12) A hydraulic project application will be denied 
when, in the judgment of the department having juris- 
diction over the site, the project is directly or indirectly 
harmful to fish life unless adequate mitigation can be 
assured by conditioning the approval or modifying the 
proposal. If approval is denied the appropriate depart- 
ment will provide the applicant, in writing, a statement 
of the specific reason(s) why and how the proposed 
project would adversely effect fish life. 

(13) Hydraulic project approvals may have specific 
time limitations on project activities to protect fish life. 

(14) Hydraulic project approvals do not exempt the 
applicant from obtaining the appropriate permits and 
following the rules or regulations of other local, state, 
and federal agencies. 

(15) Administration of this chapter shall be conducted 
in compliance with the State Environmental Policy Act, 
chapter 43.21C RCW, chapter 197—10, 220-100 or 232— 
18 WAC. 

(16) In addition to hydraulic project approval, placing 
rock, concrete, tires, or other materials on the beds in 
the saltwater area for the purpose of improving fish 
habitat requires a permit under WAC 220-20-040 for 
artificial reef construction. 

(17) In addition to hydraulic project approval, me- 
chanical or hydraulic clam harvesters shall be governed 
by the provisions of WAC 220-52-018 and shall obtain 
and comply with the provisions of the department of 
fisheries’ permit to operate a clam harvesting machine. 

(18) The hydraulic code does not apply to the actual 
exercise of water rights (e.g. the amount of diversion or 
stream flow) which matters are generally regulated by 
the Washington department of ecology and hydraulic 


project approvals will not be used to limit the amount of 
water diverted under a water right. However, construc- 


tion of structures or placement of devices or other work 
within waters of the state which will use, divert, obstruct 
or change the natural flow or bed of any river or stream, 
or that will utilize any of the waters of the state in order 
to take water allowed by a water right require hydraulic 
project approval. Regulation of water flow from a per- 
manent irrigation structure by operating valves, or ma- 
nipulating stop logs, check boards or head boards, does 
not require hydraulic project approval. 

(19) Each approval shall contain the following general 
provisions: 
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(a) This approval is to be available on the job site at 
all times and its provisions followed by the permittee and 
operator performing the work. 

(b) The person(s) to whom this approval is issued may 
be held liable for any loss or damage to fish life or habi- 
tat which results from failure to comply with the provi- 
sions of this approval. 

(c) Failure to comply with the provisions of this ap- 
proval is a gross misdemeanor, possibly punishable by 
fine and/or imprisonment. 

(d) The departments reserve the right subject to the 
holders opportunity to a hearing to contest agency ac- 
tions as provided by the Administrative Procedure Act, 
chapter 34.04 RCW, to make additional restrictions or 
conditions or revoke the approval when new information 
shows such action is necessary by the departments for 
the protection of fish life. 

(e) These departments cannot be held liable for any 
property damage which might occur as a result of this 
project, except where damages are proximately caused 
by actions of the departments. 

(f) This approval pertains only to the provisions of the 
fisheries and game codes. Additional authorization from 
other public agencies may be necessary for this project. 

(20) Cleaning, adjusting, operation and maintenance 
of existing irrigation diversion structures by use of 
hand-held tools may be accomplished without first se- 
curing a written hydraulic project approval. For these 
purposes, this subsection, or the latest edition of the "Ir- 
rigation and Fish" pamphlet issued by the departments 
of fisheries and game, shall serve as the hydraulic project 
approval. This does not include the use of equipment as 
defined in WAC 220-110-020(8). If adverse impacts to 
fish life occur, the project shall immediately cease, and 
an application for approval shall be made in accordance 
with WAC 220-110-030 (1), (2), (3), (4). 

(21) Aquatic weed control by hand pulling or hand 
tools does not require hydraulic project approval. This 
does not include the use of equipment as defined in 
WAC 220-110-020(8).

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Title: WAC 284-30-600, Unfair practices with re- 
spect to out of state group life and disability insurance. 

The specific statutory authority for the proposed rule 
is RCW 48.30.010(2), which permits the Insurance 
Commissioner to define methods of competition and oth- 
er acts and practices in the conduct of the business of 
insurance reasonably found by him to be unfair or 
deceptive. 

This rule is aimed at group life and group disability 
insurance which is written by an insurance company 
authorized to do business in the state of Washington, but 
which provides coverage to people in our state through a 
policy issued to a master policyholder situated in another 
state. In many instances, the group policyholder is noth- 
ing more than the alter ego of the insurer and the 50- 
called group is little more than a fictional creature of the 
insurer or its marketing agency. Such insurance is dou- 
bly objectionable. First, our citizens covered under the 
insurance may be deprived of the protection intended by 
the laws and rules of this state. For example, they may 
be denied benefits for services provided by podiatrists, 
optometrists, registered nurses, chiropractors, psycholo- 
gists and dentists; not receive coverage for dependent 
children, alcoholism, home health care, mental health 
treatment benefits and conversion rights; or the protec- 
tion of loss ratio laws and regulations. Second, insurance 
companies which are providing coverage and administer- 
ing claims on the basis of Washington state rules and 
laws are, thereby, put to an unfair competitive disadvan- 
tage. Basically, the proposed rule prohibits an insurer 
from providing life and disability insurance coverage to 
people in our state through the use of an out of state 
group policy, unless it meets the Washington state re- 
quirements mentioned above. As proposed, the rule does 
not apply to bona fide employee, debtor or labor union 
groups, unless the individual insured pays all or substan- 
tially all of the cost for his or her coverage. It should be 
noted that an employer with only some of its employees 
in this state may continue to provide coverage for such 
employees through a group policy held by the employer 
in another state, if the employer pays all or most of the 
premium. Also, the rule does not apply to a bona fide 
association which was formed and exists for genuine 
purposes unrelated to insurance. This will permit mem- 
bers of a multi-state organization to continue to partici- 
pate with other members across the country in the 
association's bona fide group insurance program. The 
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proposed rule also makes it an unfair practice for an in- 
surer effecting insurance coverage in this state through 
an out of state group policy to violate this state's adver- 
tising and claims settlement practices or to fail to make 
its policies, certificates and advertising material available 
to the commissioner upon request. 

Robert E. Johnson, Deputy Insurance Commissioner, 
(206) 753-2406, was primarily responsible for drafting 
the rule. Virgil McQueen, Deputy Commissioner for 
Company Supervision, (206) 753-7303, is primarily re- 
sponsible for the implementation and enforcement of the 
proposed rule, under the supervision of David Rodgers, 
Chief Deputy, (206) 753-7302. Their addresses are In- 
surance Building, AQ-21, Olympia, Washington 98504. 

The rule is proposed by the Insurance Commissioner, 
a state public official. 

The proposed rule is not necessary as the result of 
federal law or federal or state court action. 

Small Business Economic Impact Statement: lt is 
doubtful that there is any "small business" doing busi- 
ness within the state of Washington which is writing life 
or disability insurance coverage on persons in this state 
through a group insurance policy delivered to a policy- 
holder outside this state in such manner as to be com- 
pelled to change its practice because of the proposed 
rule. In any event, the cost per employee or per hour of 
labor for producing, pricing and marketing a policy 
which would meet the requirements of the proposed rule 
would be essentially unchanged. Assuming, as seems 
likely, that the largest insurers (measured, as the law 
requires, by number of employees) are providing cover- 
age to persons in many states through contracts held by 
a master policyholder in one state, as opposed to a 
"small business" doing limited business affecting fewer 
people in fewer states, the larger insurer may be at a 
disadvantage to the smaller, in that the larger will have 
less flexibility and more difficulty in complying with the 
rule. Presumably, the legislature considered the cost of 
complying with its laws affecting group life and disabili- 
ty insurance when it enacted them, and concluded that 
their value outweighed price and cost considerations. 
The proposed rule imposes those laws on a substantial 
segment of insurance being written in this state, so that, 
in the future, insured individuals will receive the benefit 
of such laws and insurers will compete on a more equal 
footing, without regard to the size of the insurer. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 284-30-600 UNFAIR PRACTICES WITH RESPECT 
TO OUT OF STATE GROUP LIFE AND DISABILITY INSUR- 
ANCE. (1) Beginning April 1, 1985, pursuant to RCW 48.30.010, it 
shall be an unfair practice for any insurer to effect life or disability in- 
surance coverage on persons in this state under a group policy which is 
delivered to a policyholder outside this state when: 

(a) With respect to disability insurance, the out of state group policy 
does not: 

(i) Provide that claims will be processed in compliance with RCW 
48.21.130 through 48.21.146, 

(ii) meet the requirements as to benefits and coverage mandated by 
chapter 48.21 RCW, and specifically those imposed by RCW 48.21- 
.150 through 48.21.270, and 

(iii) meet the loss ratio standards applicable to group insurance pur- 
suant to RCW 48.66.100 and 48.70.030 and WAC 284-60-060; and 

(b) With respect to life insurance, the out of state group policy fails 
to comply with the provisions of RCW 48.24.100 through 48.24.260. 
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(2) This rule is not applicable to insurance coverage provided by a 
group policy: 

(a) Issued for a group which would be eligible for group insurance 
pursuant to RCW 48.24.020, 48.24.030, 48.24.040, and 48.24.050, un- 
less the person insured pays all or substantially all of the cost of his or 
her coverage; or 

(b) Issued for an association group which would be eligible for 
group insurance pursuant to the requirements of RCW 48.24.045, if 
such association clearly has a genuine purpose and existence of signifi- 
cant value to its members independent of its status as the group poli- 
cyholder and independent of its involvement in insurance on behalf of 
its members, and if, further, there is a realistic and demonstrable basis 
related to the situs of the association or the residencies of a substantial 
portion of its members justifying the issuance of the group policy in 
the other state. 

(3) This rule is applicable whether the insurance coverage is offered 
by means of a solicitation through a sponsoring organization, through 
the mail or other mass communication media, or through licensed 
agents or brokers. 

(4) It is further defined to be an unfair practice for any insurer ef- 
fecting group insurance coverage in this state through policies issued 
out of state to fail with respect to such insurance: 

(a) To comply with the requirements of this state relating to adver- 
tising and claims settlement practices; and 

(b) To make available copies of any policy and certificates issued 
thereunder, and advertising materials used within this state, upon re- 
quest of the commissioner. 

(5) For purposes of this section, life insurance includes annuities and 
group disability insurance includes blanket insurance.

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STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Title: New section WAC 332-140-300 Initial deposit. 

Description of Purpose: To establish by rule the initial 
deposit for timber sales to provide adequate security. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 43.30.150 (2) and (6), 
79.01.132 and 79.01.204. 

Summary of Rule and Reasons Supporting Action: 
The rule establishes the initial deposit for timber sales as 
10 percent of the purchase price except in some circum- 
stances when it is 25 percent. This rule is necessary to 
provide adequate security on state timber sales. 

Agency Personnel Responsible for Drafting, Imple- 
mentation, and Enforcement: Roy Friis, Division of 
Timber Sales Manager, Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Public Lands Building, Mailstop QW-21, 
Olympia, Washington 98504, (206) 753—5334. 

Proponents: Board of Natural Resources and Brian 
Boyle, the secretary of the board, the Commission of 
Public Lands: and the administrator of the Department 
of Natural Resources. 

Agency Comments: None. 

These rules are not necessary as a result of federal law 
or federal or state court action. 

Small Business Economic Impact Statement: These 
rules will not have an economic impact on more than 20 
percent of all industries or more than 10 percent on any 
one industry. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 332-140-300 INITIAL DEPOSIT RATE. (1) The rate for 
the initial deposit specified in RCW 79.01.132 and 204 for timber sales 
shall be ten percent of the actual purchase price for lump sum sales 
and ten percent of the projected purchase price for scale sales, except 
as follows: 

(a) In the case of lump sum sales over five thousand dollars, the ini- 
tial deposit shall not be less than five thousand dollars. 

(b) The purchaser shall certify to the Department on the day of the 
sale in the form prescribed by the Department whether or not the pur- 
chaser is a defaulter. 

(c) When the purchaser is a defaulter as defined in subsection (3), 
the initial deposit shall be twenty-five percent of the purchase price for 
lump sum sales and twenty-five percent of the projected purchase price 
for scale sales, subject to subsection (1)(a). 

(d) When a sale is assigned, the assignee shall certify to the De- 
partment in the form prescribed by the Department whether or not the 
assignee is a defaulter. If the assignee is a defaulter as defined in sub- 
section (3), the initial deposit shall be increased to twenty-five percent 
of the purchase price for lump sum sales and twenty-five percent of 
the projected purchase price for scale sales, subject to subsection 
(1)(a). The assignee shall deposit the additional amount before the as- 
signment is approved by the Department. 

(2)(a) The increased initial deposit for a defaulter shall remain in 
effect throughout the term of the sale, except as provided in subsec- 
tions (2)(b) and (c). 

(b) The initial deposit for a defaulter may be reduced to ten percent 
only if the defaulter has resolved all defaulted sales regardless of when 
default occurred, except that defaults under the Forest Products In- 
dustry Recovery Act of 1982, RCW 79.01.1331 — .1339 need not be 
resolved. 

(c) The initial deposit may be reduced to ten percent if the defaulter 
assigns the sale to an assignee who is not a defaulter, by only if the 
condition in (2)(b) is met by the original purchaser. 

(d) If the initial deposit is reduced pursuant to subsection (2)(b) or 
(c), the excess deposit shall be credited to stumpage or installment 
payments under the timber sales contract on which the increased de- 
posit was required. 

(3) The following definitions apply to this section. 


Washington State Register, Issue 84-21 


(a) "Assign" means to transfer the rights and duties of a purchaser 
of a sale to another pursuant to the provisions of the timber sale 
contract. 

(b) "Default" means, in reference to a sale, that the purchaser's 
operating authority on such sale has expired without completion of 
performance or full payment of amounts due, or the Department has 
terminated the sale prior to expiration of the operating period for a 
breach of contract. 

(c) "Defaulter" means a purchaser who (i) entered into a Lincoln 
Day Blowdown sale or a sale in June of 1981 or later, and (ii) defaults 
on said sale after the effective date of this rule, and (iii) has not re- 
solved the defaulted sale. 

(d) "Department" means the Department of Natural Resources of 
State of Washington. 

(e) "Lincoln day blowdown sales" are those sales identified by the 
Department which were prepared and sold as a result of damage to the 
timber caused primarily by the Lincoln day windstorm which occurred 
on or about February 13, 1979. Such term does not include sales sold 
because of other reasons or sales sold because timber which was dam- 
aged by the Lincoln day storm was further substantially damaged by 
later storms or other causes. 

(f) The "operating authority" on a sale refers to the dates stated in 
the contract during which the purchaser is required to remove the for- 
est products which are the subject of the sale. 

(g) "Purchaser" means the purchaser of a sale and any affiliate, 
subsidiary or parent company thereof. "Affiliate" means a person, cor- 
poration or other business entity which is allied with or closely con- 
nected to another in a practical business sense, or is controlled or has 
the power to control the other or where both are controlled directly or 
indirectly by a third person, corporation or other business entity. "Af- 
filiate" includes a joint venture. "Parent company" shall mean a cor- 
poration which owns a controlling interest in another corporation. The 
corporation whose shares are so owned is a "subsidiary" of the parent 
company. 

Purchasers shall be required, upon request of the Department, to 
produce satisfactory written documentation of the relationship between 
any two or more persons, corporations or other business entities which 
they or the Department claim should be treated as one purchaser. 

(h) "Resolved" in reference to a sale in default means full compli- 
ance with the terms of (i) an agreement by the Department and the 
defaulter of all disputed matters arising from the sale or (ii) final dis- 
position by a court including termination of judicial review. 

(i) "Timber sale contract," "sale contract," "contract," "timber 
sale," "sale of timber," and "sale" all mean the sale of and the con- 
tract to remove and pay for forest products which have been or are 
being sold by the Department at auction by voice or sealed bid and 
which had, at time of auction, a minimum appraised value of over 
twenty thousand dollars. All of the foregoing terms are considered to 
be synonymous as referred to in these regulations. 

(4) The provisions of WAC 332-140-300 shall be deemed to be in- 
corporated into the terms of all timber sales purchased after the effec- 
tive date of these rules. A violation of these rules shall be deemed a 
breach of the provisions of the applicable timber sale.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-530-010 DEFINITION OF TERMS. As used in this 
marketing order, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings: 

(1) "Director" means the director of agriculture of the state of 
Washington or his duly appointed representatives. 

(2) "Act" means the Washington Agriculture Enabling Act of 1955 
or chapter 15.66 RCW. 

(3) "Person" includes any individual, firm, corporation, trust, asso- 
ciation, partnership, society or any other organization of individuals. 

(4) "Producer" means any person who is engaged in the business of 
producing or causing to be produced for market, in commercial quan- 
tities, barley grown in the designated affected area of the state of 
Washington. 

(5) "Commercial quantities" shall mean and include twenty tons 
produced for market in any calendar year by any producer. 

(6) "Barley" means and includes all kinds and varieties of barley 
grown in the state of Washington. 

(?) "Barley commission" or "commission" are synonymous and 
mean the commission established pursuant to the provisions of WAC 
16-530—020 of this marketing order. 

(8) "Marketing season" or "fiscal year" are synonymous and mean 
the twelve month period beginning July 1 of any year and ending upon 
the last day of June, the following ycar, both dates inclusive. 

(9) "Handler" means any person engaged in the business of han- 
dling, selling, processing, storing, shipping, or distributing barley which 
he has purchased or acquired from a producer, or which he is shipping 
for or on behalf of a producer, and shall include any lending agency 
for a commodity credit corporation loan to producers. 

(10) "Commercial channels" means the sale of barley for use as 
food, feed, seed or any industrial or chemurgic use, when sold to any 
commercial buyer, dealer, processor, cooperative, or to any person, 
public or private, who resells any barley, or products produced from 
barley. 

(11) "Affected area" shall mean and include the following counties 
located in the state of Washington: Adams, Asotin, Benton, Chelan, 
Columbia, Douglas, Ferry, Franklin, Garfield, Grant, Kittitas, 
Klickitat, Lincoln, Okanogan, Pend Oreille, Spokane, Stevens, Walla 
Walla, Whitman, and Yakima. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-530-020 BARLEY COMMISSION. (1) Establishment 
and membership. A barley commission is hereby established to admin- 
ister this marketing order and shall be composed of five members who 
shall be producers elected as provided in this Article and two members 
who shall be appointed by the elected producer members. In addition, 
the director shall be and ex officio member of the commission. 

(2) Representative districts. The affected area shall be divided into 
the five following districts: 

(a) District I shall have one commission member, and shall include 
the counties of Chelan, Douglas, Ferry, Grant, Okanogan, Spokane, 
Stevens, and Pend Oreille. 

(b) District II shall have one commission member, and shall include 
Whitman county. Y 

(c) District III shall have one commission member, and shall include 
the counties of Asotin, Benton, Columbia, Garfield, and Walla Walla. 

(d) District IV shall have one commission member, and shall include 
the counties of Adams, Franklin, Kittitas, Klickitat, and Yakima. 

(e) District V shall have one commission member, and shall include 
Lincoln county. 

(f) Each district shall nominate one or more nominees, but elect one 
commission member only. 

(3) Membership qualifications. Commission members shall be citi- 
zens and residents of this state, over the age of twenty-five years. Pro- 
ducer members of the commission shall be producers of barley in the 
district in and for which they are nominated and elected. The qualifi- 
cations of producer members of the commission as herein set forth 
must continue during their term of office. 

(4) Term of office—Initial commission. The term of office of com- 
mission members shall be three years from the date of their election 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. The terms of office 
for the initial commission members shall be as follows: 

District I shall terminate December 31, 1986. 

Districts ПІ and HI shall terminate December 31, 1987. 
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Districts IV and V shall terminate December 31, 1988. 

One appointed member's term shall terminate December 31, 1986. 

The second appointed member's term shalł terminate December 31, 
1988. 

The appointed members of the initial commission shall be elected by 
a majority of the elected commissioners on or before the adjournment 
of its third meeting. 

(5) Nomination and election of commission members. 

(a) Nomination and election of commission members shall be as set 
forth in the act and specified by the director. Dates will be set as 
follows: 

(i) Nominating petitions shall be mailed not earlier than September 
17 and not later than October 2 of each year in the district wherein a 
vacancy will occur. Nominating petitions shall be signed by not less 
than five affected producers of the district from which such a candidate 
will be elected. 

(ii) Final date for filing of nominating petitions to the director shall 
not be earlier than October 8 and not later than October 13 of each 
year. 

(iii) Ballots will be mailed to all producers in the district wherein a 
vacancy will occur, not earlier than October 18 and not later than 
November 2 of each year. 

(iv) Ballots shall be returned not later than December 2 of such 
year. 

(b) With respect to the initial barley commission, the director shall 
call for nominations and elections as soon as practical after passage of 
the referendum. The ballot for the election of commissioners shall be 
secret. 

(c) When only one nominee is nominated for any position on the 
board, the director shall deem that said nominee satisfies the require- 
ments of the position and then it shall be deemed that said nominee 
has been duly elected. 

(6) Vacancies. In the event of a vacancy in an elected or appointed 
position on the commission, the remaining elected members of the 
commission shall select a qualified person to fill the unexpired term, at 
its first meeting after the occurrence of the vacancy. 

(7) Powers and duties of commission. The commission shall have the 
following powers and duties: 

(a) To elect a chairman and such other officers as determined 
advisable. 

(b) To adopt, rescind and amend rules and regulations reasonably 
necessary for the administration and operation of the commission and 
the enforcement of its duties under the marketing order. 

(c) To administer, enforce, direct, and control the provisions of the 
marketing order and of this chapter relating thereto. 

(d) To employ and discharge at its discretion such administrators 
and additional personnel, attorneys, advertising and research agencies 
and other persons and firms that it may deem appropriate and pay 
compensation to the same. 

(e) To acquire personal property and lease office space and other 
necessary real property and transfer and convey the same. 

(f) To institute and maintain in its own name any and all legal ac- 
tions, including actions by injunction, mandatory injunction or civil re- 
covery, or proceedings before administrative tribunals or other 
governmental authorities necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
chapter and of the marketing order. 

(g) To keep accurate records of all its receipts and disbursements, 
which records shall be open to inspection and audit by legal agencies of 
the state and make annual reports therefrom to the state auditor. 

(h) Borrow money and incur indebtedness. 

(i) Make necessary disbursements for routine operating expenses. 

(j) Such other powers and duties that are necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this chapter. 

(k) To collect the assessments of producers as provided in this mar- 
keting order and to expend the same in accordance with, and to effec- 
tuate the purposes of the act, and this marketing order. 

(1) To prepare a budget or budgets covering anticipated income and 
expenses to be incurred in carrying out the provisions of this marketing 
order during each fiscal year. 

(m) To accept and receive gifts and grants and expend same. 

(8) Procedure for commission. 

(a) The commission shall, by resolution, establish a headquarters 
which shall continue as such unless and until so changed by the com- 
mission at which headquarters shall be kept the books, records and 
minutes of the commission meetings. 
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(b) The commission shall hold regular meetings, at least quarterly, 
with the time and date thereof to be fixed by the resolution of the 
commission. 

(c) The commission shall hold an annual meeting, at which time an 
annual report will be presented. The proposed budget shall be present- 
ed for discussion at the meeting. Notice of the annual meeting shall be 
given by the barley commission at least ten days prior to the meeting, 
through the regular news media. 

(d) The commission shall establish by resolution, the time, place and 
manner of calling special meetings with reasonable notice to the mem- 
bers: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the notice of any special meet- 
ing may be waived by a waiver thereof signed by each member thereof. 

(e) Any action taken by the commission shall require the majority 
vote of the members present, provided a quorum is present. 

(f) A quorum of the commission shall consist of at least five 
members. 

(g) No members of the commission shall receive any salary or other 
compensation from the commission, except that each member shall re- 
ceive an amount not to exceed the amount specified in RCW 15.66.130 
as it exists now or as hereafter amended, for each day spent in actual 
attendance at or traveling to and from meetings of the commission or 
on special assignments for the commission, together with subsistence 
and travel expenses allowed by law to state employees.

(3) To provide for improving standards and grades of barley by de- 
fining, establishing and providing labeling requirements with respect to 
the same. 

(4) To investigate and take necessary action to prevent unfair trade 
practices.

WAC 16-530-040 ASSESSMENTS AND COLLECTION. (1) 
Assessments. The assessment on barley shall be one-half of one per- 
cent of the net receipts at the first point of sale. The assessment shall 
be levied and paid by the producer, or deducted, as provided in this 
section, whether the barley is sold in this or any other state. 

(2) Collection of assessments. The collection of the assessment made 
and levied by the barley commission, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act, shall be paid by the producer thereof upon all commercial quanti- 
ties of barley sold, under any or all of the methods of collection set 
forth in RCW 15.66.150, in accordance with rules and regulations to 
be promulgated by the barley commission: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
That no assessment shall be levied or collected on barley grown and 
used by the producer for feed, seed, or personal consumption. 

(3) Funds. All moneys collected by the barley commission shall be 
used only for the purposes of paying for the costs or expenses arising in 
connection with carrying out the purposes and provisions of the act and 
the barley marketing order. 

At the end of each fiscal year, the commission shall credit each pro- 
ducer with any amount paid by such producer in excess of the assess- 
ment rate. Refund may be made only upon satisfactory proof given by 
the producer in accordance with reasonable rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the director.

(4) A listing of accredited colleges and universities as recognized by 
the board is contained in "Accredited Institutions of Postsecondary 
Education" published by the U. S. Department of Education, National 
Center for Education Statistics. 

(5) If an institution was not accredited at the time an applicant's 
degree was received but is so accredited at the time his application is 
filed with the board, the institute will be deemed to be accredited for 
the purpose of subsection (4) of this section provided that it: 

(a) Certified that the applicant's total educational program would 
qualify him for graduation with a baccalaureate degree during the 
time the institution has been accredited; and 

(b) Furnishes the board satisfactory proof, including college cata- 
logue course numbers and descriptions, that the preaccredited courses 
used to qualify the applicant as an accounting major are substantially 
equivalent to postaccrediting courses. 

(6) If an applicant's degree was received at an accredited college or 
university as defined by subsection (3) or (5) of this section, but the 
educational program which was used to qualify him as an accounting 
major included courses taken at nonaccredited institutions, either be- 
fore or after graduation, such courses will be deemed to have been 
taken at the accredited institution from which applicant's degree was 
received, provided the accredited institution either:

(3) The recipient is required to pay all overpayments 
except where recovery is determined to be inequitable 
under WAC 388-44-127. A mandatory grant deduction 
will be used to liquidate the overpayment, except that 
unintentional overpayments prior to January 1, 1982 are 


not subject to mandatory collection from a grant. 
(4) An additional deduction from subsequent grants 


can be made if the recipient so requests in writing speci- 
fying the amount of the monthly deduction. Voluntary 
grant deductions may be discontinued or modified at any 
time upon written request from the recipient. 

(5) Overpayments, defined in WAC 388-44-145 
(3)(a), being recovered by monthly deduction not to ex- 
ceed five percent of the recipient's total monthly grant 
payment standard shall be recovered promptly. The de- 
partment will, by the end of the quarter following the 
quarter in which the overpayment is first identified:

(a) The department admitted or stated to the recipient 
or to the recipient's authorized representative that the 
recipient was entitled in whole or in part to the moneys 
or services overpaid, or acted in a manner which would 
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reasonably lead that recipient to believe that he or she 
was eligible to receive in whole or in part the moneys or 
services overpaid; and 

(b) The recipient retained or accepted the moneys or 
services overpaid on the faith of such an admission, 
statement, act or omission; upon which he or she had a 
right to rely; and 

(c) The recipient would suffer an injury if the depart- 
ment were allowed to repudiate the department's admis- 
sion, statement, act or omission. 

"Injury," as used in this section includes the imposi- 
tion of liability for repayment of a debt due the state. 

(3) If recovery would be inequitable, the recipient 
shall not be liable for repayment; the overpayment shall 
not be a debt due the state, and the recipient shall be so 
informed. 

(4) If recovery would not be inequitable, the recipient 
shall be notified that he or she is liable for repayment of 
the debt and the overpayment is subject to a mandatory 
deduction from the current grant. The recipient shall 
also be informed as to the specific reasons why recovery 
would not be inequitable, including a copy of this rule, 
and as to his or her right to contest such decision. 

(5) Department decisions made pursuant to this sec- 
tion shall be subject to fair hearing review in accordance 
with the procedures set forth in chapter 388-08 WAC 
and appropriate findings and conclusions shall be made 
on all of the factors made pertinent in this section.

(3) After intentional overpayments are satisfied pur- 
suant to subsection (2) of this section and the recipient 
still owes a debt, or when subsection (2) of this section 
does not apply, 

(a) The department shall, on a case-by-case basis, 
limit the amount of the monthly deduction so the de- 
duction shall not exceed five percent of the recipient's 
total monthly grant payment standard if the require- 
ments of WAC 388—44—125(5) are satisfied or unless the 
recipient voluntarily requests a larger deduction in 
writing. 
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(b) When a recipient is in a nursing home, intermedi- 
ate care facility, or hospital, a monthly deduction may 
be made against the clothing and incidental grant to the 
recipient. A monthly deduction shall not be made 
against the vendor payment to the nursing home or in- 
termediate care facility. 

(c) The grant shall be suspended when the monthly 
deduction is equal to or more than the grant which 
would have been paid had no overpayment occurred. 

(4) Prior to the initial grant deduction, the client shall 
be informed in writing of the amount of the monthly 
deduction. The notification shall state the amount of the 
current grant before and after the deduction is made, the 
date the deduction begins, the total amount of overpay- 
ment to be recouped by grant deduction, and the ap- 
proximate number of months the deduction will be 
made. 

(5) Mandatory deductions from public assistance 
grants shall recoup no more than one hundred percent of 
the amount of assistance that the individual was ineligi- 
ble to receive.

Restrictions in Area 10C and the Cedar River provide 
protection for Lake Washington sockeye. Restrictions in 
Area 10D provide protection for sockeye while allowing 
harvest of surplus chinook and coho. Restrictions in 
Area 7C and the Samish River protect natural Samish 
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origin coho after the high harvest rate on Nooksack Ri- 
ver hatchery origin coho in Area 7B. Restrictions in the 
Dungeness, Sekiu, Hoko, Clallam, Pysht, and Lyre 
rivers, Deep and Salt creeks and Area 6D provide pro- 
tection for local summer-fall chinook and coho stocks. 
Restrictions in Area 8 and the Skagit River provide pro- 
tection for Skagit River origin chinook, chum and coho. 

These rules are therefore adopted as emergency rules 
to take effect upon filing with the code reviser.

WAC 220-28-427 PUGET SOUND COMMER- 
CIAL FISHERY RESTRICTIONS. Effective immedi- 
ately, it is unlawful for treaty Indian fishermen to take, 
fish for, or possess salmon for commercial purposes 
taken from the following Puget Sound Salmon Manage- 
ment and Catch Reporting Areas except in accordance 
with the following restrictions: 

Area 6 — Closed to all commercial net gear. 
Areas 6A, 7 and 7A — Closed to all com- 
mercial fishing.

(4) "Energy conservation service" means a service which provides 
established levels of heating, cooling, and lighting at reduced energy 
consumption levels. 

(5) "Energy cost savings" means energy savings converted into dol- 
lar savings. 

(6) "Energy savings" means the amount of energy expressed in 
standard units (e.g., therms, gallons, kilowatt hours) of energy saved 
by an energy conservation measure or service. 

(7) "Facility" means a building, a group of buildings served by a 
central energy distribution system, components of a central energy dis- 
tribution system, related structures and/or energy consuming 
appurtenances. 

(8) "Private investment or private financing" of energy projects 
means obtaining project funds by other than capital appropriation, and 
includes, but is not limited to, the following: 

(a) "Energy service company (ESCo) installation financing" means 
long-term contracts providing design, repair, maintenance, manage- 
ment, technical advice, and training. In addition, ESCo's provide es- 
tablished levels of heating, cooling, lighting, and equipment use. The 
ESCo assumes responsibility for utility bill payments and will make 
capital improvements as necessary to provide for efficient energy ser- 
vices. In addition to any tax benefits which accrue to the owner of the 
equipment, the company receives a share of the value of energy saved 
by the system installed. 

(b) "Guaranteed savings" means a program in which a company 
guarantees a user a predetermined reduction in energy costs. The 
company guarantees that energy costs plus all costs of the energy con- 
servation measures or services provided will be less than the user's 
normal energy costs minus cost reductions provided for in the program. 

(c) "Leasing" means using a piece of property without transferring 
ownership. Leasing is an alternative to direct ownership of energy sav- 
ing equipment. Also known as an operating lease. 
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(d) "Municipal or capitał leasing" means a straight financing lease 
where the cost of equipment is amortized over the lease term. At the 
end of the lease period ownership passes to the lessee. Also known as a 
lease purchase. 

(e) "Shared savings" means a program in which the sole source of 
payment for energy conservation measures or services provided by a 
company is a predetermined percentage of the energy cost savings of 
the user resulting from the energy conservation measure or service. 

(f) "Utility financing" means grants provided by utilities for energy 
conservation. 

(g) "Vendor financing" means financing provided by an equipment 
supplier, equipment manufacturer, company or contractor. 

(9) "Request for proposal" means the document which communi- 
cates information to prospective contractors and should include, but 
not be limited to: 

(a) A description of the problem; 

(b) Expected results from the project; 

(c) Extent and nature of anticipated contract services; and 

(d) Criteria for evaluating proposals. 

(10) "State agency" means all departments, boards, commissions, 
colleges, community colleges, and universities who own and operate 
state facilities, related structures, and/or appurtenances.

WAC 236-70-050 DEPARTMENT OF GENERAL ADMINIS-

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Title: WAC 314-52-114 Advertising by retail licen- 
sees, offering for sale, or selling beer, wine or spirituous 
liquor at less than cost—Prohibited—Exceptions. 

Description of Purpose: The purpose of this amend- 
ment is to delete from the rule the requirement that 
"cost of doing business" be included within the definition 
of "cost" for purposes of determining whether a sale at 
less than cost has occurred. 

Statutory Rule-Making Authority: RCW 66.08.030, 
66.98.070 and 66.08.060. 

Statutes Implemented by the Rule: RCW 66.08.010, 
66.08.030 (2)(1) and (r) and 66.08.060. 

Summary of Rule: The amendment to WAC 314-52- 
114 deletes the requirement that "cost of doing busi- 
ness" be included in the cost of an item for purposes of 
determining whether it is being sold below cost. 

Reasons Supporting Proposed Action: The rule in its 
present form is administratively unworkable in that a 
determination of "cost of doing business" requires the 
use of debatable accounting concepts and creates nu- 
merous problems in determining applicable time frames, 
application to multi-outlet and/or multidivision opera- 
tions, etc. Removing the "cost of doing business" con- 
cept from the definition of "cost" would make 
administration and enforcement of this rule simple and 
efficient in that the cost of the goods involved could eas- 
ily be determined and compared to the price at which 
they were sold to the consumer. Prohibiting sales below 
invoice cost would prevent the vast majority of disruptive 
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and predatory practices which WAC 314-52-114 was 
designed to prevent and it would allow for a more effi- 
cient and widespread distribution of the board's enforce- 
ment resources so that better overall control would be 
achieved.

CHAPTER 365-100 WAC 
WINTER UTILITY MORATORIUM PROGRAM 


WAC 365-100-010 GENERAL PURPOSE. The 
following regulations are adopted pursuant to chapter 
251, Laws of 1984 for the purpose of implementing a 
moratorium on utility shut-off's during the winter. The 
legislature has determined and declared that utilities 
that supply electrical or natural gas for home heating 
cannot discontinue service for low-income households 
between November 15 and March 15 for reasons of 
nonpayment; provided the customer complies with the 
provisions of the act. 

The purpose of this chapter is to outline the conditions 
and procedures under which the Department of Com- 
munity Development (DCD) and local Agencies will im- 
plement this program pursuant to chapter 251, L84 and 
its grantees. 


WAC 365-100-020 DEFINITIONS. The following 
definitions shall apply to terms in chapter 251 Laws of 
1984, and/or this chapter: 

"Agency" means community action agency or other 
energy assistance or weatherization grantee of the De- 
partment of Community Development. 
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"Business Days" means all days except Saturday, 
Sunday and legal holidays. 

"DSHS" means the Department of Social and Health 
Services. 

"Extenuating Circumstances" means anything beyond 
the reasonable control of the customer. 

"Household Income" means the total income of all 
household members considered for LIHEAP eligibility 
determination. 

"LIHEAP" means Low-Income Home Energy As- 
sistance Program. 

"Low-Income Households" means households whose 
total income is no more than 125 percent of the Federal 
poverty level. 

"Notification Statement" means a statement that ver- 
ifies income eligibility, specifies the seven percent pay- 
ment amount, and acknowledges that the Applicant/ 
Customer is income qualified for LIHEAP Assistance. 

"Overdue Notice" means a written notice to discon- 
nect service on a given date, unless payment is made. 

"Self-Declaration of Income Statement" means a 
statement the Applicant/Customer signs acknowledging 
their unverified household gross income. 

"Seven (7%) Percent Payment" means a payment of 7 
percent of regarded monthly income (as defined in the 
LIHEAP procedures) of the household from November 
15 through March 15. 


WAC 365-100-030 APPLICANT RESPONSI- 
BILITIES. Upon notification in person, in writing or by 
telephone to the utility company of the inability to pay 
the bill; the Applicant/Customer shall, within five (5) 
business days make application for the moratorium pro- 
gram to DSHS or the appropriate local Agency. 

The Applicant/Customer must submit a Self-Decla- 
ration of Income Statement to the utility upon receiving 
an overdue notice. At the time the Self-Declaration of 
Income Statement is completed and submitted to the 
utility, the Applicant/Customer shall enter an agree- 
ment to pay no less than 7 percent of their household 
income during the period from November 15 to March 
15. 

The Applicant/Customer may voluntarily enter a 
payment plan that is acceptable to the utility company 
prior to the return of the Self-Declaration of Income 
Statement. 

Prior to March, the Applicant/Customer shall enter 
into an agreement with the utility company for the re- 
payment of any account balance. Such repayment 
agreement shall require full payment of the balance no 
later than October 15, unless other arrangements are 
provided by the utility company. The Applicant/Cus- 
tomer shall be provided a choice between either a budget 
billing plan or equal payment plan. 

The Applicant/Customer must sign an authorization 
form allowing the utility company to verify receipt of 
any Energy Assistance payments or other energy pay- 
ments from government and/or private sector organiza- 
tions. Payments received shall not be considered as 
household income nor shall it be counted as part of the 
households seven percent of income payment 
requirement. 
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WAC 365-100-040 AGENCY RESPONSIBILI- 
TIES. The Agency shall provide and assist the Appli- 
cant/Customer in completing a Self-Declaration of 
Income Statement. 

The Agency shall interview the Applicant/Customer 
to determine income eligibility for the moratorium pro- 
gram and energy and weatherization assistance pro- 
grams.

If by the end of 
the thirty day period the notification statement is not re- 
turned and no interim payment agreement has been 
made, or the Applicant/Customer's household is not in- 
come eligible for energy assistance, the utility company 
may proceed with disconnection.

(1) The amount of the bond shall be twelve thousand 
dollars for all schools enrolling or intending to enroll 
twenty or more students for the protection of the 
students. 

Schools enrolling or intending to enroll less than 
twenty students shall obtain a surety bond in the amount 
of six thousand dollars for the protection of the students. 

(2) In lieu of the surety bond provided for herein, the 
school may furnish, file and deposit with the department, 
cash or other negotiable security. Such deposits in lieu of 
a bond shall be in the amount of such proportions as re- 
quired in subsection (1) of this section. The following 
types of deposits are acceptable: 

(a) Escrow account which provides the state of 
Washington with a recourse against the assets in the ac- 
count as it would have against an insurance company on 
a bond. ; 
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(b) Certificate of deposit or government securities 
with a power of attorney which authorizes the state of 
Washington to have full recourse to the assets of the in- 
strument as it would to an insurance company on a 
bond. The bank will assume the responsibility of keeping 
the instrument safe and shall not release the same to the 
owner of the school unless the department authorizes a 
release in writing. 

(c) Irrevocable letter of credit from a bank, made 
payable to the state of Washington and deposited with 
the agency as would a bond. 

(3) At the time of licensing each school shall file a 
surety bond with the director of licensing, hereinafter 
referred to as the director, in a form acceptable to the 
department. The bond may be continuous or renewable 
at the time of renewal of license: PROVIDED, That the 
bond shall cover the full period during which a school is 
licensed unless: the surety has been released as provided 
in subsection (5) of this section. 

(4) The bond shall be executed by the licensed school 
as principal and by a surety company authorized to do 
business in this state as surety. The bond shall run to the 
state of Washington, for the benefit and protection of 
any student or enrollee, or, in the case of a minor, his or 
her parents or guardian, determined to have suffered loss 
or damage as a result of an act or practice by such 
school which is a violation of this chapter alleged to have 
occurred while the bond was in effect or as a result of 
the school's failure to meet its obligations to a student or 
enrollee during the term for which tuition has been paid. 

(5) A surety on a bond may be released by serving 
written notice thereof to the director at least thirty-five 
days prior to the release, but the release shall not dis- 
charge or otherwise affect any claim theretofore or 
thereafter filed by a student or enrollee, or, in the case of 
a minor, his or her parents or guardian, for loss or dam- 
age resulting from any act or practice which is a viola- 
tion of this chapter or rules adopted under this chapter 
alleged to have occurred while the bond was in effect, or 
resulting from the school's failure to meet its obligations 
to a student or enrollee during the term for which tuition 
has been paid. 

The director shall give the school at least thirty days' 
written notice prior to the release of the surety to the 
effect that its license will be suspended by operation of 
law until a sufficient surety bond is filed in the same 
manner and amount as the bond being terminated.

EMERGENCY RULES 
OIL AND GAS 
CONSERVATION COMMITTEE

Be it resolved by the Oil and Gas Conservation Com- 
mittee, acting at Olympia, Washington, that it does 
adopt the annexed rules relating to State Environmental 
Policy Act procedures and policies for the Oil and Gas 
Conservation Committee.

WAC 344-18-010 AUTHORITY. These rules are 
promulgated under RCW 43.21C.120 (the State Envi- 
ronmental Policy Act) and chapter 197-11 WAC 
(SEPA rules). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-020 ADOPTION BY REFER- 
ENCE. Except as modified by this chapter, the commit- 
tee adopts the SEPA rules, chapter 197-11 WAC, 
adopted by the Washington department of ecology as 
modified or amended from time to time. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-030 PURPOSE. This chapter imple- 
ments the state-wide rules in chapter 197-11 WAC as 
they apply to the committee. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-040 ADDITIONAL DEFINI- 
TIONS. In addition to the definitions contained in WAC 
197-11-700 through 197-11-799, the following terms 
shall have the listed meanings: 

(1) Commissioner means the commissioner of public 
lands who is the administrator of the department of nat- 
ural resources as established by chapter 43.30 RCW. 

(2) Committee means the oil and gas conservation 
committee. 
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(3) Department means the Washington state depart- 
ment of natural resources, acting solely as the designated 
agent of the committee, subject to the direction and 
control of the committee. All functions carried out under 
these rules by the department shall be considered those 
of the committee. Such functions may be directly per- 
formed by the committee. 

(4) Environmental coordinator means the person who 
coordinates SEPA compliance procedures for the de- 
partment and the committee. 

(5) Supervisor means the state oil and gas supervisor 
who is designated by the department and is charged with 
duties as may be delegated by the department.

WAC 344-186-055 TIMING OF THE SEPA 
PROCESS. (1) Distribution to planning commissions 
and advisory bodies. Environmental documents required 
to be submitted to the department of ecology under pro- 
visions of WAC 197-11-508 will also be submitted to 
affected planning commissions and similar advisory bod- 
ies within the respective time frames as established by 
these rules and chapter 197-11 WAC. 

(2) Timing of review of proposals. Environmental re- 
view will be made upon receipt of a completed license 
application and environmental checklist. 

(3) Additional timing considerations. 

(a) Department staff receiving a license application 
will determine whether the proposal is an "action" and if 
so, whether it is "categorically exempt" from SEPA. If 
the proposal is an action and is not exempt, the staff 
person will ask the applicant to complete an environ- 
mental checklist. A checklist is not needed if the depart- 
ment and applicant agree an EIS is required, SEPA 
compliance has been completed, SEPA compliance has 
been initiated by another agency, or a checklist is in- 
cluded with the application. 

(b) If an action is a decision on a license which re- 
quires detailed project plans and specifications, the de- 
partment shall provide, upon request by the applicant, 
preliminary environmental review prior to submittal of 
detailed plans and specifications. This preliminary review 
will be advisory only and not binding on the department. 
Final review and determination will be made only upon 
receipt of detailed project plans and specifications if 
these are essential to a meaningful environmental 
analysis. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-350 MITIGATED DNS. (1) An ap- 
plicant may ask the department whether issuance of a 
DS is likely for a proposal. This request for early notice 
must: 

(a) Be written; 

(b) Follow submission of a license application and en- 
vironmental checklist for a nonexempt proposal for 
which the department is lead agency, and 

(c) Precede the department's actual threshold deter- 
mination for the proposal. 

(2) The responsible official or designee shall respond 
to the request; the response shall: 
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(a) Be written; 

(b) State whether the department is considering issu- 
ance ofa DS; ` 

(c) Indicate the general or specific area(s) of concern 
that led the department to consider a DS; and 

(d) State that the applicant may change or clarify the 
proposal to mitigate the impacts indicated in the letter, 
revising the environmental checklist as necessary to re- 
flect the changes or clarifications. 

(3) The department shall not continue with the 
threshold determination until receiving a written re- 
sponse from the applicant changing or clarifying the 
proposal or asking that the threshold determination be 
based on the original proposal. 

(4) If the applicant submits a changed or clarified 
proposal, along with a revised environmental checklist, 
the department will make its threshold determination 
based on the changed or clarified proposal. 

(a) If the department's response to the request for 
early notice indicated specific mitigation measures that 
would remove all probable significant adverse environ- 
mental impacts, and the applicant changes or clarifies 
the proposal to include all of those specific mitigation 
measures, the department shall issue a determination of 
nonsignificance and circulate the DNS for comments as 
in WAC 197-11-340(2). 

(b) If the department indicated general or specific ar- 
eas of concern, but did not indicate specific mitigation 
measures that would allow it to issue a DNS, the de- 
partment shall determine if the changed or clarified pro- 
posal may have a probable significant environmental 
impact, issuing a DNS or DS as appropriate. 

(5) The department or the committee may specify 
mitigation measures that would allow it to issue a DNS 
without a request for early notice from an applicant. If it 
does so, and the applicant changes or clarifies the pro- 
posal to include those measures, the department shall is- 
sue a DNS and circulate it for review under WAC 197- 
11-340(2). 

(6) When an applicant changes or clarifies the pro- 
posal, the clarifications or changes may be included in 
written attachments to the documents already submitted. 
If the environmental checklist and supporting documents 
would be difficult to read and/or understand because of 
the need to read them in conjunction with the 
attachment(s), the department may require the applicant 
to submit a new checklist. 

(7) The department may change or clarify features of 
its own proposals before making the threshold 
determination. 

(8) The department's written response under subsec- 
tion (2) of this section shall not be construed as a deter- 
mination of significance. In addition, preliminary 
discussion of clarifications or changes to a proposal, as 
opposed to a written request for early notice, shall not 
bind the department to consider the clarification or 
changes in its threshold determination. 

(9) When an applicant submits a changed or clarified 
proposal pursuant to this section, it shall be considered 
part of the applicant's application for a license for all 
purposes, including enforcement of the license. Unless 
the department's decision expressly states otherwise, 
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when a mitigated DNS is issued for a proposal, any de- 
cision approving the proposal shall be based on the pro- 
posal as changed or clarified pursuant to this section. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-420 EIS PREPARATION. For 
draft and final EISs and SEISs: 

(1) Normally, the department will prepare EISs for 
its own proposals. 

(2) For applicant proposals, the department normally 
will require the applicant to prepare or help prepare the 
EIS at the applicant's expense, under provisions of these 
rules and chapter 197-11 WAC. 

(3) The department may require an applicant to pro- 
vide information that the department does not possess, 
including specific investigations. The applicant is not re- 
quired to supply information that is not required under 
these rules.

WAC 173-403-050 NEW SOURCE REVIEW 
(NSR). (1) Applicability. 

(a) A notice of construction must be filed with the 
department or cognizant local authority prior to the 
construction, installation, or establishment of a new 
source, if the source is in a category that is required to 
submit to new source review per applicable regulation of 
the said authority. 

(b) The department or cognizant local authority may 
require a notice of construction prior to the construction, 
installation, or establishment of any new source, other 
than a single family or duplex dwelling. 

(c) The notice of construction and new source review 
shall apply only to the emission unit(s) affected and the 
contaminants involved. 

(2) Additional information. Within thirty days of re- 
ceipt of a notice of construction, the department or cog- 
nizant local authority may require the submission of 
additional plans, specifications, and such other informa- 
tion as deemed necessary for the review of the proposed 
new or modified source. 

(3) Requirements for nonattainment areas. If the pro- 
posed new source is located in an area that is not in at- 
tainment for any air contaminant that would be emitted 
by the source, or if the source is located in an area that 
is not in attainment for ozone and the source would emit 
volatile organic compounds, the department or cognizant 
local authority shall review notice(s) of construction, 
plans, specifications, and other information associated 
therewith to determine that: 

(a) The new source will be in accord with applicable 
federal and state rules and regulations, including new 
source performance standards (NSPS) and national 
emissions standards for hazardous air pollutants 
(NESHAPS). 

(b) The new source will use best available control 
technology (BACT) for emissions control. 

(c) If the new source is a major source or the pro- 
posed change is a major modification, it will comply with 
lowest achievable emission rate (LAER) for emissions of 
the contaminants for which nonattainment has been 
designated. 

(d) If the source is a major source and is located in an 
area that is not in attainment for carbon monoxide or 
ozone and the source will emit carbon monoxide or vola- 
tile organic compounds, it is required that there be an 
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analysis of alternative sites, sizes, and production pro- 
cesses and environmental control techniques for the pro- 
posed new source which demonstrates that benefits of 
the proposed new source significantly outweigh the envi- 
ronmental and social costs imposed as a result of its lo- 
cation, construction, and modification. This analysis is 
the responsibility of the applicant, who may use an envi- 
ronmental impact statement prepared under the State 
Environmental Policy Act or the National Environmen- 
tal Policy Act as a source of information for this 
analysis. 

(e) The proposed new source will not violate the re- 
quirements for reasonable further progress established 
by the state implementation plan. If the source is a ma- 
jor source or the project is a major modification, the to- 
tal new actual emissions from all sources existing at the 
time of application for notice of construction plus pro- 
posed allowable emissions for the new source, of the 
contaminants for which nonattainment has been desig- 
nated, shall be no greater than the total actual emissions 
from existing sources, except that (i) the department or 
cognizant local authority may require that new total ac- 
tual emissions be reduced to less than existing total ac- 
tual emissions, as necessary to achieve air quality 
attainment goals stated in an approved plan of attain- 
ment, and except that (ii) the emissions from the pro- 
posed new source may be approved without an offsetting 
reduction from existing sources if an adequate emissions 
growth allowance is included in an approved plan of at- 
tainment. The above requirements must be met by re- 
ducing actual emissions from existing source(s). 
Arrangements for such offsetting reduction(s) of actual 
emissions must be made by the owner or operator of the 
proposed new source. The proposed new source may be 
constructed only after the issuance of a regulatory 
order(s) to the proposed new source and to all the 
source(s) that provided the offset. The said orders shall 
include new allowable emissions limits for all the affect-

(f) If the source is a major source or the project is a 
major modification, the owner or operator shall demon- 
strate that all major sources owned or operated by such 
person (or persons under common control with such per- 
son) in the state which are subject to emission limita- 
tions are in compliance or on a schedule for compliance 
with applicable emission limitations and standards under 
the Federal Clean Air Act. 

(4) Requirements for attainment areas. If the pro- 
posed new source is located in an area that is in attain- 
ment for all contaminants that would be emitted by the 
source and the source is located in an ozone attainment 
area if the source would emit volatile organic com- 
pounds, the department or cognizant local authority 
shall review notice(s) of construction, plans, specifica- 
tions, and other information associated therewith to de- 
termine that: 
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(a) The new source will be in accord with applicable 
federal and state regulations, including new source per- 
formance standards (NSPS) and national emissions 
standards for hazardous air pollutants (NESHAPS). 

(b) The project will use best available control tech- 
nology (BACT) for emissions control. 

(c) If the new source is a major source the source 
shall meet all the requirements of prevention of signifi- 
cant deterioration regulations under WAC 173-403- 
080, in Washington and any adjacent state. 

(d) The allowable emissions from the proposed new 
facility will not delay the attainment date for an area 
not in attainment. This requirement will be considered to 
be met if the impact at any location within a nonattain- 
ment area does not exceed the following levels:

(e) If the new source is a major source, the source 
shall undergo an impact analysis for visibility impair- 
ment with respect to all areas in Washington and any 
adjacent state that are mandatory Class I areas per 40 
CFR 52.21 (e). The impact analysis shall consist of the 
following procedures: 

(i) If the land manager has officially designated visi- 
bility as an important attribute of any mandatory Class 
I area, the owner or operator of the proposed new source 
shall demonstrate that the potential to emit any pollu- 
tant at a significant emission rate, in conjunction with 
the emissions from any other new source permitted since 
January 1982, shall not cause or contribute to significant 
visibility impairment of the Class I area. 

(ii) Upon application for a notice of construction, the 
department shall notify the land manager of any poten- 
tially affected mandatory Class I area. Such notification 
must be made in writing and include a copy of all infor- 
mation relevant to the application, including the infor- 
mation developed for (e) of this subsection. This 
information shall be transmitted to the land manager 
within thirty days of receipt of the application and at 
least sixty days prior to public hearing on the application 
for permit to construct. 

(iii) All estimates of visibility impacts required under 
this section shall be based on the models on file with the 
department. Equivalent models may be substituted if 
approved by the department or EPA. 

(iv) The results of the analysis must be sent to the af- 
fected land manager(s). The land manager(s) in the af- 
fected mandatory Class I area(s) will review the results. 
Frequency and time of impact, duration, geographic ex- 
tent, and intensity of the predicted impairment would 
also be considered in this step. The land manager(s) may 
demonstrate within thirty days following their receipt of 
the source's visibility impact analysis that adverse im- 
pact on visibility in the Class I area would result. 

If the department concurs with the demonstration, the 
notice of construction for the proposed source will not be 
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approved unless or until mitigating measures are devel- 
oped. If the department feels a land manager's demon- 
stration is not adequate, the department will determine 
whether significant impairment of a mandatory Class I 
area would result. If the department determines it 
would, approval for the proposed source will not be is- 
sued unless or until mitigating measures are developed. 

The land manager(s) or department may also demon- 
strate that the proposed source would cause impairment 
of any integral vista officially designated at least six 
months prior to the proposed source's submission of a 
complete application. In determining whether a source 
should be controlled to protect an integral vista, the de- 
partment may take into account the time necessary for 
compliance, the energy and nonair quality environmental 
impacts of compliance, and the useful life of the source. 

(v) The department may require preconstruction 
and/or post-construction visibility monitoring at the 
proposed site or potentially affected area as part of the 
applicable regulatory order. 

(f) The proposed new source will not cause a violation 
of any ambient air quality standard. 

(g) An offsetting emissions reduction, issued per 
WAC 173-403-050 (3)(e), may be used to satisfy the 
requirements of (c), (d), (e), or (f) of this subsection, if 
required. 

(5) Preliminary determination. Within thirty days af- 
ter receipt of all information required, the department or 
cognizant local authority shall: 

(a) Make preliminary determinations on the matters 
set forth in WAC 173-403-050 (3) or (4), whichever is 
applicable; and 

(b) Initiate compliance with the provisions of WAC 
173-403-110 relating to public notice and public com- 
ment, as applicable. 

(6) Final determination. If, after review of all infor- 
mation received including public comment, the depart- 
ment or cognizant local authority finds that all the 
conditions іп WAC 173-403-050 (3) or (4) are satisfied, 
whichever is applicable, the authority will issue a regu- 
latory order to approve the notice of construction for the 
proposed new source or modification. 

(7) Portable sources. For portable sources which lo- 
cate temporarily at particular sites, the owner or opera- 
tor shall be allowed to operate at the temporary location 
without filing a notice of construction, providing that the 
owner or operator notifies the department or cognizant 
local authority of intent to operate at the new location at 
least thirty days prior to starting the operation, and sup- 
plies sufficient information to enable the department or 
cognizant local authority to determine that the operation 
will comply with the emission standards for a new 
source, will not cause a violation of applicable ambient 
air quality standards and, if in a nonattainment area, 
will not interfere with scheduled attainment of ambient 
standards. The permission to operate shall be for a lim- 
ited period of time, but in no case longer than one year, 
and the department or cognizant local authority may set 
specific conditions for operation during said period.

WAC 173-403-070 ISSUANCE OF EMISSION 
REDUCTION CREDITS. (1) Applicability. The owner 
or operator of any source may apply to the department 
or cognizant local authority for an emission reduction 
credit (ERC) if the source proposes to reduce its actual 
emissions rate for any contaminant regulated by state or 
federal law for which the emission requirement may be 
stated as an allowable limit in weight of contaminant per 
unit time for the emissions unit(s) involved. 

(2) Time of application. The application for an ERC 
must be made prior to or within one hundred eighty days 
after the emission reduction has been accomplished, ex- 
cept that within one hundred eighty days after the 
adoption of this regulation, an ERC application may be 
made for an emission reduction which took place be- 
tween April I, 1980, and the date of adoption of this 
regulation. 

(3) Conditions. An ERC may be authorized provided 
the following conditions have been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the department or cognizant local 
authority. 

(a) The quantity of emissions in the ERC shall be 
((mo7greater)) less than the old allowable emissions rate 
or the old actual emissions rate, whichever is the lesser, 
minus the new allowable emissions rate. 

(b) The ERC application must include a description 
of all the changes that are required to accomplish the 
claimed emissions reduction, such as, new control equip- 
ment, process modifications, limitation of hours of oper- 
ation, permanent shutdown or equipment, specified 
control practices, etc. 

(c) The ERC must be large enough so as to be readily 
quantifiable in relation to the source strength of the 
emissions unit(s) involved, but in no case shall the ERC 
be for less than one ton per year. 

(d) No part of the emission reductions claimed for 
credit shall have been used as part of a determination of 
net emission increase, nor as part of an offsetting trans- 
action under WAC 173-403-050 (3)(e), nor as part of a 
bubble transaction under WAC 173-403-060, nor to 
satisfy NSPS, BACT, or LAER. 

(e) Concurrently with or prior to the authorization of 
an ERC, the applicant shall receive (have received) a 
regulatory order that establishes total allowable emis- 
sions from the source of the contaminant for which the 
ERC is requested, expressed as weight of contaminant 
per unit time. The new allowable emissions shall be con- 
sidered RACT. 

(4) Additional information. Within thirty days after 
the receipt of an ERC application and all supporting 
data and documentation, the department or cognizant 
local authority may require the submission of additional 
information needed to review the application. 
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(5) Approval. Within thirty days after all the required 
information has been received, the department or cogni- 
zant local authority shall approve or deny the applica- 
tion, based on a finding that conditions in subsection (3) 
(a) through (e) of this section have been satisfied or not. 
If the application is approved, the department or cogni- 
zant local authority shall: 

(a) Issue a regulatory order or equivalent document to 
assure that the emissions from the source will not exceed 
the proposed new allowable emission rate(s) claimed in 
the ERC application, expressed as weight of pollutant 
per unit time. The regulatory order or equivalent docu- 
ment must include all requirements that are necessary to 
provide such assurance. If the ERC depends in whole or 
in part upon the shutdown or equipment, the regulatory 
order or equivalent document must prohibit the startup 
of the affected equipment; and, 

(b) Issue a certificate of emission reduction credit. 
The certificate shall specify the issue date, the 
contaminant(s) involved, the nonattainment area involv- 
ed, if applicable, (( 

i it;)) and 
the person to whom the certificate is issued. i

WAC 173-403-170 REGULATORY ACTIONS. 
The department may take any of the following regulato- 
ry actions to enforce this chapter. 

(1) Notice of violation. Whenever the department has 
reason to believe that any provision of this chapter has 
been violated, it may cause written notice to be served 
on the alleged violator or violators. The notice shall 
specify the provision of this chapter alleged to be violat- 
ed and the facts alleged to constitute a violation thereof, 
and may include an order that necessary corrective ac- 
tion be taken within a reasonable time. 

(2) Civil penalty. Whenever any person violates any of 
the provisions of this chapter, he shall be subject to a 
penalty in the form of a fine in an amount not to exceed 
((two-hundred-fifty)) one thousand dollars per day for 
each violation. Each such violation shall be separate and 
distinct and, in case of a continuing violation, each day's 
continuance shall be a separate and distinct violation. 
The penalty shall be imposed by a notice in writing from 
the director or designee of the director or authorized 
person in the cognizant local authority describing the vi- 
olation with reasonable particularity. Further, the person 


is subject to a fine of up to five thousand dollars to be 
levied by the director if requested by the board of a local 
authority or if the director determines that the penalty is 
needed for effective enforcement of this chapter. The 
maximum daily fine imposed for violation of standards 
by a specific emissions unit is five thousand dollars. 
Upon written application submitted to the department 
within fifteen days after notice has been received the di- 
rector may remit or mitigate the penalty upon such 
terms as the director deems proper and when deemed in 
the best interest to carry out the purpose of this chapter. 
The mitigation shall not affect or reduce the penalty im- 
posed by the local board. Notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this subsection, the maximum daily fine 
that may be imposed upon any emissions unit for viola- 


tion of any opacity standard is four hundred dollars. 
(3) Assurance of discontinuance. The director or 


authorized person in the cognizant local authority may 
accept an assurance of discontinuance of any act or 
practice deemed in violation of this chapter. Any such 
assurance shall specify a time limit during which dis- 
continuance is to be accomplished. Failure to perform 
the terms of any such assurance shall constitute prima 
facie proof of a violation of this chapter which make the 
alleged act or practice unlawful for the purpose of se- 
curing an injunction or other relief from the superior 
court. 

(4) Restraining orders, injunctions. Whenever any 
person has engaged in, or is about to engage in, any acts 
or practices which constitute or will constitute a viola- 
tion of any provision of this chapter, the director, after 
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notice to such person and an opportunity to comply, may 
petition the superior court of the county wherein the vi- 
olation is alleged to be occurring or to have occurred for 
a restraining order or a temporary or permanent injunc- 
tion or another appropriate order. 

(5) Emergency episodes. The department may issue 
such orders as authorized by chapter 194, Laws of 1971 
ex. sess., whenever an air pollution episode forecast is 
declared. 

(6) Compliance orders. The department may issue a 
compliance order in conjunction with a notice of viola- 
tion. The order shall require the recipient of the notice 
of violation either to take necessary corrective action or 


to submit a plan for corrective action and a date when 
such action will be initiated.

Chapter 173-144 WAC 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE FLOOD CONTROL 
ASSISTANCE ACCOUNT PROGRAM 

NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-010 AUTHORITY AND PUR- 
POSE. Chapter 212, Laws of 1984, Regular Session, 
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amended Chapter 86.26 RCW, State Participation in 
Flood Control Maintenance (the Act); RCW 86.26.010 
provides that the Department of Ecology (WDOE) shall 
administer and enforce the Flood Control Assistance 
Account program (FCAAP) established by the Act. This 
chapter describes the manner in which WDOE will im- 
plement the provisions of the Act. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-020 ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 
FOR FCAAP FUNDS. The following criteria will be 
used for approval by WDOE of a maintenance project 
application for flood control assistance funds. 

(1) Eligible Municipal Corporations. Municipal cor- 
porations which are eligible to receive FCAAP grant 
funds include but are not limited to counties, cities, 
towns, conservation districts, and special districts which 
have flood control responsibilities. 

(2) Public Benefit. It shall be clearly demonstrated 
that the projects shall display a general public and state 
interest as differentiated from a private interest and they 
shall bring about public benefits commensurate with the 
FCAAP funds provided. 

(3) Permit Requirements. Prior to construction, the 
project must meet all applicable local, state, and federal 
regulation and permit requirements. 

(4) Comprehensive Flood Control Management Plan. 
The county or municipal corporation in which the 
project is located must either have a comprehensive flood 
control management plan completed and adopted or in 
preparation by the appropriate local authority and to be 
completed and adopted within three years of the date of 
certification by the county engineer that a comprehen- 
sive flood control management plan is being prepared. 
The project shall be consistent with and conform to the 
comprehensive flood control management plan. 

(5) Project Cost. The project grant application shall 
include the estimated project cost. 

(6) Project Benefits. The project benefits shall be 
clearly identified and described. 

(7) National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) Re- 
quirements. The unincorporated county or incorporated 
city or town in which the project is located shall be par- 
ticipating in the NFIP and shall be meeting the NFIP 
regulation requirements. 

(8) Legislative Approval. Nonemergency projects 
shall not be funded from the FCAAP without approval 
by the Legislature. 

(9) Budget Report. Any municipal corporation seek- 
ing FCAAP funds shall submit its annual budget for 
flood control purposes to the county engineer within 30 
days after final adoption. The budget reports for munic- 
ipal corporations and for the county shall be submitted 
to WDOE by the county engineer not later than March 
1 of every year. 

(10) Eligible Project Costs. Only that work which is 
conducted during project construction shall be eligible 
from payment for FCAAP funds. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-030 DEFINITIONS. Following are 
the FCAAP definitions of words and phrases: 

(1) "Emergency Funds." That portion of the four 
million dollar biennial appropriation set aside to perform 
emergency work. 

(2) " Emergency Work." Work which must be done 
immediately to protect life and property when an immi- 
nent flood threat exists or immediately after a flooding 
situation to prevent further losses. 

(3) " Maintenance Work." The work necessary to keep 
in good condition, repair and preservation of the natural 
condition or man-made flood control facilities which are 
subject to damage or destruction from flooding by action 
of erosion, by stream flow, by sheet runoff, or other 
damage by the sea or other bodies of water. 

(4) "Restoring." The work necessary to bring an ex- 
isting condition or man-made facility or other works 
back to its former or natural condition by repairing, re- 
building, or altering. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-040 FCAAP PROJECT APPLI- 
CATION AND APPROVAL PROCESS. The project 
application and approval process for the municipal cor- 
poration application shall include the following in the 
general sequence given. 

(1) The applicant shall prepare the project application 
to comply with the provisions of Chapter 86.26 RCW 
and this chapter. The application shall be made on a 
form furnished by WDOE. In addition to the completed 
form, the application shall including the following: 

(a) A detailed written description of the project, 

(b) A vicinity map and sketch to identify water body 
name, stream river mile, section-township—range, etc.; 

(c) A general plan drawing of the project on an 8 
1/2" x 11" or 8 1/2" x 14" sheet; and 

(d) A description of the project benefits which de- 
scribe how the project will mitigate flood damage and 
describe development which exists on adjacent and near- 
by lands which are protected by the facility. 

(2) The applicant and county engineer shall review 
the preliminary project plans with the Washington de- 
partments of Fisheries and Game. 

(3) The applicant shall indicate the priority of the 
project applications if more than one is submitted. 

(4) The applicant shall submit a prioritized list of 
project applications to the county engineer. 

(5) The county engineer shall certify the status of the 
comprehensive flood control management plan and shall 
submit a prioritized list of all project applications within 
the county to WDOE. 

(6) WDOE will analyze all projects for compliance 
with the requirements pursuant to this chapter and 
Chapter 86.26 RCW and give priority to projects based 
on the criteria defined in WAC 173-144-050. 

(7) WDOE submits the list of projects to the Legisla- 
tive for approval. 

(8) The applicant and/or county shall acquire the 
necessary federal, state, and local permits along with 
any other permission required to complete the project. 
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(9) WDOE shall consult with the departments of 
Fisheries and Game regarding the list of projects. 

(10) WDOE shall prepare and finalize the cooperative 
agreements with the counties. 

(11) The construction plans and specifications shall be 
prepared by the applicant for approval by the county 
engineer prior to submission to WDOE for review of 
each project for compliance with all requirements. 

(12) The county engineer shall supervise and direct 
each project. 

(13) WDOE shall monitor each project for compli- 
ance with the provisions of the cooperative agreement. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-050 PRIORITY OF NONEMER- 
GENCY FCAAP PROJECTS. The priority given to 
nonemergency projects by WDOE, the counties, and 
other municipal corporations shall involve consideration 
to the following criteria: 

(1) The public benefits from the project shall be com- 
mensurate with the amount of FCAAP funds granted 
for the project. 

(2) An evaluation of the findings that the county, city, 
or town in which the project is located is engaging in 
appropriate floodplain management activities in the опе- 
hundred-year flood plan. 

(3) An evaluation of the status and adequacy of the 
comprehensive flood control management plan for the 
project basin, county or municipality. 

(4) The priority given to the projects by WDOE shall 
consider the priority which has already been established 
by each county. 

(5) An evaluation of the magnitude of potential public 
damage that might occur without the project. 

(6) An evaluation of the project urgency. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-060 FLOOD CONTROL ASSIST- 
ANT ACCOUNT CONTRIBUTION AND MATCH 
REQUIREMENTS FOR NONEMERGENCY PRO- 
JECTS. The following criteria shall be used regarding 
the FCAAP funding for all nonemergency projects: 

(1) The maximum contribution from the Flood Con- 
trol Assistance Account toward the cost of any project 
shall be $500,000 per project. 

(2) The amount of FCAAP contribution for any non- 
emergency project shall not exceed 50 percent of the to- 
tal project cost. 

(3) The total FCAAP contribution for all projects in 
any county shall not exceed $500,000 per biennium. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-070 EMERGENCY PROJECT 
FUND ADMINISTRATION. The following criteria 
shall be the basis of allocating the emergency fund 
monies: 

(1) Appropriation from the FCAAP fund for emer- 
gency projects will require the declaration of an emer- 
gency by the county commission or the county executive. 

(2) Application for emergency funds must be made on 
the same form used for nonemergency fund application.

(6) The maximum amount of money allocated to the 
emergency project fund shall be $500,000 per biennium 
and will be so identified with the list of projects submit- 
ted to the Legislature for appropriation. 

(7) The flood control assistance account contribution 
shall not exceed 80 percent of the eligible project cost.

WAC 173-144-080 MULTI-YEAR PROJECTS. 
Legislative approval will only be required once for a 
project which continues more than one year, but funding 
after the first year is subject to further FCAAP appro- 
priation by the Legislature. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-144-090 WORK STANDARDS FOR 
ALL FCAAP PROJECTS. All work which is funded 
from the flood control assistance account shall conform 
to the standards and specifications of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Soil Conservation Service or the county engineer.

A student is subject to a disciplinary warning, proba- 
tion, suspension, or expulsion for violating any of the 
above listed offenses.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


This statement is filed pursuant to RCW 34.04.045. 

Amending chapter 388-96 WAC. 

The Purposes of the Rule Changes and New Rules: 
WAC 388-96-010 (amended), to provide a definition of 
"a lease agreement"; 388—96—204 (amended), to provide 
authority for partial or complete audits of cost reports 
for any cost report year and to provide that an audit will 
be done if the last audit completed for a facility con- 
tained an adjustment to expenses of $10,000 or more; 
388-96-505 (amended), to provide for a reduction of 
allowable costs in property and administration and oper- 
ations by hold-bed revenue and to provide methods for 
computing reduction; 388—96—557 (amended), to provide 
that assets subject to depreciation remain subject to de- 
preciation if based by the contractor; 388-96-559 
(amended), to provide various methods and procedures 
for establishing the depreciation base of leased assets; 
388-96-561 (amended), to provide that the depreciation 
base of assets acquired by gift, devise or descent shall be 
the lesser of fair market value or historical cost of the 
owner last contracting with the department; 388—96—580 
(amended), to clarify items to be included in office 
equipment for purposes of reimbursing rental costs; 388— 
96—716 (amended), to reflect that return on investment 
will be a component of the Medicaid rate rather than 
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return on investment; 388-96-735 (amended), to estab- 
lish that rental costs of office equipment will be a reim- 
bursable expense in the administration and operations 
cost area; 388—96-745 (amended), to establish the 
method for determination of the property cost area re- 
imbursement rate; 388—96—752 (new), to require a con- 
tractor to provide documentation of a lessor's acquisition 
costs for leased assets; 388-96-754 (new), to establish 
the method for determining the return on investment 
rate; and 388-96-760 (amended), to require а contrac- 
tor to provide a statement and supporting computation 
of average charges for services and to provide advance 
notice to the department if there is an anticipated 
change in the average charge during the rate period. 

The Reason These Rule Changes and New Rules are 
Necessary: To implement changes to Medicaid cost re- 
imbursement effective January 1, 1985, as authorized 
and/or mandated by chapter 74.46 RC W. 

. Statutory Authority: RCW 74.09.120. 

Summaries of the Rule Changes and New Rules: 
WAC 388-96-010 provides that any change in the 
terms of or parties to a lease agreement or any renewal 
thereof shall constitute a new lease; 388-96-204 allows 
partial or complete audits of facility costs for any year 
and mandates an audit if an adjustment of at least 
$10,000 occurred in the last completed audit; 388—96— 
505 allows reduction of allowable costs in property and 
administration and operations by hold-bed revenue. 
Specifies the methods for computation of the reduction 
in each of these cost areas; 388-96-557 provides that 
assets normally subject to depreciation include those in 
which a contractor has a leasehold interest; 388-96-559 
contains detailed procedures for determining and ac- 
quiring information relating to the depreciation base of 
assets leased by a contractor; 388-96—561 specifies that 
the depreciation base of donated or inherited assets shall 
be the lesser of market value or historical cost of the 
most recent owner contracting with the department; 
388-96-580 specifies typical items to be included in 
office equipment for reimbursement of rental costs; 388— 
96—716 updates terminology of rate component from re- 
turn on equity to return on investment; 388-96-735 al- 
lows reimbursement of necessary and ordinary rental 
costs of office equipment in the administration and oper- 
ations cost area; 388-96—745 contains detailed method- 
ology for determination of property cost reimbursement 
rate; 388-96-752 requires a contractor to supply docu- 
mentation of lessor's acquisition costs of depreciable, 
leased assets; 388—96—754 contains detailed methodo- 
logies, steps and procedures for determination of a con- 
tractor's return on investment allowance rate; and 388— 
96-760 requires a contractor to provide a statement of 
average charges for services provided by the nursing fa- 
cility along with supporting documentation and compu- 
tation. Requires advance notice of anticipated changes in 
average charges.

AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 2105, filed 5/30/84) 


WAC 388-96-010 TERMS. Unless the context clearly requires 
otherwise, the following terms shall have the meaning set forth in this 
section when used in this chapter. 

(1) "Accounting" — Activities providing information, usually quanti- 
tative and often expressed in monetary units, for decision-making, 
planning, evaluating performance, controlling resources and operations, 
and external financial reporting to investors, creditors, regulatory au- 
thorities, and the public. 

(2) "Accrual method of accounting" - A method of accounting in 
which revenues are reported in the period when earned, regardless of 
when collcctcd, and expenses are reported in the period in which in- 
curred, regardless of when paid. 

(3) "Administration and management" — Activities employed to 
maintain, control, and evaluate the efforts and resources of an organi- 
zation for the accomplishment of the objectives and policies of that 
organization. 

(4) "Allowable costs" - See WAC 388-96-501. 

(5) "Ancillary care" — Services required by thc individual, compre- 
hensive plan of care provided by qualified therapists or by support per- 
sonnel under thcir supervision. 

(6) "Appraisal" — The process of cstablishing the fair market value 
or reconstructing the historical cost of an asset acquircd in a past peri- 
od as performed by an individual professionally designated either by 
the American institute of real estate appraisers as a member, appraisal 
institute (MAI), or by the society of real cstate appraisers as a senior 
real estate analyst (SREA) or a senior real property appraiser 
(SRPA). Appraisal includes a systematic, analytic determination, the 
recording and analyzing of property facts, rights, investments, and val- 
ucs based on a personal inspcction and inventory of the property. 

(7) "Arm's-length transaction" — A transaction resulting from 
good-faith bargaining between a buyer and seller who ((are-unrełated 
amd)) have adverse bargaining positions in the marketplace. Sales or 
exchanges of nursing home facilities among two or more parties in 
which all parties subsequently continue to own one or more of the fa- 
cilities involved in the transactions shall not be considered as arm's- 
length transactions for purposes of this chapter. Sale of a nursing home 
facility which is subsequently leased back to the seller within five years 
of the date of sale shall not be considered as an arm's-length transac- 
tion for purposes of this chapter. 

(8) "Assets" — Economic resources of the contractor, recognized and 
measured in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 
"Assets" also include certain deferred charges which are not resources 
but which are recognized and measured in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

(9) "Bad debts" — Amounts considered to be uncollectable from ac- 
counts and notes receivable. 

(10) "Beds" — Unless otherwise specified, the number of set-up beds 
in the nursing home, not to exceed the number of licensed beds. 

(11) "Beneficial owner" — Any person who: 

(a) Directly or indirectly, through any contract, arrangement, un- 
derstanding, relationship, or otherwise has or shares: 

(i) Voting power which includes the power to vote, or to direct the 
voting of such ownership interest; and/or 

(ii) Investment power which includes the power to dispose, or to di- 
rect the disposition of such ownership interest. 

(b) Directly or indirectly, creates or uses a trust, proxy, power of 
attorney, pooling arrangement, or any other contract, arrangement, or 
device with the purpose or effect of divesting himself or herself of ben- 
eficial ownership of an ownership interest, or preventing the vesting of 
such beneficial ownership as part of a plan or scheme to evade the re- 
porting requirements of this chapter. 

(c) Subject to subsection (4) of this section, has the right to acquire 
beneficial ownership of such ownership interest within sixty days, in- 
cluding but not limited to any right to acquire: 

(i) Through the exercise of any option, warrant, or right; 

(ii) Through the conversion of an ownership interest; 
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(iii) Pursuant to the power to revoke a trust, discretionary account, 
or similar arrangement; or 

(iv) Pursuant to the automatic termination of a trust, discretionary 
account, or simiłar arrangement; 

Except that, any person who acquires an ownership interest or power 
specified in subsection (11)(c)(i), (ii), or (iii) of this section with the 
purpose or effect of changing or influencing the control of the contrac- 
tor, or in connection with or as a participant in any transaction having 
such purpose or effect, immediately upon such acquisition shall be 
deemed to be the beneficial owner of the ownership interest which may 
be acquired through the exercise or conversion of such ownership in- 
terest or power. 

(d) Any person who in the ordinary course of business is a pledgee 
of ownership interest under a written pledge agreement shall not be 
deemed to be the beneficial owner of such pledged ownership interest 
unti! the pledgee has taken all formal steps necessary which are re- 
quired to declare a default and determines that the power to vote or to 
direct the vote or to dispose or to direct the disposition of such pledged 
ownership interest will be exercised: PROVIDED, That 

(i) The pledge agreement is bona fide and was not entered into with 
the purpose nor with the effect of changing or influencing the control 
of the contractor, nor in connection with any transaction having such 
purpose or effect, including persons meeting the conditions set forth in 
subsection (11)(b) of this section; and 

(ii) The pledge agreement, prior to default, does not grant to the 
pledgee: 

(A) The power to vote or direct or to direct the vote of the pledged 
ownership interest; or 

(B) The power to dispose or direct the disposition of the pledged 
ownership interest, other than the grant of such power or powers pur- 
suant to a pledge agreement under which credit is extended and in 
which the pledgee is a broker or dealer. 

(12) "Capitalization" — The recording of an expenditure as an asset. 

(13) "Capitalized lease" — A lease which is required to be recorded 
as an asset and associated liability in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles. 

(14) "Cash method of accounting” — A method of accounting in 
which revenues are recognized only when cash is received, and ex- 
penditures for expense and asset items are not recorded until cash is 
disbursed for those expenditures and assets. 

(15) "Change of ownership" — A change in the individual or legal 
organization which is responsible for the daily operation of a nursing 
home. 

(a) Events which change ownership include but are not limited to 
the following: 

(i) The form of legal organization of the contractor is changed (e.g., 
a sole proprietor forms a partnership or corporation); 

(ii) Title to the nursing home enterprise is transferred by the con- 
tractor to another party; 

(iii) The nursing home enterprise is leased, or an existing lease is 
terminated; 

(iv) Where the contractor is a partnership, any event occurs which 
dissolves the partnership; 

(v) Where the contractor is a corporation, the corporation is dis- 
solved, merges with another corporation which is the survivor, or con- 
solidates with one or more other corporations to form a new 
corporation. 

(b) Ownership does not change when the following, without more, 
occur: 

(i) A party contracts with the contractor to manage the enterprise as 
the contractor's agent, i.e., subject to the contractor's general approval 
of daily operating decisions; 

(ii) If the contractor is a corporation, some or all of its stock is 
transferred. 

(16) "Charity allowances" — Reductions in charges made by the 
contractor because of the indigence or medical indigence of a patient. 

(17) "Contract" — A contract between the department and a con- 
tractor for the delivery of SNF or ICF services to medical care 
recipients. 

(18) "Contractor" — An entity which contracts with the department 
to deliver care services to medical care recipients in a facility and 
which entity is responsible for operational decisions. 

(19) "Courtesy allowances" — Reductions in charges in the form of 
an allowance to physicians, clergy, and others, for services received 
from the contractor. Employee fringe benefits are not considered cour- 
tesy allowances. 
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(20) "CSO" - The local community services office of the 
department. 

(21) "Department" — The department of social and health services 
(DSHS) and employees. 

(22) "Depreciation" — The systematic distribution of the cost or 
other base of tangible assets, less salvage, over the estimated useful life 
of the assets. 

(23) "Donated asset" - An asset which the contractor acquired 
without making any payment for the asset in the form of cash, proper- 
ty, or services. An asset is not a donated asset if the contractor made 
even a nominal payment in acquiring the asset. An asset purchased us- 
ing donated funds is not a donated asset. 

(24) "Entity" — An individual, partnership, corporation, or any other 
association of individuals capable of entering enforceable contracts. 

(25) "Equity capital" - Total tangible and other assets which are 
necessary, ordinary, and related to patient care from the most recent 
provider cost report minus related total long-term debt from the most 
recent provider cost report plus working capital as defined in this 
section. 

(26) "Exceptional care recipient" — A medical care recipient deter- 
mined by the department to require exceptionally heavy care. 

(27) "Facility" — A nursing home licensed in accordance with chap- 
ter 18.51 RCW, or that portion of a hospital licensed in accordance 
with chapter 70.41 RCW which operates as a nursing home. 

(28) "Fair market value" - Prior to January 1, 1985, the price for 
which an asset would have been purchased on the date of acquisition in 
an arm's-length transaction between a well-informed buyer and seller, 
neither being under any compulsion to buy or sell. Beginning January 
1, 1985, the replacement cost of an asset, less observed physical depre- 
ciation, on the date the fair market value is being determined. 

(29) "Financial statements" — Statements prepared and presented in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles and the pro- 
visions of chapter 74.46 RCW and this chapter including, but not lim- 
ited to, balance sheet, statement of operations, statement of changes in 
financial position, and related notes. 

(30) "Fiscal year" — The operating or business year of a contractor. 
AII contractors report on the basis of a twelve-month fiscal year, but 
provision is made in this chapter for reports covering abbreviated fiscal 
periods. 

(31) "Generally accepted accounting principles" — Accounting prin- 
ciples approved by the financial accounting standards board (FASB). 

(32) "Generally accepted auditing standards" — Auditing standards 
approved by the American institute of certified public accountants 
(AICPA). 

(33) "Goodwill" — The excess of the price paid for a business over 
the fair market value of all other identifiable, tangible, and intangible 
assets acquired. Also, the excess of the price paid for an asset over the 
fair market value of the asset. 

(34) "Historical cost" — The actua! cost incurred in acquiring and 
preparing an asset for use, including feasibility studies, architects' fees, 
and engineering studies. 

(35) "ICF" — When referring to a nursing home, an intermediate 
care facility. When referring to a level of care, intermediate care. 
When referring to a patient, a patient requiring intermediate care. 

(36) "Imprest fund" — A fund which is regularly replenished in ex- 
actly the amount expended from it. 

(37) "Interest" - The cost incurred for the use of borrowed funds, 
generally paid at fixed intervals by the user. 

(38) "Intermediate care facility" — A licensed facility certified to 
deliver intermediate care services to medical care recipients. 

(39) "Joint facility costs" — Any costs representing expenses in- 
curred which benefit more than one facility, or one facility and any 
other entity. 


(40) "Lease agreement" — A contract between two parties for the 
possession and use of real or personal property or assets for a specified 
period of time in exchange for specified periodic payments. Elimination 
or addition of any party to the contract, expiration, or alteration of any 
lease term in effect on January 1, 1980, or termination of the lease by 
either party by any means shall constitute a termination of the lease 
agreement. Negotiation of an extension or renewal of a lease agree- 
ment, whether or not pursuant to a renewal provision in the preceding 


lease agreement, shall be considered a new lease agreement. 
(41) "Levels of care" — The classification of types of services pro- 


vided to patients by a contractor, e.g., skilled nursing care or interme- 
diate care. 

((€44))) (42) "Medical care program" — Medical assistance provid- 
ed under RCW 74.09.500 or authorized state medical care services. 
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((642))) (43) "Medical care recipient" - An individual determined 
eligible by the department for the services provided in chapter 74.09 
RCW. 

((€439)) (44) "Multiservice facility" — A facility at which two or 
more types of health or related care are delivered, e.g., a hospital and 
SNF and/or ICF, or a boarding home and SNF and/or ICF. A com- 
bined SNF/ICF or ICF/IMR is not considered a multiservice facility. 

(((443)) (45) "Net book value" — The historical cost of an asset less 
accumulated depreciation. 

((€45})) (46) "Net invested funds" — The net book value of tangible 
fixed assets employed by a contractor to provide services under the 
medical care program, including land, buildings, and equipment as 
recognized and measured in conformity with generally accepted ac- 
counting principles, plus an allowance for working capital which shall 
be five percent of the allowable costs of each contractor for the previ- 
ous calendar year. Assets associated with central or home offices or 
otherwise not on the nursing home premises are not included in net in- 
vested funds. 

(((46))) (47) "Nonallowable costs" — Same as "unallowable costs." 

((€47))) (48) "Nonrestricted funds" — Funds which are not restrict- 
ed to a specific use by the donor, e.g., general operating funds. 

(((48))) (49) "Nursing home" - A home, place, or institution, li- 
censed in accordance with chapter 18.51 RCW, in which skilled nurs- 
ing and/or intermediate care services are delivered. 

((645))) (50) "Operating lease" — A lease under which rental or 
lease expenses are included in current expenses in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 

((658)) (51) "Owner" – A sole proprietor, general or limited part- 
ner, or beneficial interest holder of five percent or more of a corpora- 
tion's outstanding stock. 

((€54)) (52) "Ownership interest" ~ All interests beneficially owned 
by a person, calculated in the aggregate, regardless of the form which 
such beneficial ownership takes. 

((€523)) (53) "Patient day" ~ A calendar day of patient care. In 
computing calendar days of care, the day of admission is always 
counted. The day of discharge is counted only when the patient was 
admitted on the same day. A patient is admitted for purposes of this 
definition when he or she is assigned a bed and a patient medical 
record is opened. 

((63)) (54) "Per diem (per patient day) costs" — Total allowable 
costs for a fiscal period divided by total patient days for the same 

eriod. 

е ((6543)) (55) "Professionally designated real estate appraiser" — Ап 
individual regularly engaged in the business of providing real estate 
valuation services for a fee, and deemed qualified by a nationally rec- 
ognized real estate appraisal educational organization on the basis of 
extensive practical appraisal experience, including the writing of real 
estate valuation reports as well as the passing of written examination 
on valuation practice and theory, and, by virtue of membership in such 
organization, required to subscribe and adhere to certain standards of 
professional practice as such organization prescribes. 

((6553)) (56) "Prospective daily payment rate" — The rate assigned 
by the department to a contractor for providing service to medical care 
recipients. The rate is used to compute the maximum participation of 
the department in the contractor's costs. 

((66)) (57) "Qualified therapist": 

(a) An activities specialist having specialized education, training, or 
at least one year's experience in organizing and conducting structured 
or group activities; 

(b) An audiologist eligible for a certificate of clinical competence in 
audiology or having the equivalent education and clinical experience; 

(c) A mental health professional as defined by chapter 71.05 RCW; 

(d) A mental retardation professional, either a qualified therapist or 
a therapist, approved by the department having specialized training or 
one year's experience in treating or working with the mentally retarded 
or developmentally disabled; 

(e) A social worker graduated from a school of social work; 

(f) A speech pathologist eligible for a certificate of clinical compe- 
tence in speech pathology or having the equivalent education and clin- 
ical experience; 

(g) A physical therapist as defined by chapter 18.74 RCW; or 

(h) An occupational therapist graduated from a program in occupa- 
tional therapy, or having the equivalent of such education or training, 
and meeting all requirements of state law. 

((5B)) (58) "Recipient" — A medical care recipient. 

((68)) (59) "Records" — Those data supporting all financial state- 
ments and cost reports including, but not limited to, all general and 
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subsidiary ledgers, books of original entry, invoices, schedules, sum- 
maries, and transaction documentation, however such data are 
maintained. 

((€593)) (60) "Regression analysis" - A statistical technique 
through which one can analyze the relationship between a dependent 
or criterion variable and a set of independent or predictor variables. 

((€603)) (61) "Related care’ — Includes the director of nursing ser- 
vices, activities and social services programs, medical and medical re- 
cords specialists, and consultation provided by medical directors, 
pharmacists, occupational, physical, speech, and other therapists, and 
mental health professionals as defined in law and regulation. 

((€63)) (62) "Related organization" — An entity under common 
ownership and/or control with, or which has control of or is controlled 
by, the contractor. Common ownership exists if an entity has a five 
percent or greater beneficial ownership interest in the contractor and 
any other entity.

adopted child or adoptive parent; stepparent, stepchild, stepbrother, 
stepsister; father-in-law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, daughter-in- 
law, brother-in-law, sister-in-law; grandparent or grandchild; uncle, 
aunt, nephew, niece, or cousin. 

((6633)) (64) "Restricted fund" — A fund for which the use of the 
principal and/or income is restricted by agreement with or direction by 
the donor to a specific purpose, in contrast to a fund over which the 
contractor has complete control. These generally fall into three 
categories: 

(a) Funds restricted by the donor to specific operating purposes; 

(b) Funds restricted by the donor for additions to property, plant, 
and equipment; and 

(c) Endowment funds. 

(((643)) (65) "Secretary" — The secretary of the department of so- 
cial and health services (DSHS). 

((€65})) (66) "Skilled nursing facility" — A licensed facility certified 
to deliver skilled nursing care services to medical care recipients. 

((€66))) (67) "SNF" — When referring to a facility, a skilled nurs- 
ing facility. When referring to a level of care, skilled nursing care. 
When referring to a patient, a patient requiring skilled nursing care. 

((€673)) (68) "Start-up costs" — The one-time preopening costs in- 
curred from the time preparation begins on a newly constructed or 
purchased building until the first patient is admitted. Start-up costs 
include administrative and nursing salaries, utility costs, taxes, insur- 
ance, repairs and maintenance, training costs, etc. Start-up costs do 
not include expenditures for capital assets. 

((€68})) (69) "Title XIX" - The 1965 amendments to the Social 
Security Act, P.L. 89-07, as amended. 

(((693)) (70) "Unallowable costs" — Costs which do not meet every 
test of an allowable cost. 

((€20))) (71) "Uniform chart of accounts" — A list of account titles 
identified by code numbers established by the department for contrac- 
tors to use in reporting costs. 

((Ө-Ә)) (72) "Vendor number" — A number assigned to each con- 
tractor delivering care services to medical care recipients. 

((€:2))) (73) "Working capital" — Total current assets necessary, 
ordinary, and related to patient care from the most recent cost report 
minus total current liabilities necessary, ordinary, and related to pa- 
tient care from the most recent cost report. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 2105, filed 5/30/84) 


WAC 388-96-204 FIELD AUDITS. (1) All cost reports for cal- 
endar year 1982 shall be field audited by the department. 

(2) Cost reports for years subsequent to 1982 may be field audited 
by auditors employed by or under contract with the department.

(b) Facilities contracting in any given calendar year shall be audited 
for that partial or full year, and facilities contracting for the first time 
shall be audited annually for the first two full calendar years;

((five)) ten thousand dollars or more in expenses, twenty thousand 
dollars or more in equity, one thousand dollars or more in 
revenue/interim payments and/or fifty days or more in total patient 
days shall be audited; 

(d) Facilities under investigation by the Internal Revenue Service, 
Securities Exchange Commission, Department of Health and Human 
Services, Medicaid fraud control unit, or any other federal, state, or 
municipal agency for alleged fiscal and/or patient account impropriety 
shall be audited for the year during which such investigation is com- 
menced, for each year the investigation is continued, for the year dur- 
ing which the investigation is concluded, and for two full calendar 
years following the year the investigation is terminated; 

(e) Facilities whose costs in one or more cost centers for the current 
year exceeds the industry average by one standard deviation, and such 
costs exceed prior year allowable costs, facilities whose costs in one or 
more cost centers exceeds inflation increases for the year in question, 
facilities with questionable costs in excess of ten thousand dollars, if 
requested by the manager, rate management program, bureau of nurs- 
ing home affairs, shall be audited. 

(7) If a facility has a home or central office and such central office 
or any associated facility meets any of the criteria set forth in subsec- 
tion (6) of this section, such facility shall be audited as provided in 
subsection (6) of this section. 

(8) Patient care trust fund accounts shall be audited annually if two 
or more findings were reported in the previous trust fund audit of a 
facility or if, in the opinion of the department, a single finding reported 
in the previous trust fund audit materially impacts the patient trust 
fund accounts maintained by the facility. 

(9) Reported costs and trust fund accounts of facilities may be se- 
lected for audit on a random or other basis.

(ii) Capable of being moved as distinguished from building 
equipment; 

(iii) A unit cost sufficient to justify ledger control; 

(iv) Sufficient size and identity to make control feasible by means of 
identification tags; and 

(v) A minimum life of approximately three years. Effective January 
1, 1981, for settlement purposes for periods subsequent to that date, 
and for purposes of setting rates for periods beginning July 1, 1982, 
and subsequently, this equipment shall be characterized by a minimum 
life of greater than one year. 

(d) Minor equipment — such items as wastebaskets, bedpans, syring- 
es, catheters, silverware, mops, and buckets which are properly capi- 
talized. No depreciation shall be taken on items which are not properly 
capitalized (see WAC 388-96-553). The general characteristics of 
minor equipment are: 

(i) In general, no fixed location and subject to use by various 
departments; 

(ii) Small in size and unit cost; 

(iii) Subject to inventory control; 

(iv) Large number in use; and 

(v) Generally, a useful life of one to three years. 

(e) Land improvements — such items as paving, tunnels, underpasses, 
on-site sewer and water lines, parking lots, shrubbery, fences, walls, 
etc., where replacement is the responsibility of the contractor. 

(f) Leasehold improvements — betterments and additions made by 
the lessee to the leased property, which become the property of the 
lessor after the expiration of the lease. 

(2) Land is not depreciable. The cost of land includes, but is not 
limited to, the cost of such items as off-site sewer and water lines, 
public utility charges necessary to service the land, governmental as- 
sessments for street paving and sewers, the cost of permanent roadways 
and grading of a nondepreciable nature, and the cost of curbs and 
sidewalks, replacement of which is not the responsibility of the 
contractor.

(2)(a) The financing allowance shall be determined by multiplying 
the net invested funds of each facility by eleven percent and dividing 
by the contractor's total patient days. Annual patient days taken from 
the contractor's cost report for the most recent twelve-month cost re- 
port period will be used. If the cost report covers less than twelve 
months, annual patient days will be estimated based upon data in the 
cost report. If a capitalized addition or retirement of an asset will re- 
sult in a different licensed bed capacity during the ensuing period, the 
prior period total patient days used in computing the financing and 
variable return allowances shall be adjusted to anticipated patient day 
level. 

(b) In computing the portion of net invested funds, representing the 
net book value of tangible fixed assets, the same assets, depreciation 
bases, lives and methods referred to in this chapter, including owned 
and leased assets, shall be used, except the capitalized cost of land 
upon which a facility is located and other such contiguous land which 
is reasonable and necessary for use in the regular course of providing 
patient care shall also be included. In the case of leased facilities where 
the net invested funds are unknown or the contractor is unable or un- 
willing to provide necessary information to determine net invested 
funds, the department may determine an amount to be used for net in- 
vested funds based upon an appraisal conducted by the department of 
general administration pursuant to this chapter. 

(3) The variable return allowance shall be determined according to 
the following procedure: 

(a) The department shall rank all facilities in numerical order from 
highest to lowest based upon average per diem allowable costs for the 
sum of the administration and operations and property cost centers for 
the preceding cost report period. If the contractor's administration and 
operations and property rates have been established based on a budget, 
the variable return allowance shall be calculated based on budgeted 
costs. 

(b) The variable return allowance shall be computed by multiplying 
the total prospective rate for each facility by the appropriate percent- 
age which shall not be less than one percent nor greater than four per- 
cent. The department shall divide the facilities ranked according to 
subsection (3)(a) of this section into four groups, from highest to low- 
est, with an equal number of facilities in each group or nearly equal as 
is possible. Facilities in the highest quarter will be assigned a percent- 
age of one, in the second highest quarter a percentage of two, in the 
third highest quarter a percentage of three, and in the lowest quarter a 
percentage of four. 

(4) The sum of the financing allowance and the variable return al- 
lowance shall be the return on investment for each facility and shall be 
added to the prospective rate for each facility.

(b) The sum of the financing allowance computed under subsection 
(2) of this section and the variable return allowance shall be compared 
to the annualized lease payment, plus any interest and depreciation 
expenses of contractor-owned assets, for the period covered by the 
prospective rates, divided by the contractor's total patient days, minus 
the property cost center rate determined according to this chapter. The 
lesser of the two amounts shall be called the alternate return on in- 
vestment allowances. 

(c) The return on investment allowance determined in accordance

COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES——COMMUNITY CoL- 
LEGES—LANDS—ENABLING ACT—UsE ОЕ ENABLING 
ACT LANDS FOR TRUST PURPOSES 


(1) Funds generated from the management, sale or other 
disposition of public lands granted at statehood for 
charitable, educational, penal and reformatory institu- 
tions (CEP & RI) by $ 17 of the state's Enabling Act 
may be appropriated by the legislature for support of 
specific state institutions. 


(2) Designated state institutions may, as well, be allowed 
by the legislature, in the exercise of reasonable prudence 
related to fulfillment of the particular trust purpose, to 
utilize CEP & RI lands themselves for their institutional 
purposes without cost. 


(3) The state's community colleges are among the class- 
es of educational institutions for the benefit of which 
CEP & RI lands, or revenues derived therefrom, may be 
applied or appropriated.

(1) Household furnishings and 
personal clothing essential for daily living are exempt resources with- 
out ceiling value. Such items in storage shall be presumed to be not 
essential for daily living, but all other household furnishings and per- 
sonal clothing shall be presumed to be essential for daily living and 
both presumptions stand in the absence of evidence to the contrary. 

(2) The total value of cash, marketable securities, cash discount val- 
ue of real estate or chattel mortgages, sales contracts, ((anmd~burtat 
ptots;)) cash surrender value of life insurance ((amd-burtatinsurance)), 
and excess value of vehicles, value of nonexempt property, and any 
other resources not specifically exempted shall not exceed one thousand 
dollars regardless of family size. Possession of resources in excess of 
the maximum shall render the household ineligible. 


(3) Term or burial insurance up to a maximum equity value of one 
thousand five hundred per family member for the use of the applicant 
or applicants or recipient or recipients is exempt. 
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(4) One cemetery plot for each member of the assistance household 
is exempt personal property. Any additional plots shall be considered 


as a resource with other resources up to the ceiling maximum of one 
thousand dollars. 


(5) One used and useful vehicle with an equity value of one thou- 
sand five hundred dollars or less is an exempt resource. 

((68)) (6) Excess equity value of a used and useful vehicle and the 
equity value of other vehicles shall apply toward the limit in subsection 
(2) of this section. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1940, filed 1/28/83, 
effective 3/1/83) 


WAC 388-28-475 USE OF INCOME AND INCOME PO- 
TENTIALS. (1) Meaning of income (see definition in WAC 388-20- 
030). Income includes all types of real or personal property, support 
from parent, stepparent, ((assumptive)) presumptive spouse, stocks and 
bonds, wages, interest in an estate, income from farming, all benefits 
and entitlements from private and public agencies, such as OASDI, 
veterans' agencies, U.C., gifts and prizes in the form of cash or mar- 
ketable securities, etc. Its value is used to compute financial need in 
accordance with the policies herein. 

(2) Ownership and use of income and income potentials. The poli- 
cies in WAC 388-28-300 through 388—28—395 regarding ownership 
and use of resources also govern the ownership and use of income and 
income potentials. 

(3) Resources and income. WAC 388-28-400 through 388-28-455 
contain policies and procedures for considering and using nonexempt 
resource values to determine financial need. WAC 388-28-475 
through 388-28-600 covers policies and procedures used in computing 
income to determine financial need. The total nonexempt resource val- 
ues and nonexempt net income values are compared with the appropri- 
ate payment level plus authorized additional requirements to determine 
financial need and, if it exists, the amount of the grant for which the 
applicant is eligible. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 2031, filed 10/6/83) 


WAC 388-28-480 USE OF INCOME AND INCOME PO- 
TENTIALS—TYPES OF INCOME—EFFECT ON NEED. (1) An 
applicant or recipient whose nonexempt net income for the month ex- 
ceeds the monthly payment level plus authorized additional require- 
ments is not eligible to receive assistance whether the income is 
received weekly, biweekly, or monthly, except as specified in WAC 
388-24-250 through 388-24-265. 

(2) Treatment of income. 

(a) The grant amount for the month the application is approved 
shall be determined by subtracting all net income, received or reason- 
ably expected to be received during the calendar month, from the pay- 
ment level plus authorized additional requirements. The remainder 
shall be prorated for the number of days after grant authorization. 
This prorated figure is the grant amount for the first month of 
eligibility. 

(b) The grant amount for the month following the month of initial 
eligibility shall be determined by subtracting all net income, received 
or reasonably expected to be received during the calendar month, from 
the payment level plus authorized additional requirements. The re- 
mainder is the grant amount for the second month of eligibility. 

(c) The grant amount for the third month of assistance and subse- 
quent months shall be based upon income and circumstances in the 
budget/report month. WAC 388-28-483(2) and (3), 388-33-135 and 
388-33-140(1)(b) and (с) are exceptions to this rule. 

(3) Irregular income up to five dollars per month received by a gen- 
eral assistance applicant or recipient may be disregarded towards 
meeting need by the local office if the probability exists that such fu- 
ture income will not be appreciable. 

(4) Earned income credit (EIC) payments shall be considered 
earned income during the month received((—whether-reeeived-as-ad= 
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ofgrosstneome)). 

(5) Loans are not considered income, as defined in RCW 
74.04.005(12), subject to the following restrictions: 

(a) Any contractually agreed loan acquired by an applicant or re- 
cipient ((whteh-commits)) committing all funds for a specific purpose 
other than current maintenance, and so expended, shall not be taken 
into account as income. The property used as collateral for the loan 
shall not be included in determining property reserves. The equity ac- 
cumulated in the specified property shall be considered toward the re- 
source ceiling. 

(b) Any other loan, regardless of the loan's ability to meet current 
needs, shall not be taken into account as income when it is verified the 
following conditions are met: 

(i) The terms of the loan are stated in a written agreement between 
the lender and the borrower; and 

(ii) The agreement clearly specifies the obligation of the borrower to 
repay the loan. The agreement must include a repayment plan ((which 
provides)) providing for installments of specified amounts to begin 
within ninety days of the receipt of the loan and continue thereafter on 
a regular basis until the loan is fully repaid. 

As part of the verification process, the recipient is required to submit 
loan contract papers or a written agreement setting forth the terms of 
the loan regarding the loan's amount and the repayment plan. The 
agreement must be signed by the lender and the recipient as parties to 
the agreement. 

(6) Repayments to a recipient of money previously loaned by the 
recipient to another party shall not be taken into account as income, 
since the loan represents income or resources already considered in 
computing need. The facts of the loan must be verified. Consider any 
interest paid on the loan as newly acquired income. 

(7) A gift in-kind, named as follows, supplied on condition that the 
gift in-kind be used only in a manner or for a purpose specified in 
writing by the donor shall not be considered as a resource or as income 
which is available to meet need. 

(a) Real or personal property, excluding cash and marketable secu- 
rities, which is exempted for an applicant and which is within the ceil- 
ing values. Example: A home or a new furnace. 

(b) Any item in the department's standards for additional require- 
ments which is not a requirement for the recipient of such a gift. Ex- 
ample: Telephone service. 

(c) Needed goods or services not currently included as additional 
requirements in the department's standards. Example: Repair of house 
or of household equipment. 

(8) WAC 388-28-482 and 388=28-484 cover newly acquired in- 
come received by a recipient. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1940, filed 1/28/83,

WAC 388-28-482 EFFECT OF NEWLY ACQUIRED IN- 
COME AND PROPERTY ON CONTINUING NEED. "Newly ac- 
quired income' means any previously unreported or undiscovered 
income which has come into the possession or control, in whole or in 
part, of a recipient of public assistance, or of a recipient in suspended 
grant status. 

(1) Whenever a recipient shall come into the possession or control of 
any income, except as modified in subsection (3), (4), and (5) of this 
section, such income shall be deducted from the payment level plus 
authorized additional requirements to determine grant amount begin- 
ning with the effective date specified in WAC 388-28-483. Тһе 
amount deducted shall equal the following: 

(a) The net amount of the income if in cash or its equivalent. 

(b) At least his or her equity in the quick sale value of property 
other than cash. 

(2) When the property is only potentially available for use in meet- 
ing the recipient's requirements, WAC 388-28-400(7) applies. 

(3) Exceptions. A recipient who comes into the possession and con- 
trol of property listed in this subsection may retain such property 
without having the fact of possession or its sale value affect his or her 
eligibility or need.

(b) Useful and needed clothing, household equipment, food, fuel, 
and other items included in the requirement standards. 

(c) An automobile within the ceiling values in WAC 388-28- 
430(2). 
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(4) Recipient with income. The rule in subsection (1) of this section 
is modified for recipient of AFDC or continuing general assistance 
with income as follows: 

(a) Earned income retained by a child according to WAC 388—28— 
535(3) shall be considered as the personal property of the family and 
shall be subject to the ceilings in WAC 388-28-430(2). 

(b) Income from the Economic Opportunity Act, Title I of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act, and from WIN((-MPTA)) 
and ((CETA)) JTPA is treated according to WAC 388-28-515 and 
388—28-570 through 388—28—578. 

(c) The possession of any amount of funds from sources listed in 
subsection (4)(a) and (b) of this section in a cash reserve or savings 
account does not affect the eligibility of a general assistance recipient. 
However, if such exempted income is converted into other types of 
property, WAC 388-28-410 through 388-28-455 apply. 

(d) Income from interest on exempt savings, dividends from exempt 
stocks, increase in life insurance cash surrender value, livestock births, 
etc., affect eligibility only to the extent that the amount causes the to- 
tal value of the resource possessed to exceed the ceiling values of the 
resource. The excess is considered available. 

(e) Payment for funeral expenses for recipient. When a public as- 
sistance recipient dies, his or her surviving spouse or children or parent 
of a minor child receiving public assistance((;)) may use any of their 
exempt or nonexempt resources or income, except the home property, 
to add to available funeral and burial resources in order to pay for the 
funeral expenses of the deceased person without affecting their eligi- 
bility for public assistance: PROVIDED((;)) HOWEVER, That if the 
total funeral expenses for the deceased recipient exceeds the depart- 
ment's maximum cost or the amount provided by the recipient toward 
the total cost of the funeral expense, whichever is the lesser, shall be 
considered available to meet the public assistance need of the surviving 
recipient in accordance with this section. 

(f) Funds received by an applicant or recipient ((whreh-represent)) 
representing another person's or family's share of household costs are 
exempt as income provided that: 

(i) Such payments do not represent legally obligated child support 
except as provided in WAC 388-28-484(7)(b), and 

(ii) The provisions of subsection (5) of this section are met. 

(5) Use of grant and cash reserve in relation to income. 

(a) No question about eligibility is raised if public assistance grants 
and other income ((which-has-been)) considered in computing financial 
need are used to add to the cash reserve up to the legal personal prop- 
erty limitations — see WAC 388-28-430. The cash reserve may exceed 
the maximum only to the extent these unexpended moneys are on hand 
within thirty days after their receipt, and by exempted amounts as 
specified in this section. 

(b) A recipient always has the right to make a current expenditure 
out of a cash reserve and replace it from a succeeding grant, just as he 
or she might place his or her whole grant in a bank account, along 
with his or her cash reserve, at the beginning of the month and then 
spend out of the account during the month.

(d) If a child out of school is included in the assistance unit, his or 
her earnings shall be treated as specified in subsection (3)(f) of this 
section. Determination of the child's net income is made with the 
caretaker relative and with the child when indicated. 

(2) If the child is not included in the assistance unit, his or her eli- 
gibility for medical assistance shall be determined individually. 

(3) In determining the amount of a child's earned income available 
to meet the current need of the assistance unit of which he or she is a 
member, the following rules apply: 

(a) All earned income of a child in an assistance unit shall be disre- 
garded in determining eligibility for six months and disregarded in de- 
termining payment amount when he or she is a full-time student or a 
part-time student who is not a full-time employee. See subsection (4) 
of this section for treatment of Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) 
moneys. 

(b) A student is one ((who-attends)) attending a school, college or 
university, or a course of vocational or technical training designed to fit 
him or her for gainful employment, and includes a participant in the 
job corps program under the Economic Opportunity Act. A full-time 
student must have a school schedule equal to a full-time curriculum. A 
part-time student must һауе a school schedule equal to at least one— 
half of a full-time curriculum.

(4) All wages or other income (training allowances, payments for 
supportive services, etc.) received under the Job Training Partnership 
Act (JTPA) by a dependent child who is a full-time student, or a 
part-time student who is not a full-time employee, shall be disregard- 
ed both for the one hundred ((ffty)) eighty-five percent of need test 
for six months, if wages, and in computing the family's assistance pay- 
ment.

Act (JTPA) to adults and nonstudent dependent children. See WAC

Purpose and Implementation: The purpose of these 
rules is to implement the Department of Ecology's State 
Environmental Policy Act guidelines. 

Adopting Agency: Oil and Gas Conservation 
Committee. 

Statutory Authority: Chapter 43.21C RCW and 
RCW 78.52.040. 

Summary of Rules and Reasons Therefore: These 
rules implement the State Environmental Policy Act 
guidelines adopted by the Department of Ecology in 
chapter 197-11 WAC. They provide additional defini- 
tions, provide procedures for timing of the SEPA pro- 
cess, designate the responsible official, provide for 
procedures for mitigation, adopt public notice require- 
ments, adopt policies for conditioning or denying per- 
mits, and provide procedures for implementing the 
SEPA process. The rules will provide SEPA procedures 
for actions under the Oil and Gas Conservation Act, 
chapter 78.52 RCW. 

Agency Personnel Responsible for Drafting, Imple- 
mentation and Enforcement: Ray Lasmanis, Oil and Gas 
Supervisor, Geology and Earth Resources, Department

Proponents or Opponents: The proposed rules were 
initiated by the Department of Natural Resources, as 
designated agent of the committee through Mr. Ray 
Lasmanis, Oil and Gas Supervisor, at the discretion of 
the Oil and Gas Committee.

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CHAPTER 344-18 WAC 
GUIDELINES INTERPRETING AND IMPLEMENTING THE

WAC 344-18-010 AUTHORITY. These rules are promulgated 
under RCW 43.21C.120 (the State Environmental Policy Act) and 
chapter 197-11 WAC (SEPA rules). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-020 ADOPTION BY REFERENCE. Except as 
modified by this chapter, the committee adopts the SEPA rules, chap- 
ter 197-11 WAC, adopted by the Washington department of ecology 
as modified or amended from time to time. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-030 PURPOSE. This chapter implements the 
state-wide rules in chapter 197-11 WAC as they apply to the 
committee. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-040 ADDITIONAL DEFINITIONS. In addition 
to the definitions contained in WAC 197-11—700 through 197-1 1-799, 
the following terms shall have the listed meanings: 

(1) Commissioner means the commissioner of public lands who is 
the administrator of the department of natural resources as established 
by chapter 43.30 RCW. 

(2) Committee means the oil and gas conservation committee. 

(3) Department means the Washington state department of natural 
resources, acting solely as the designated agent of the committee, sub- 
ject to the direction and control of the committee. All functions carried 
out under these rules by the department shall be considered those of 
the committee. Such functions may be directly performed by the 
committee. ; 

(4) Environmental coordinator means the person who coordinates 
SEPA compliance procedures for the department and the committee. 

(5) Supervisor means the state oil and gas supervisor who is desig- 
nated by the department and is charged with duties as may be dele- 
gated by the department.

WAC 344-18-055 TIMING OF THE SEPA PROCESS. (1) 
Distribution to planning commissions and advisory bodies. Environ- 
mental documents required to be submitted to the department of ecol- 
ogy under provisions of WAC 197-11-508 will also be submitted to 
affected planning commissions and similar advisory bodies within the 
respective time frames as established by these rules and chapter 197- 
11 WAC. 

(2) Timing of review of proposals. Environmental review will be 
made upon receipt of a completed license application and environmen- 
tal checklist. 

(3) Additional timing considerations. 

(a) Department staff receiving a license application will determine 
whether the proposal is an "action" and if so, whether it is "categori- 
cally exempt" from SEPA. If the proposal is an action and is not ex- 
empt, the staff person will ask the applicant to complete an 
environmental checklist. A checklist is not needed if the department 
and applicant agree an EIS is required, SEPA compliance has been 
completed, SEPA compliance has been initiated by another agency, or 
a checklist is included with the application. 

(b) If an action is a decision on a license which requires detailed 
project plans and specifications, the department shall provide, upon re- 
quest by the applicant, preliminary environmental review prior to sub- 
mittal of detailed plans and specifications. This preliminary review will 
be advisory only and not binding on the department. Final review and 
determination will be made only upon receipt of detailed project plans 
and specifications if these are essential to a meaningful environmental 
analysis.

WAC 344-18-350 MITIGATED DNS. (1) An applicant may ask 
the department whether issuance of a DS is likely for a proposal. This 
request for early notice must: 
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(a) Be written; 

(b) Follow submission of a license application and environmental 
checklist for a nonexempt proposal for which the department is lead 
agency; and : 

(c) Precede the department's actual threshold determination for the 
proposal. 

(2) The responsible official or designee shall respond to the request; 
the response shall: 

(a) Be written; 

(b) State whether the department is considering issuance of a DS; 

(c) Indicate the general or specific area(s) of concern that led the 
department to consider a DS; and 

(d) State that the applicant may change or clarify the proposal to 
mitigate the impacts indicated in the letter, revising the environmental 
checklist as necessary to reflect the changes or clarifications. 

(3) The department shall not continue with the threshold determi- 
nation until receiving a written response from the applicant changing 
or clarifying the proposal or asking that the threshold determination be 
based on the original proposal. 

(4) If the applicant submits a changed or clarified proposal, along 
with a revised environmental checklist, the department will make its 
threshold determination based on the changed or clarified proposal. 

(a) If the department's response to the request for early notice indi- 
cated specific mitigation measures that would remove all probable sig- 
nificant adverse environmental impacts, and the applicant changes or 
clarifies the proposal to include all of those specific mitigation mea- 
sures, the department shall issue a determination of nonsignificance 
and circulate the DNS for comments as in WAC 197-11-340(2). 

(b) If the department indicated general or specific areas of concern, 
but did not indicate specific mitigation measures that would allow it to 
issue a DNS, the department shall determine if the changed or clari- 
fied proposal may have a probable significant environmental impact, 
issuing a DNS or DS as appropriate. 

(5) The department or the committee may specify mitigation mea- 
sures that would allow it to issue a DNS without a request for early 
notice from an applicant. If it does so, and the applicant changes or 
clarifies the proposal to include those measures, the department shall 
issue a DNS and circulate it for review under WAC 197-11-340(2). 

(6) When an applicant changes or clarifies the proposal, the clarifi- 
cations or changes may be included in written attachments to the doc- 
uments already submitted. If the environmental checklist and 
supporting documents would be difficult to read and/or understand be- 
cause of the need to read them in conjunction with the attachment(s), 
the department may require the applicant to submit a new checklist. 

(7) The department may change or clarify features of its own pro- 
posals before making the threshold determination. 

(8) The department's written response under subsection (2) of this 
section shall not be construed as a determination of significance. In 
addition, preliminary discussion of clarifications or changes to a pro- 
posal, as opposed to a written request for early notice, shall not bind 
the department to consider the clarification or changes in its threshold 
determination. 

(9) When an applicant submits a changed or clarified proposal pur- 
suant to this section, it shall be considered part of the applicant's ap- 
plication for a license for all purposes, including enforcement of the 
license. Unless the department's decision expressly states otherwise, 
when a mitigated DNS is issued for a proposal, any decision approving 
the proposal shall be based on the proposal as changed or clarified 
pursuant to this section. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 344-18-420 EIS PREPARATION. For draft and final 
EISs and SEISs: 

(1) Normally, the department will prepare EISs for its own 
proposals. 

(2) For applicant proposals, the department normally will require 
the applicant to prepare or help prepare the EIS at the applicant's ex- 
pense, under provisions of these rules and chapter 197-11 WAC.

WAC 192-12-190 Interpretive regulation failure to 
attend job search workshop or training or retraining 
course when directed. 

This regulation is written to implement RCW 
50.20.044, which requires rules to define good cause for 
failure to attend a job search workshop, training or re- 
training program when an individual is directed to 
attend. 

The rule parallels other rules and statutes, considering 
whether an individual has a good prospect for work, or 
whether other factors would cause a hardship on the in- 
dividual who attended training. 

The rule also provides the means for determining 
whether a partial disqualification is in order if an indi- 
vidual misses only part of the training in a given week.

(e) The workshop or training is given at a location outside the indi- 
vidual's labor market, or 

(f) Attendance at the workshop or course would work an unreason- 
able hardship on the individual. 

(2) To be considered available at public expense, a job search work- 
shop, training or retraining course must be offered at no expense to the 
individual and must be offered by: 

(a) The Employment Security Department, or 

(b) Any other governmental or publicly funded organization, or 

(c) Any organization offering a job search workshop or training or 
retraining program funded privately, but open to the general public, or 

(d) Any educational institution, if expenses are paid by the institu- 
tion, by a grant to the institution, or a grant to the individual for 
training expenses. 

(3)(a) An individual will be disqualified for an entire week if the in- 
dividual fails to attend, without good cause, one-half or more of the 
scheduled time of the job search workshop, training or retraining 
course during that week. 

(b) If an individual attends one-half or more of the scheduled por- 
tion of the job search workshop, training or retraining course during 
any week, but fails without good cause to attend the remaining portion, 
the individual's weekly benefit amount will be reduced by one-seventh 
for each day the individual fails to attend during that week.

FACILITIES.) (1) Authorized confinement. No prisoner shall be con- 
fined without proper legal authority. 

(2) Telephone. Each prisoner, within a reasonable period of time af- 
ter completion of booking, shall be advised of his right to, and be al- 
lowed to complete, at least two local or collect calls to persons of his 
choice who may be able to come to his assistance. If the prisoner 
chooses not to place the calls allowed, this information shall be noted 
on the booking form: PROVIDED, That appropriate protection of ac- 
cess to an attorney shall be maintained for prisoners without funds. 

(3) Language problems. Reasonable provisions for communication 
with non-English speaking, handicapped and illiterate prisoners shall 
be provided. 

(4) Booking process. The booking process shall be completed 
promptly unless extenuating circumstances necessitate delay. 


(5) Search/examination, when allowed. 

(a) The department of corrections or chief law enforcement officer 
shall establish and maintain written policies and procedures regarding 
pat searches, strip searches, and body cavity searches, which shall be 


consistent with this section. 

(b) Each prisoner shall be searched for contraband in ((such)) a 
manner consistent with this subsection and written policies and proce- 
dures established thereunder, as ((staff-determrme-is)) necessary to 
protect the safety of prisoners, staff, and institutional security. ((Such 
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(c) No strip search shall be conducted except pursuant to the writ- 
ten policies and procedures required by (a) of this subsection. 

(d) No person arrested for a misdemeanor shall be observed during 
clothing exchange or showering unless the facility has made all rea- 
sonable efforts to release the prisoner through citation and release or 
release on his or her own recognizance, and the prisoner has been given 


a reasonable opportunity (at least three hours) to post bail. 
e) No strip search shall be conducted prior to the prisoner's first 


court appearance unless there is reasonable suspicion that the person 
has on his or her person evidence of a crime, contraband, fruits of a 
crime, things otherwise criminally possessed, a weapon, or other things 
by means of which a crime has been or reasonably appears to be com- 
mitted. Reasonable suspicion shall be deemed to be present when a 
prisoner has been arrested for: 

(i) A violent offense as defined in RCW 9.94A.030(17) or any suc- 
cessor statute; 

(ii) An offense involving escape, burglary, or the use of a deadly 
weapon; or 
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(iii) An offense involving possession of a drug or controlled sub- 
stance under chapter 69.50 RCW or any successor statute except pos- 
session of forty grams or less of marihuana or drug paraphernalia 
offenses. 

No strip search shall be authorized or conducted in these cases un- 
less a thorough pat-down search, a thorough electronic metal-detector 
search, and a thorough clothing search, when appropriate, do not sat- 
isfy the safety, security or evidentiary concerns of the jail. 

(f) No body cavity search shall be conducted except pursuant to a 
valid search warrant. No search warrant for a body cavity search shall 
be sought without prior authorization of the ranking shift supervisor, 

ursuant to the written policies and procedures required by (a) of this 
subsection. Before any body cavity search is authorized or conducted, a 
thorough pat-down search, a thorough electronic metal-detector 
search, and a thorough clothing search, where appropriate, must be 
used to search for and seize any evidence of a crime, contraband, fruits 
of crime, things otherwise criminally possessed, weapons, or other 
things by means of which a crime has been committed or reasonably 
appears about to be committed. No body cavity search shall be auth- 
orized or conducted unless these other methods do not satisfy the safe- 
ty, security, or evidentiary concerns of the law enforcement agency. 

(6) ((Strip-scarch—Onty-an authorized person of-thc-samce-sex-as 


conducted-in-a-privatecarea:)) Search procedures, general. The follow- 
ing provisions shall apply to all strip searches and body cavity searches: 

a) Strip searches and body cavity searches shall be conducted in a 
professional manner which protects the prisoner's dignity to the extent 
possible. 

b) A strip search or body cavity search, as well as presearch 
undressing or postsearch dressing shall occur at a location made pri- 
vate from the observation of persons not physically conducting the 
search. A strip search or body cavity search shall be performed or ob- 
served only by persons of the same sex as the person being searched 
except for licensed medical professionals as required by subsection 
(7)(a) of this section, as permitted by subsection (7)(c) of this section 
or when necessary to assure the safety of the prisoner or any person 
conducting the search. 

c) No person may be present or observe during a strip search or 
body cavity search unless the person is necessary to conduct the search 
or to ensure the safety of those persons conducting the search except as 
provided in subsection (7)(c) of this section. 


d) When a strip search or a body cavity search of a prisoner is 
conducted, it should include a visual check for birthmarks, wounds, 


sores, cuts, bruises, scars, and injuries; "health tags"; and body vermin. 
Less complete searches should include the same checks to the extent 
possible. WAC 289-16-100(6)(4) ADVISORY. 

(e) Persons conducting a strip search or body cavity search shall not 
touch the person being searched except as reasonably necessary to ef- 
fectuate the search of the person. 

7) Body cavity searches. The following additional provisions shall 
apply to body cavity searches: 

(a) A body cavity search may be conducted only pursuant to sub- 
section (5)(e) of this section. Any body cavity search shall be 
formed under sanitary conditions and conducted by a physician, 
registered nurse, or registered physician's assistant, licensed to practice 
in this state, who is trained in the proper medical process and the po- 
tential health problems associated with a body cavity search.

(f) No body cavity search shall be conducted except pursuant to a 
valid search warrant. No search warrant for a body cavity search shall

subsection. Before any body cavity search is authorized or conducted, a 
thorough pat-down search, a thorough electronic metal-detector 
search, and a thorough clothing search, where appropriate, must be 
used to search for and seize any evidence of a crime, contraband, fruits 
of crime, things otherwise criminally possessed, weapons, or other 
things by means of which a crime has been committed or reasonably 
appears about to be committed.

(b) A strip search or body cavity search, as well as presearch 
undressing or postsearch dressing shall occur at a location made pri- 
vate from the observation of persons not physically conducting the 
search. A strip search or body cavity search shall be performed or ob- 
served only by persons of the same sex as the person being searched, 
except for licensed medical professionals as required by subsection 
(4)(a) of this section, as permitted by subsection (4)(c) of this section 
or when necessary to assure the safety of the prisoner or any person 
conducting the search. 

(c) No person may be present or observe during a strip search or 
body cavity search unless the person is necessary to conduct the search 
or to ensure the safety of those persons conducting the search except as 
provided in subsection (4)(c) of this section. 


(d) When a strip search or a body cavity search of a prisoner is 
conducted, it should include a thorough visual check for birthmarks,

(5) "Day room" means a multipurpose area separate and distinct 
from a sleeping area, but adjacent thereto, designed primarily for pris- 
oner leisure time activity exclusive of physical exercise activity. 

(6) "Detention facility" means a facility. operated by a governing 
unit primarily designed, staffed and used for the temporary housing of 
adult persons charged with a criminal offense prior to trial or sentenc- 
ing and for the housing of adult persons for purposes of punishment 
and correction after sentencing or persons serving terms not to exceed 
ninety days. 

(7) "Dormitory" means a secured sleeping and living area occupied 
by more than one prisoner. 

(8) "Governing unit" means the city and/or county or any combi- 
nation of cities and/or counties responsible for the operation, supervi- 
sion, and maintenance of a jail. 

(9) "Holding facility" means a facility operated by a governing unit 
primarily designed, staffed and used for the temporary housing of 
adult persons charged with a criminal offense prior to trial or sentenc- 
ing and for the temporary housing of such persons during or after trial 
and/or sentencing, but in no instance shall the housing exceed thirty 
days. 

(10) "Jail" means any holding, detention, or correctional facility as 
defined herein, or any farm, camp, or work release facility established 
and operated i in conjunction with a jail. 

(11) "Living area" includes single cells, dormitories, day. room area 
and leisure time activity space. 
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(12) "Major urban” refers to a county or combination of counties 
which contains a city having a population greater than twenty-six 
thousand based on the 1978 projections of the office of financial 
management. 

(13) "Medium urban” refers to a county or combination of counties 
which contains a city having a population equal to or greater than ten 
thousand but less than twenty-six thousand based on the 1978 projec- 
tions of the office of financial management. 

(14) "Public records" include any writing or recording which con- 
tains information relating to the conduct of government or the per- 
formance of any governmental or proprietary function prepared, 
owned, used, or returned by any state or local agency regardless of its 
physical form or characteristics. 

(15) "Rural" refers to a county or combination of counties which 
does not contain a city having a population of more than ten thousand 
based on the 1978 projections of the office of financial management. 

(16) "Single cell" means a secured sleeping area occupied by only 
one prisoner, and which is physically and visually separated from other 
prisoner sleeping areas on three of its four sides. 

(17) "Communicable disease" means micro-organisms that are eas- 
ily transferable from one body to another creating a condition which 
must be reported to the health department. 

(18) "Work release program" means a program of scheduled release 
from the physical confines of a city or county jail, special detention fa- 
cility or work release center for the purpose of employment, seeking 
employment or school. 

(19) "Work release facility" means any building or designated por- 
tion of a building primarily designed, staffed, and used for the housing 
of persons participating in a work release program. 

(20) "Leisure time activity space" means day room area, program 
area and exercise area. 

(21) "Special detention facility" means a minimum security facility 
operated by a governing unit primarily designed, staffed, and used for 
the housing of special populations of sentenced persons who do not re- 
quire the level of security normally provided in detention and correc- 
tional facilities including, but not necessarily limited to, persons 
convicted of offenses under RCW 46.61.502 or 46.61.504. 

(22) "Substantially remodeled" means significant alterations made 
to the physical plant of a jail to conform with the physical plant 
standards. 


(23) "Strip search" means having a person remove or arrange some 
or all of his or her clothing so as to permit an inspection of the geni- 
tals, buttocks, anus or undergarments of a person or breasts of a fe- 
male person. Neither inspection of undergarments, once removed by 
the prisoner, nor observation of the prisoner during clothing exchange 
or showering shall be deemed a strip search.

(1) College districts that choose to offer contractual ed-

(2) Contractual educational courses or services may 
be offered when a district makes a determination that it 
is not reasonably feasible for financial or other reasons, 
to offer such courses or services as a part of the regular 
curriculum. Upon making such determination, the dis- 
trict may offer such courses or services and shall limit 
participation therein to employees, agents, or members 
of the particular entity. 

(3) Contractual educational courses or services are 
those instructional courses which may be provided to 
meet special instructional needs of military, corporate, or 
other governmental or private entities where enrollments 
will be limited to the membership of the entity and in- 
cludes administrative, organizational, research, public 
service or program development services of the college 
district. 

(4) Any enrollments generated through contracts for 
educational courses or services developed pursuant to 
this regulation shall be ((appropriatety—designated—so 

)) excluded from 
the official enrollment level of the college so that there 
will not be any state funding for such courses or services. 

(5) The special fee charged for any such contractual 
educational course or service shall be retained by the 
college district to defray the cost of such course or serv- 
ice and may be used for the general operations and 
maintenance of the college district. 

(6) The special fees charged pursuant to this regula- 
tion shall be sufficient to offset the full instructional 
costs of offering the course or service. Calculation of the 
full instructional cost level shall include all direct and 
indirect costs such as those for salaries and related ben- 
efits; supplies, public information; business services for 
budgeting, auditing, financial reporting, purchasing, 
payroll, and cashiering; mail service, postage, telephone; 
admissions; registration; data processing; and mainte- 
nance of any public facilities used.

(c) Has not attended an institution of higher educa- 
tion during the six-month period immediately prior to 
the first day of instruction, other than pursuant to this 
section; 
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(d) Is not receiving or eligible to receive unemploy- 
ment compensation funded by federal, state matching, or 
trade readjustment benefit sources; 

(e) Has a monthly household income below four hun- 
dred sixty-five dollars for a single person and an addi- 
tional one hundred thirty dollars for each additional 
household member or the successor values to these 
amounts as may be subsequently established by the de- 
partment of social and health services as need standards 
for assistance determination purposes; 

(f) Has been or will have been unemployed for at least 
six months prior to the first day of instruction or is un- 
deremployed as evidenced by monthly income for the 
preceding six-month period below the level established 
in (e) of this subsection. 

(3) Enrollments made pursuant to this section shall be 
on a space available basis. 

(4) No new course sections shall be created as a result 
of enrollments based on waivers authorized by this 
section. 

(5) Enrollment information on students registered 
pursuant to this section shall be maintained separately 
from other enrollment information and shall not be in- 
cluded in official enrollment reports, nor be considered in 
any enrollment statistics which would affect budgetary 
determinations.

The public members shall be residents of the 
state and appointed by the governor, subject to confirmation by the 
senate, on the basis of their interest or expertise in the provision of 
higher education and the financing of higher education. The public 
members of the authority shall serve for terms of four years. The ini- 
tial terms of the public members shall be staggered in a manner deter- 
mined by the governor. In the event of a vacancy on the authority due 
to death, resignation, or removal of one of the public members, and 
upon the expiration of the term of any public member, the governor 
shall appoint a successor for a term expiring on the fourth anniversary 
of the successor's date of the appointment. If any of the state offices 
are abolished, the resulting vacancy on the authority shall be filled by 
the state officer who shall succeed substantially to the power and duties 
of the abolished office. Any public member of the authority may be 
removed by the governor for misfeasance, malfeasance, wilful neglect 
of duty, or any other cause after notice and a public hearing, unless 
such notice and hearing shall be expressly waived in writing. 

(3) Officers. The governor shall serve as chairperson of the authori- 
ty. The authority shall elect annually one of its members as secretary. 
If the governor shall be absent from a meeting of the authority, the 
secretary shall preside. However, the governor may designate an em- 
ployee of the governor's office to act on the governor's behalf in all 
other respects during the absence of the governor at any meeting of the 
authority. If the designation is in writing and is presented to the person 
presiding at the meetings of the authority who is included in the desig- 
nation, the vote of the designee has the same effect as if cast by the 
governor. i 

(4) Authority staff: The staff of the authority shall consist of an ex- 
ecutive director and such other employees as are determined by the 
authority as necessary to fulfill its responsibilities and duties. The ex- 
ecutive director shall be the chief administrative officer of the authority 
and subject to its direction. All other staff shall be under his or her 
supervision and direction. The executive director shall keep a record of 
the proceedings of the authority and, when required by the authority, 
shall sign notes, contracts and other instruments. The executive direc- 
tor shall have custody of and be responsible for all moneys and securi- 
ties of the authority and shall deposit all such moneys forthwith in 
such banks as the authority may designate from time to time. 

(5) Administrative office: The administrative office of the authority 
shall be located at 504 E. 14th, Suite 130 Mail Stop PK-11, Olympia, 
WA 98504 which office shall be open each day for the transaction of 
business from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. (Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
holidays excepted, and except for business relating to public records, 
which is governed by WAC 253-12-050). 
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(6) Address for communications: All communications with the au- 
thority, including but not limited to the submission of materials per- 
taining to its operations and these rules, requests for copies of the 
authority's decisions and other matters, shall be addressed as follows:

NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-02-050 OPERATIONS AND PROCEDURES. (1) 
Uniform procedure rules: Practice and procedure in and before the au- 
thority are governed by the uniform procedural rules codified in the 
Washington Administrative Code, WAC 1-08-005 through 1—08—590, 
as now or hereafter amended, which rules the authority adopts as its 
own, subject to any additional rules the authority may add from time 
to time. The authority reserves the right to make whatever determina- 
tion is fair and equitable should any question not covered by its rules 
come before the authority, said determination to be in accordance with 
the spirit and intent of the law. 

(2) Authority meetings: The meetings of the authority shall all be 
"regular" or "special meetings" as those designations are applied in 
chapter 42.30 RCW. They may be called at any time and place by the 
chairman or a majority of the members of the authority. Notice of all 
special meetings shall be given by delivering personally or by mail to 
each member a written notice specifying the time and place of the 
meeting and a copy of the agenda prepared by the executive director in 
consultation with the chairman, and by giving such notice to the public 
as may be required by law. If an emergency is deemed to exist, the 
chairman may shorten the notice period to not less than twenty-four 
hours. An executive session may be called by the chairman or by a 
majority of all members of the authority to consider the appointment, 
employment or dismissal of an officer or employee, and such other 
matters as are permitted by RCW 42.30.110. 

(3) Quorum: Four members shall constitute a quorum, and the act 
of a majority of the members present at any meeting, if there is a 
quorum, shall be deemed the act of the authority except as specified 
hereafter in subsection (7) of this section. 

(4) Chairperson's or secretary's voting rights: The chairperson or the 
chairperson's designee and the secretary shall have the right to vote on 
all matters before the authority, just as any other authority member. 

(5) Minutes of meetings: Minutes shall be kept of the proceedings of 
the authority. 

(6) Rules of order: The authority shall generally follow Robert's 
Rules of Order, newly revised, in conducting its business meetings. 

(7) Form of authority action: The authority may act on the basis of 
a motion except when authorizing issuance of bonds pursuant to WAC 
253-16-070 and when otherwise taking official and formal action with 
respect to the creation of special funds and the issuance and sale of 
bonds for a project of a participant, in which case the authority shall 
act by resolution. Such resolutions shall be adopted upon the affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the members of the authority and shall be 
signed by a majority of the members of the authority. Motions shall be 
adopted upon the affirmative vote of a majority of a quorum of mem- 
bers present at any meeting. All bonds and coupons shall bear either 
the manual or the facsimile signatures of the governor and executive 
director. 

(8) Public participation in the meetings of the authority shall be as 
follows: 

(a) Any person or organization wishing to make a formal presenta- 
tion at a scheduled meeting of the authority shall so notify the execu- 
tive director in writing at least seventeen days prior to the time of the 
meeting. The authority or executive director may waive the seventeen— 
day notice period in the event the proposed presentation is of critical 
importance to the operation of the authority. 

(i) Such notification shall contain the name of the person, associa- 
tion, corporation or organization that desires to make a presentation; 
the address of such person and, if applicable, the address of the entity 
to be represented in the presentation; and the topic to be presented or 
discussed. 

(ii) Permission to make a presentation to the authority shall be 
granted by the executive director as authorized by the authority. 

(iii) Confirmation of permission to make a presentation to the au- 
thority shall be made, if at all possible, by the authority staff prior to 
the meeting of the authority and shall include the date and time of the 
meeting and time set for the formal presentation. 

(b) The presiding officer of the authority shall have the discretion to 
recognize anyone in the audience who indicates in writing at the time 
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of the meeting a desire to speak at such meeting, provided that re- 
marks by any individual person shall be limited to five minutes unless a 
time extension is granted by the presiding officer.

The purpose of this chapter shall 
be to ensure compliance by the Washington higher education facilities 
authority with the provisions of RCW 42.17.250 through 42.17.340, 
dealing with public records.

WAC 253-12-020 DEFINITIONS. (1) "Public record" includes 
any writing containing information relating to the conduct of govern- 
ment or the performance of any governmental or propriety function 
prepared, owned, used or retained by any state or local agency, re- 
gardless of physical form or characteristics. 

(2) "Writing" means handwriting, typewriting, printing, photostat- 
ing, photographing and every other means of recording any form of 
communication or representation, including letters, words, pictures, 
sounds or symbols, or any combination thereof, and all papers, maps, 
magnetic or paper tapes, photographic films and prints, magnetie or 
punched cards, discs, drums and other documents. 

(3) "Washington higher education facilities authority" and "author- 
ity" each refers to that state agency described in WAC 247-02-030.

WAC 253-12-040 PUBLIC RECORDS OFFICER. The author- 
ity's public records shall be under the charge of the public records offi- 
cer designated by the executive director of the authority. The person so 
designated shall be located in the administrative office of the authority. 
The public records officer shall be responsible for implementing the 
authority's rules and regulations regarding release of public records, 
coordinating the staff of the authority in this regard and generally en- 
suring compliance by the staff with the public records disclosure re- 
quirements of chapter 42.17 RCW.

In 
accordance with the requirements of chapter 42.17 RCW that agencies 
prevent unreasonable invasion of privacy, that they protect public re- 
cords from damage or disorganization and that they prevent excessive 
interference with essential functions of the agency, public records may 
be inspected or copied or copies of such records may be obtained by 
members of the public upon compliance with the following procedures: 
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A request shall be made in writing upon a form prescribed by the 
authority, which form shall be available at its administrative office. 
The form shall be presented by the public records officer, or to any 
member of the authority's staff if the public records officer is not 
available, at the administrative office of the authority during the office 
hours specified in WAC 253-12-050. The request shall include the 
following information: 

(1) The name of the person requesting the record; 

(2) The time of day and całendar date on which the request was 
made; 

(3) The nature of the request; 

(4) If the matter requested is referenced within the current index 
maintained by the public records officer, a reference to the requested 
record as it is described in such current index; 

(5) If the requested matter is not identifiable by reference to the 
authority's current index, an appropriate description of the record 
requested. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-12-070 COPYING. No fee shall be charged for the 
inspection of public records. The authority shall charge a fee of twen- 
ty-five cents per page of copy for providing copies of public records 
and for use of the authority's copying equipment. This charge is the 
amount necessary to reimburse the authority for its actual costs inci- 
dent to such copying. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-12-080 EXEMPTIONS AND DENIALS ОҒ RE- 
QUESTED PUBLIC RECORDS. (1) The authority reserves the right 
to determine that a public record requested in accordance with the 
procedures outlined in WAC 253-12-060 is exempt under the provi- 
sions of RCW 42.17.310. 

(2) In addition, pursuant to RCW 42.17.260, the authority reserves 
the right to delete identifying details when it makes available or pub- 
lishes any public record in any cases when there is reason to believe 
that disclosure of such details would be an invasion of personal privacy 
protected by chapter 42.17 RCW. The public records officer will fully 
justify such deletion in writing. 

(3) All denials of requests for public records must be accompanied 
by a written statement specifying the reason for authorizing the with- 
holding of the record and a brief explanation of how the exemption 
applies to the record withheld. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-12-090 REVIEW OF DENIALS OF PUBLIC RE- 
CORDS REQUESTS. (1) Any person who objects to the denial of a 
request for a public record may petition for prompt review of such de- 
cision by tendering a written request for review. The written request 
shall specifically refer to the written statement by the public records 
officer or other staff member which constituted or accompanied the 
denial. 

(2) Immediately after receiving a written request for review of a de- 
cision denying a public record, the public records officer or other staff 
member denying the request shall refer it to the executive director of 
the authority. The executive director may request that a special meet- 
ing of the authority be called as soon as legally possible to review the 
denial. In any case, the request shall be returned with a final decision 
within two business days following the original denial. 

(3) Administrative remedies shall not be considered exhausted until 
the authority has returned the petition with a decision or until the 
close of the second business day following denial of inspection, which- 
ever occurs first. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-12-100 PROTECTION OF PUBLIC RECORDS. In 
order that public records maintained on the premises of the authority 
may be protected from damage or disorganization as required by 
chapter 42.17 RCW, the following procedures and practices are hereby 
instituted: 

(1) Upon receipt of a request by a member of the public for a public 
record, the public records officer or the staff member in the authority's 
office receiving the request shall review the request for a public record 
and the requested public record to determine whether deletions from 
such record should be made or the request for such record should be 
denied pursuant to WAC 253-12-080. 
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(2) Only after a determination has been made that all or such por- 
tion of a public record as is not deleted may be inspected shall such 
public record or portion thereof be made available for inspection by a 
member of the public. 

(3) Only the staff and members of the authority may open authority 
files to gain access to authority records for either authority business or 
to respond to a request for a public record. 

(4) No public record of the authority may be taken from the prem- 
ises of the authority by a member of the public. 

(5) Public inspection of authority records shall be done only in such 
locations as are approved by the public records officer, which locations 
must provide an opportunity for authority staff members to ensure that 
no public record of the authority is damaged, destroyed, unreasonably 
disorganized or removed from its proper location or order by a member 
of the public. 

(6) Public records of the authority may be copied only on the copy- 
ing machines of the authority unless other arrangements are author- 
ized by the public records officer.

WAC 253-12-101 RECORDS INDEX. (1) The authority shall 
establish a current index which provides identifying information as to 
the following records issued, adopted or promulgated since its 
inception: ` 

(a) Final opinions, including concurring and dissenting opinions, as 
well as orders, made in the adjudication of cases; 

(b) Those statements of policy and interpretations of policy statute 
and the constitution which have been adopted by the authority; 

(c) Administrative staff manuals and instructions to staff that affect 
a member of the public; 

(d) Planning policies and goals, and interim and final planning 
decisions; 

(e) Factual staff reports and studies, factual consultants' reports and 
studies, scientific reports and studies, and reports or surveys, whether 
conducted by public employees or others; and 

(f) Correspondence, and materials referred to therein, by and with 
the commission relating to any regulatory, supervisory or enforcement 
responsibilities of the authority whereby the authority determines, or 
opines upon, or is asked to determine or opine upon the rights of the 
state, the public, a subdivision of state government or any private 
party. 

(2) The current index promulgated by the authority shall be avail- 
able to all persons under the same rules and on the same conditions as 
are applied to public records available for inspection.

WAC 253-16-010 PURPOSE. The purpose of this chapter shall 
be to set forth the procedures pursuant to which the authority deter- 
mines those higher education institutions to which the authority will 
give financial assistance. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-020 DEFINITIONS. (1) "Applicant" means a 
participant which submits an application to the authority. 

(2) "Application" means a formal request for the providing of bonds 
for the financing of a higher education institution by the authority, in à 
format and containing such information as the authority shall specify 
in these rules or in the application instructions and which is signed and 
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sworn to by a representative designated by formal action of the appli- 
cant's governing board or equivalent. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-030 APPLICATIONS FOR FINANCIAL AS- 
SISTANCE. Because the needs of higher education institutions in the 
state vary substantially, no application forms shall be provided by the 
authority. However, an applicant should furnish the following infor- 
mation to the authority, where applicable, with its request for financial 
assistance, and such other information as is deemed pertinent by the 
applicant or the executive director of the authority: 

(1) Identification of applicant: 

(a) Legal name and address of applicant; 

(b) Names, titles, and telephone numbers of chief executive officer, 
chief financial officer, and person assigned responsibility for liaison 
with the authority; 

(c) Names, addresses, and telephone numbers of applicant's legal 
counsel, outside accounting firm, and financial consultant or invest- 
ment banking firm (if any); 

(d) Description of applicant's legal structure (e.g., private nonprofit 
corporation). Describe type and ownership of stock, if any; how assets 
held and by whom; and attach copies of articles of incorporation or 
similar documentation; 

(e) Copy of IRS determination of 501(c)(3) status; 

(f) Accreditation status and name and address of accrediting body. 

(2) Project for which financial assistance is sought (if applicable): 

(a) Amount and requested terms of repayment for financing sought; 

(b) Description of project to be accomplished with authority finan- 
cial assistance; 

(c) Current status of planning for project and dates proposed for (i) 
completion of drawings for project, if necessary (attach copies if com- 
pleted); (ii) filing of environmental impact statement, if necessary; (iii) 
entry into construction contract; and (iv) completion or occupancy; 

(d) Cost of project (including simple breakdown of costs of general 
construction, site work, utilities, equipment, land acquisition, archi- 
tects' and other fees, contingency, interim interest, other); 

(e) Sources of funds for payment of project costs and dates of ex- 
pected receipt (assistance from authority, interim financing, grants, 
funds on hand, interest and profit on interim investment of construc- 
tion funds, other); 

(f) Amount of projected revenues to be derived from project, the 
sources of such revenues, when expected to begin, and a three-year 
projection; 

(g) Feasibility studies on project, if any (attach copy if one has been 
completed); 

(h) Proposed security for authority-issued bonds; 

(i) Contracts or preliminary arrangements with planners, architects, 
consultants, investment banking firm, if any, regarding project. 

(3) Debt to be refinanced with authority assistance (if applicable): 

(a) Amount, date, maturity or maturities, interest rate or rates, pre- 
payment penalties, if any, debt service and form of applicant's existing 
debt to be refinanced; 

(b) Source of revenue for payment of existing debt, security for debt 
and rating, if any, assigned to debt instruments at time of debt 
issuance; 

(c) Holder of debt (if ascertainable); 

(d) Any negative debt service payment history; 

(e) Proposed security for new authority-issued debt; 

(f) Proposed date schedule for accomplishing debt refinancing. 

(4) Finances of applicant: 

(a) Audited (if audited) financial statements for past three years; 

(b) Latest current financial statement; 

(c) Current year's budget of revenues, expenses and capital 
expenditures; 

(d) Projection of revenues, expenses, capital expenditures for next 
three-five years, including revenues and expenses of proposed project 
(if applicable); 

(e) Description of long-term debts of applicant, if not already given 
above, including date incurred, by whom held, debt service schedule, 
interest rate, form of debt, source of revenues for repayment, security 
for repayment; 

(f) Sources of institution revenues (tuition, grants, etc.) and approx- 
imate dollar volumes and percentages of total revenues for each source 
in last three years. 

(5) Student populations: 

(a) Fall FTE enrollment for each of the preceding three years as 
well as projections for each of the next three to five years; 
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(b) Number of freshmen and transfer students who have registered 
at the institution in each of the preceding three years as well as pro- 
jections for each of the next three to five years; 

(c) Number of applications completed for admission as a freshman 
or transfer student in each of the past three years. 

(6) General: 

(a) Pending or threatened litigation or administrative actions with 
potential of material adverse effect on applicant; 

(b) Brief description of existing institution facilities and location of 
such facilities; 

(c) Brief description of institution expansion plans, if any, in next 
ten years; 

(d) Estimate of aggregate savings over the life of the proposed fi- 
nancing to be realized by applicant through authority financing by 
tax-exempt bonds as compared to financing through taxable obliga- 
tions. Specify interest assumptions on which savings calculations based; 

(e) Other information the authority or the applicant deem necessary 
and important. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-040 FEES. (1) Authorization to charge fees: The 
authority, pursuant to chapter 28B.07 RCW, shall require applicants 
to pay fees and charges to the authority to provide it with funds for 
expenses of issuance and sale of bonds, and other charges for services 
provided by the authority in connection with projects undertaken, as 
well as the operating and administrative expenses of the authority. In 
accordance with this authorization, an applicant shall pay to the au- 
thority such fees and charges as are necessary to meet any and all ex- 
penses incurred by the authority in connection with the processing of 
the application of the applicant, together with an annual service fee to 
defray expenses of the authority in administering and servicing the fi- 
nancing provided to the applicant and other allocable expenses of the 
authority. The authority shall assess an annual fee of one-tenth of one 
percent of the outstanding and unredeemed bonds of each applicant. 
The initial annual fee shall be paid to the authority on the date of 
closing of each tax exempt note or bond issue and in every anniversary 
date thereafter: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the authority by an 
adopted motion may set a different fee schedule and may waive or 
credit all or any part of the annual or application fee. 

(2) Fee obligations of the applicants: An applicant shall submit with 
its application an initial remittance of: (a) A three thousand seven 
hundred fifty dollar fee which shall accompany each application for a 
bond anticipation note; or (b) a seven thousand five hundred dollar fee 
which shall accompany all other applications for assistance. The au- 
thority shall, in its discretion make the final determination whether any 
application is for a bond anticipation note. The applicant shall pay 
such fees and charges as they are billed to it from time to time by the 
authority. These expenses may be reimbursed to the applicants from 
the bond proceeds if financing is consummated. In addition, the appli- 
cation shall contain an appropriate legal commitment to indemnify the 
authority against any expenses or costs incurred by it in connection 
with the processing of the applicant's application and the completion of 
any project or plan and system subsequently approved and undertaken 
by the authority, as well as to pay the authority an annual service fee 
to defray expenses of the authority in administering and servicing the 
financing provided to the applicant and other allocable expenses of the 
authority, which annual fee shall be imposed so long as financing is 
being provided by the authority to the applicant. 

(3) Refund of excess fees: The authority may from time to time, at 
its discretion refund any surplus fees paid or deposited by an applicant 
or participant which the authority believes exceeds the actual applica- 
tion-processing expenses and authority-determined pro rata adminis- 
trative and operating costs of the authority. 

(4) AII the costs and expenses of the authority shall be paid from 
fees assessed pursuant to this section. No moneys of the state of 
Washington shall be expended for such purposes. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-050 PROCESSING OF APPLICATION. An ap- 
plication will be reviewed by the executive director and such authority 
staff as he or she determines. Upon completion of authority staff 
analysis and recommendations, such staff analysis and recommenda- 
tions and the application shall be presented to the authority for appro- 
priate action.

WAC 253-16-060 PRIORITIES REGARDING APPLICANT 
FUNDING. The authority will process higher educational facility ap- 
plications for assistance in the order of thcir date of receipt. The date 
of receipt shall be the date the higher education facility application to- 
gether with the application fee is received by the authority at its office. 

The authority reserves the right to change priorities and scheduling 
when the authority determines that a "first come, first served" priority 
scheduling is detrimental to the sale of another higher educational fa- 
cility's bond issue or when conditions of health and safety or public 
benefit require a different priority. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-070 AUTHORITY ACTION ON APPLICA- 
TIONS. (1) The authority shall meet to review and consider the staff 
analysis and recommendations and the application. 

(2) The authority may approve an application where it determines: 

(a) It is necessary or advisable for the benefit of the higher educa- 
tion system for the authority to provide financing for the proposed 
project; 

(b) The applicant can reasonably be expected to achieve successful 
completion of the higher education facilities to be financed by the 
authority; 

(c) The proposed project and the issuance of bonds by the authority 
for such project are economically feasible and can be undertaken on 
terms economically satisfactory to the authority; 

(d) The proposed higher education facility, if completed as described 
in the application, will carry out the purposes and policies of the act; 

(e) The applicant has reasonably satisfied the requirements of the 
act and these regulations; and 

(f) Other criteria that the authority has determined are appropriate 
factors in its decision-making process have been met. 

(3) The authority may approve an application on a conditional basis 
where the criteria of subsection (2) of this section have been met and 
pending satisfaction of such other conditions or requirements as the 
authority shall determine to be reasonable and necessary in order to 
carry out the purposes, policies and requirements of the act and these 
regulations. The applicant shall be notified in writing of such condi- 
tions or requirements, which may include, but need not be limited to, 
the amendment of an application or proposed bond resolution in order 
to meet the availability of funds, changes in costs, or other purposes or 
circumstances which may enhance the ability of the authority or the 
applicant to complete the project or better serve the purposes and poli- 
cies of the act. Upon the satisfaction of such additional conditions or 
requirements, the application shall be deemed approved pursuant to 
subsection (2) of this section. 

(4) The authority may also deny an application; in such event, it 
shall notify the applicant of such action, specifying in writing the rea- 
sons for its denial. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 253-16-090 SELECTION OF INVESTMENT BANK- 
ING FIRMS AS UNDERWRITERS. (1) The authority shall main- 
tain an approved list of underwriters which it deems qualified to act as 
manager or co-manager on an authority bond issue. The applicants 
may select an investment banking firm as senior managing underwriter 
for its proposed financing, from this authority maintained list. Howev- 
er, such selection must be approved by the authority. In every instance, 
the senior manager selected must be able to demonstrate a familiarity, 
competence and experience in the sale and structuring of higher edu- 
cational facility bond financing. The applicant shall not enter into any 
contractual agreement with an underwriter not on the approved list 
until written approval has been granted by the authority. 

(2) To provide balanced management knowledge and sale distribu- 
tion and to assure the most realistic bond terms and interest, the au- 
thority reserves the right to name investment banking firms as co- 
managers of any authority bond issue(s). The authority will not name 
an investment banking firm or firms as a co-managing underwriter or 
co-managing underwriters on bond issues of less than ten million dol- 
lars unless the authority determines that special circumstances so re- 
quire. On each issue aggregating more than ten million dollars the 
authority may name a co-manager or co-managers. On each issue ag- 
gregating more than twenty million dollars the authority may name 
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two or more co-managers. The authority will also review and approve 
the division of the management fee in each instance where a co-man- 
ager is named. While the authority will actually select the co-manag- 
ers, it will consider recommendations from the applicant as to the 
selection of any co-manager or co- managers. In each instance, the ap- 
plicant will be given a written notification fifteen days prior to the au- 
thority's actual designation of an investment banking firm or firms as a 
co-manager on a particular bond issue. 

All compensation of the senior and co-managing underwriters, 
members of any underwriting syndicate, and placement agents Shall be 
contingent upon the successful issuance and payment for the obliga- 
tions and shall be paid from the proceeds of the sale or through the 
underwriting spread. The amount of the compensation for all such 
parties shall be determined by the authority, after considering the rec- 
ommendations of the participant. 

(3) Each senior or co-manager firm selected must be able to dem- 
onstrate current competence and experience in the structuring and sale 
of higher educational facility bond financing. In addition the senior 
manager or co-manager firm must meet the following minimum 
standards: 

(a) The firm must have a minimum equity capital of twenty million 
dollars; and 

(b) The firm must currently possess the competence and ability to 
underwrite a higher education facility bond issue by demonstrating, 
among other things, that the firm or it's key underwriting personnel 
have either managed or co-managed two higher educational facility 
bond issues within the last three calendar years; or 

(c) The firm has served as a credit facility for a higher education 
facility within the past three years; or 

(d) The firm meets other criteria as the authority may adopt from 
time to time which establish a firms ability to prepare for issuance, 
underwrite and market bonds to be issued by the authority. 

In all cases the firm should be familiar with higher educational fa- 
cility financing in Washington state. 

(4) For private placements the applicants may select a firm as 
placement agent for its proposed financing, subject to review and ap- 
proval by the authority. In every instance, the placement agent selected 
must be able to demonstrate a familiarity with, and competence and 
experience in, the structuring and sale of higher education facility 
bonds. The applicant shall notify the authority in writing of its pro- 
posed placement agent selection fifteen days prior to the date it intends 
to enter into a formal contractual agreement. The authority will notify 
the applicant of its acceptance or rejection of the applicant's placement 
agent selection no later than ten days after receipt of the applicant's 
notification. If rejected, the authority will set forth the reasons for re- 
jection, and the applicant will then propose another placement agent 
subject to authority approval in the same manner. The authority shall, 
in its discretion, make the final determination whether an issue is a 
private placement.

WAC 253-16-100 SELECTION OF BOND COUNSEL. Тһе

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Any firm or attorney wishing to be considered for the initial roster 
or added to the roster shall provide the background, expertise, profes- 
sional standing and a listing of approving bond counsel opinions previ- 
ously written to the authority for its consideration in adding the firm's 
or attorney's name to the roster of bond counsel. 

Law firms or attorneys may submit to the authority at any time the 
request to be included on the roster of approved bond counsel. 

Before beginning the selection process for bond counsel from the 
approved roster, the authority will give notice of its intention to select 
bond counsel. Each firm or attorney listed on the approved roster will 
be asked to submit a proposal, including a fee schedule for providing 
bond counsel services if such proposal and fee schedule would be dif- 
ferent from that previously submitted to the authority for establishing 
the approved roster. The authority when making the initial selection 
will review the submissions, determine the relative expertise of those 
who wish to be selected, and will review the fee schedule and whether 
the firm believes that a test case or litigation is necessary prior to the 
issuance of the bonds. The authority has wide discretion in selecting 
the attorney or attorneys or bond firm it considers to be most appro- 
priate to provide the services, but in exercise of this discretion the au- 
thority shall consider all submitted fee schedules and the public 
interest in achieving the issuance of bonds on terms most favorable to 
the authority. 

The authority will select initial bond counsel for up to a two-year 
period. Once every two calendar years the authority may select an at- 
torney or bond firm to serve as new bond counsel, but the authority 
may retain an attorney for longer than two years when necessary to 
complete work on a particular bond issue. An attorney previously se- 
lected may be selected again, but the authority will provide other at- 
torneys or bond counsel on the roster with an opportunity to be 
selected prior to this action being taken.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 261-14-010 PURPOSE. This chapter is adopted by the 
Washington State Hospital Commission pursuant to RCW 70.39 as 
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amended by laws of 1984, Chapter 288, Sections 14, 15, and 18. These 
sections relate to hospital policies for charity care and residual bad 
debt, including admission practices, and the compilation and measure- 
ment of the level of charity care services provided by hospitals. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 261-14-020 DEFINITIONS. As used in this chapter, un- 
less the context requires otherwise, 

(1) "Commission" means the Washington State Hospital Commis- 
sion created by Chapter 70.39 RCW; 

(2) "Hospital" means any health care institution which is required 
to qualify for a license under RCW 70.41.020(2); or as a psychiatric 
hospital under Chapter 71.12 RCW, but shall not include beds utilized 
by a comprehensive cancer center for cancer research, or any health 
care institution conducted for those who rely primarily upon treatment 
by prayer or spiritual means in accordance with the creed or tenets of 
any church or denomination; 

(3) "Manual" means the Washington State Hospital Commission's 
Accounting and Reporting Manual for Hospitals, adopted under WAC 
261-20-030. 

(4) "Indigent Persons” shall mean those patients who аге unable to 
pay for hospital services or to pay deductibles or coinsurance amounts 
required by a third-party payer, in full or in part. 

(5) "Charity Care" means necessary hospital health care rendered 
to indigent persons, to the extent that the persons are unable to pay for 
the care or to pay deductibles or coinsurance amounts required by a 
third-party payer, as determined by the Commission. 

(6) "Residual Bad Debt" shall mean uncollectible amounts arising 
from patients' unwillingness to pay for hospital services. 

(7) "Region" means one of the health service areas established pur- 
suant to RCW 70.38.085, except that King County shall be considered 
as a separate region. 

(8) "Regional Average" shall mean the median based on descending 
rank order of individual hospital charity care provided by hospitals 
within a region. 

(9) "Gross Income" shall mean the total amount of money income a 
person or family receives in a given period of time, defined in this 
chapter as one month. 

(10) "Net Worth" shall mean the difference between liquid plus 
nonliquid assets and liabilities or other claims against assets. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 261-14-030 REPORTING REQUIREMENTS. (1) Hos- 
pitals shall submit a policy statement identifying guidelines used to 
identify persons eligible for charity care by March 31, 1985. All modi- 
fications to such policies shall be submitted to the Commission within 
thirty days after adoption. 

(2) The hospital policies must be consistent with the eligibility 
guidelines and criteria established by the Commission. These criteria 
are found in Appendix G of the Manual, "HFMA Principles and 
Practices Board Statement 2 Defining Charity Service as Contrasted to 
Bad Debts". 

(3) Hospitals shall submit policies on reasonable and uniform stand- 
ards for procedures to collect the unpaid portions of hospital charges 
that are the patient's responsibility. All modifications to such policies 
shall be submitted to the Hospital Commission within thirty days after 
adoption. 

(4) Hospitals shall compile data on charity care provided, as defined 
by this chapter, beginning April 1, 1985. Data shall be transmitted to 
the Commission by July 15, 1985, covering the period of April 1, 1985 
through June 30, 1985. Thereafter, quarterly data transmissions, due 
by the 15th of each month following each quarter, shall be sent to the 
Commission. Report formats will be prescribed by the Commission. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 261-14-040 STANDARDS FOR ACCEPTABILITY OF 
HOSPITAL CHARITY CARE POLICIES AND POLICIES FOR 
RESIDUAL BAD DEBTS. (1) Hospitals shall consider all of the 
guidelines and criteria for determining charity care adopted under 
WAC 261-14-030(2). 

(2) The following three eligibility standards must be included in de- 
termination of patient charity care eligibility: 

(a) Gross Income: The income standard shall be 125 percent of the 
cost of living for low-income families in Washington State, an index 
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developed by the Department of Social and Health Services. This in- 
dex will be supplied by the Hospital Commission to hospitals by Janu- 
ary I, 1985. Annual revisions to this index are published in the WAC, 
in July of each year. They will be provided to hospitals by the begin- 
ning of each calendar year. , 

(b) Net Worth: Determination of net worth, the difference between 
assets and liabilities, must be substantiated by documentation. 

(c) Family Size Income Adjustment: The DSHS equivalence scales 
for families with children and adult households must be the standard 
to adjust family incomes for number and age of family members. 

Reporting charity care: Ability to pay shall be the sole criterion to 
distinguish between bad debt and charity care accounts. To the extent 
possible, such determination must be made prior to admission. 

(3) Hospitals shall develop policies and procedures for an integrated 
system of accounts receivable management including written opera- 
tions manuals to support hospital collection policies by March 31, 
1985. Manuals must cover procedures for preadmission, admission, 
discharge, outpatient registration and discharge, billing, and credit and 
collections. Manuals shall be available for inspection by the 
Commission.

If a cosmetology applicant passes the manicurist examination, a 
manicurist license will be issued upon request. There will be no refund 
of fees for separate licenses issued. If both barber and manicurist li- 
censes are requested, an additional fee for a manicurist license will be 
required. 

Applicants for cosmetology instructor license will be required to ob- 
tain a 90 percent grade on the instructor's examination. 

The instructor's examination will cover lesson planning and teaching 
techniques. The examination will consist of 200 questions with 45 per- 
cent of the questions to be on lesson planning.

CENSE. (1) A qualified veteran who submits satisfacto- 
ry proof of a service connected disability rating from the 
Veterans Administration is entitled to regular or special 
license plates issued by the Department of Licensing and 
is exempt the annual licensing fees for one personal use 
vehicle. 

Permanent registration and permanent tabs will be is- 
sued to qualified disabled American veterans and former 
prisoners of war for one vehicle exempt licensing fees: 
PROVIDED, That, emission inspection is required each 
year in the inspection areas, personalized license plate 
renewal fee is required each year, and propane powered 
vehicles are subject to annual propane fee. 

Confirmation of eligibility from the Veterans Admin- 
istration must be sent to the Department of Licensing 
with the initial application. Verification of vision cor- 
rectable to less than 20/200 may be provided by an op- 
thalmologist or optometrist. 

"Exempt annual licensing fees" means waiver of ex- 
cise tax, basic fee, gross weight fee, special fee and per- 
mit fee only. 

(2) If the free veterans license is switched from one 
vehicle to another, replacement plate fee, full license and 
excise fees for twelve months will be required on the ve- 
hicle from which exemption is being removed. A new 
expiration date is to be established beginning with the 
first day of the month in which the exemption is 
switched to another vehicle. If, however, the vehicle 
from which the exemption is being removed, is turned in 
to a dealer for resale, fees need not be collected until the 
vehicle is sold to a new owner. The registration period 
will begin on the first day of the month in which appli- 
cation for the new owner is submitted. 

(3) The veteran must be a registered or co-registered 
owner of a vehicle for which veterans licensure is 
granted. 

(4) If a vehicle which was issued a free veterans li- 
cense is sold, full excise and license fees must be paid by 
the purchaser at time of title transfer.

STREAM OBSTRUCTION HEARINGS PROCEDURE 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-010 APPLICATION. In accordance with chapter 
34.04 RCW, this chapter is applicable to and governs decisions by the 
director under RCW 75.20.060 and 75.20.061. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-020 PURPOSE. The purpose of this chapter is to 
provide for an administrative hearing after the department has alleged 
that an obstruction exists and has proposed a method for removing the 
obstructici. The hearing officer is directed to find all relevant facts, 
draw appropriate conclusions of law, and set forth an administrative 
decision in the form of a proposed order. This order shall set forth 
whether an obstruction within the meaning of these rules exists, and, if 
so, shall set forth means to insure free passage of fish. Such fish pas- 
sage shall be accomplished by installation of a fishway or removal of 
the obstruction as provided for in RCW 75.20.060. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-030 INVESTIGATION AND DETERMINA- 
TION. (1) Upon receiving a report of a violation of RCW 75.20.060, 
the department shall investigate the alleged obstruction. 

(2) An "obstruction" is defined, for the purposes of RCW 75.20.060, 
as a dam or other obstacle in or across a waterway that denies free 
passage of food fish at any time. An obstruction results from any of the 
following: 

(a) The inability of food fish to expeditiously discover the entrance 
to a fishway or other device installed to assist their passage. 

(b) The inability of food fish to freely pass through a fishway or 
other device provided to assist their passage. 

(c) The absence of a fishway or other device to assist the passage of 
food fish. 

(3) If the department determines that an obstruction exists, a means 
for providing free passage of fish shall be proposed. 

(4) After the department determines that an obstruction exists and 
has proposed a means for providing fish passage, notice shall be served 
as set forth in WAC 220-120-050. 

(5) No sooner than thirty days from first public notice a hearing 
shall be held as set forth in WAC 220-120-070. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-040 CONTESTED DETERMINATION. (1) 
Any person who wishes to contest the department's determination that 
an obstruction exists, to contest the means for providing fish passage 
proposed by the department, or to contest any matter related to the 
removal of the obstruction, shall do so at the administrative hearing 
provided for by this chapter. 

(2) AII contested facts and disputed points of law shall be made a 
„matter of record at the administrative hearing. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-050 NOTICE. If an obstruction, as defined in 
WAC 220-120-030, is determined by the department to exist, notice 
of the existence of the alleged obstruction, the proposed means for 
providing fish passage, and notice of the date, time, and place of hear- 
ing required to be held under WAC 220-120-020 shall be served as 
follows: 

(1) To all persons with real property interest of record in the land 
upon which the alleged obstruction is located, notice shall be served in 
the manner of a summons and complaint in a civil proceeding or by 
certified mail, return receipt requested, and shall contain the following: 

(a) A simple, plain statement of the existence of an obstruction and 
the department's proposed means for providing fish passage. 

(b) The general location of the obstruction and the legal description 
of the property upon which the obstruction exists. 

(c) A statement of the time, place, and nature of the hearing. 

(d) A statement of the legal authority and jurisdiction under which 
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the hearing is being held. 

(e) The following statement: "Any person who wishes to contest 
whether an obstruction exists as above-described, the department's 
proposed means for providing fish passage, or any related matter may 
do so at the administrative hearing above scheduled. Any person desir- 
ing to testify or present any matters at the above hearing must notify 
the department in writing at least ten days prior to the hearing date. 
The written notice shall include the name and address of the party 
testifying or presenting material together with a short, plain statement 
of the matters that they intend to present. Written notice shall be 
delivered to the following address: Washington State Department of 
Fisheries, Habitat Management Division, 115 General Administration 
Building, Olympia, Washington, 98504." 

(2) Public notice shall also be required by publication of the sum 
and substance of the notice set forth in subsection (1) of this section at 
least once a week for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the county in which the obstruction exists. 

(3) Notice consisting of the sum and substance of the notice as set 
forth in subsection (1) of this section shall also be posted at the site of 
the obstruction. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-060 VENUE. The hearing shall be held in the 
county where the alleged obstruction exists or in Thurston county, as 
determined by the department. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-070 HEARING PROCEDURE. Unless otherwise 
set forth in this chapter, the hearing procedures set forth in chapter 1— 
08 WAC shall govern administrative hearing held under this chapter. 
Where no provision of chapter 1-08 WAC applies, the civil rules pro- 
mulgated for use by the superior courts of the state of Washington 
shall govern. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-080 RULES OF EVIDENCE. (1) Rulings. The 
hearings officer, on objection or sua sponte, shall exclude all irrelevant 
or unduly repetitious evidence. All rulings upon objections to the ad- 
missibility of evidence shall be made in accordance with the rules set 
forth in this chapter. 

(2) Objections and motions to strike. Objections to the admission or 
exclusion of evidence shall be in short form, stating the legal grounds 
of objection relied upon, and the hearing transcript shall not include 
extended argument or debate. 

(3) Tentative admission/exclusion—Discontinuance—Objections. 
When objection is made to admissibility of evidence, such evidence 
may be received subject to a later ruling. The hearings officer conduct- 
ing the hearing may, either with or without objection, exclude inad- 
missable evidence or order cumulative evidence discontinued. The 
parties objecting to the introduction of evidence shall state the precise 
grounds of such objection at the time such evidence is offered. 

(4) Admissibility criteria. Subject to the other provisions of this 
chapter, all relevant evidence is admissible which, in the opinion of the 
officer conducting the hearing, is the best evidence reasonably obtain- 
able, having due regard for its necessity, availability, and trustworthi- 
ness. In passing upon the admissibility of evidence, the officer 
conducting the hearing shall give consideration to, but shall not be 
bound to follow, the rules of evidence governing civil proceedings in 
matters not involving trial by jury in the superior courts of the state of 
Washington. 

(5) Material facts. In the absence of contraverting evidence, the 
hearings officer, upon request made before or during the hearing or in 
a proposed decision may officially notice: 

(a) Hearings proceedings. The pendency of, the issues and positions 
of the parties therein, and the disposition of any proceeding then 
pending before or theretofore concluded by the hearings officer with 
regard to the present or other alleged obstructions. 

(b) Business customs. General customs and practices followed in the 
transaction of business. 

(c) Notorious facts. Facts so generally and widely known to all well 
informed persons as not to be subject to reasonable dispute, or specific 
facts which are capable of immediate and accurate demonstration by 
resort to accessible sources of generally accepted authority, including 
but not exclusively, facts stated in any publication authorized or per- 
mitted by law to be made by any federal or state agency. 
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(d) Requests or suggestions. Any party may request, or the hearings 
officer may suggest, that official notice be taken of a materiał fact, 
which shall be clearly and precisely stated orally on the record at any 
prehearing conference or oral hearing, or argument, or may make such 
request or suggestion by written notice, and pleading, motion, memo- 
randum, or brief served upon all parties at any time prior to a final 
decision. 

(e) Statement. Where an initial or final decision of the hearings ofi- 
cer rests in whole or in part upon official notice of a material fact, such 
fact shall be clearly and precisely stated in such decision. In determin- 
ing whether to take official notice of material facts, the hearings officer 
may consult any source of pertinent information, whether or not fur- 
nished as it may be by any party, and whether or not admissible under 
the rules of evidence. 

(f) Controversy. Any party may contravert a request or a suggestion 
that official notice of a material fact be taken. The controversy must be 
raised at the time official notice is requested if the request is made 
orally. If the request is made in pleadings the controversy shall appear 
in response to the pleading, or in the brief or notice in which the re- 
quest is made or suggested. If any decision is stated to rest in whole or 
in part upon official notice of a material fact which the parties have 
not had prior opportunity to contest, any party may contest such fact 
by appropriate exceptions if such notice is taken in an initial or inter- 
mediate decision or by petitioning for reconsideration if the notice of 
such fact be taken in a final report. Such contraversion shall concisely 
and clearly set forth the sources, authority, and other data relied upon 
to show the existence or nonexistence of the material fact assumed or 
denied in the decision. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-090 DISPOSITION OF  CONTESTED 
CASES—PRESENTATION OF ADDITIONAL EVIDENCE. (1) 
After the parties have rested, or upon review of the record, the hear- 
ings officer may on his own motion, or at the request of the depart- 
ment, reopen the hearing to take further testimony, evidence, or 
argument. Any such additional evidence, testimony, or argument shall 
be received subject to full opportunity for cross examination or rebut- 
tal by all parties. 

(2) The hearings officer shall provide copies of the findings of fact, 
conclusions of law, and proposed order to any person requesting a copy 
of same. 

(3) Within ten days after the hearings officer has issued his findings 
of fact, conclusions of law, and proposed order, any party may take 
written exception to them. Such exception shall be taken by delivering 
a written copy of such exception to the director. 

(4) No final decision shall be made until the director reviews all 
matters of record and all timely exceptions offered. The director may 
adopt the proposed order, modify the proposed order, or reopen the 
hearing for the purpose of taking additional evidence. 

(5) The director's final decision and order shall be the final decision 
of the department for purposes of judicial review. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 220-120-100 APPEALS TO THE COURT—NOTICE 
AND CERTIFICATION. (1) Any person aggrieved by final decision 
of the director may institute a proceeding for review under RCW 34- 
.04.130. The appealing party shall serve the hearings officer and all 
parties of record with a copy of the notice of appeal to superior court 
as provided in RCW 34.04.130. 

(2) Within thirty days of the service of the petition for review upon 
the hearings officer, or within such further time as the court may al- 
low, the hearings officer shall certify and transmit to the reviewing 
court the record of the proceedings as set forth in RCW 34.04.130(4).

(d) Willapa and Grays Harbor gill net; 

(e) Charter; 

(f) Reef net. 

(2) The department shall establish priority rankings within each 
category. The department shall use license and catch records main- 
tained by the department and may, for charters, use other license and 
catch records as the director finds appropriate to establish the rank- 
ings. Within a category, the department shall rank applicants begin- 
ning with applicants who have held a license the greatest cumulative 
number of years. For applicants other than charters with the same 
number of years, the department shall rank applicants beginning with 
the largest average poundage catch within the state for the years 
1973-1977. For charters with the same number of years, the depart- 
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ment shall rank applicants beginning with the highest average income 
generated by the license for sale in ((1978,71979, 2nd-1980)) 1981, 
1982, and 1983. The department shall accept only federal income е tax 
records to document income. 

(3) A marginal fisherman is a fisherman having an average catch for 
1973-1977 ranked in the bottom five percent of all catches in that re- 
spective license category or a charter boat owner who cannot document 
at least four thousand dollars of income derived in Washington state 
from charter fishing generated by the license for sale in ((+978,1979, 
or-+980)) 1981, 1982, or 1983. Тһе department shall accept only fed- 
eral income tax records to document required income.

WAC 220-95-021 PROGRAM OPTIONS. (1) The department 
may purchase either an applicant's license(s) or an applicant's 
license(s) and a restriction on the vessel prohibiting the vessel's use as 
a commercial or charter salmon fishing vessel or salmon delivery 
vessel.

After the value of the vessel has been established 
and the applicant has provided paid receipts for the first two surveys, 
the department may communicate a purchase offer to the applicant. If 
the applicant accepts the offer, the applicant shall sign and return the 
offer within ten calendar days of the date of the offer. 

(6) The department may not purchase more than one vessel restric- 
tion or license from an applicant until all applicants have had an op- 
portunity to sell. 

(7) A person who previously sold either a vessel or license to the 
program may sell only other licenses and restrictions on other vessels 
owned at the time the person first sold to the program.

(2) To establish definitions for credits, hours, and marking system so 
that common school district high school transcripts are standardized. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-020 DEFINITION—HIGH SCHOOL. As used in 
this chapter, the term "high school" shall mean all courses taken in the 
common school commencing with grade nine. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-030 DEFINITION—STANDARDIZED HIGH 
SCHOOL TRANSCRIPT. As used in this chapter, "standardized 
high school transcript" shall mean the standardized content specified in 
WAC 180-57-070 and 180-57-080. Such transcript usually is com- 
pleted by the student's graduation from the twelfth grade but may ex- 
tend for some students through the school year in which the student 
becomes twenty-one years of age. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-040 DEFINITIONS—CREDITS AND HOURS. 
As used in this chapter, "credit" and "hour" shall mean the same as 
defined in WAC 180-51-050. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-050 DEFINITION—MARKING SYSTEM. The 
standardized high school transcript shall be based on a marking/ 
grading system that reports the marks/grades earned by students in 
courses as follows:

(3) В+ = 3.3 
(4) В = 30 
(5) B- = 2.7 
(6) С+ = 2.3 
(C = 2.0

The. minimal passing mark/grade is D = 1.0. Pass/fail, credit /no 
credit, and satisfactory/unsatisfactory marks may also be used; how- 
ever, notwithstanding the provisions of WAC 180-57-055, these 
nonnumerical marks/grades shall be clearly identified and excluded 
from the calculation of grade point average. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-055 DEFINITION—GRADE POINT AVER- 
AGE. Each student's "grade point average" shall be the sum of the 
weighted point values, as defined in WAC 180-57-050, of all the 
marks/grades received for ałl courses attempted divided by the sum of 
the credits for all courses attempted. The weighted point value shall be 
calculated by multiplying the numerical value of the mark/grade 
earned by the number of credits assigned to the course. Except as pro- 
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vided in WAC 180-57-050, all marks/grades for all courses taken. 
shall be included in the calculation of grade point averages. Grade 
point averages shall be calculated to two decimal places and reported 
for each trimester/semester or other term and for the cumulative 
credits earned for all courses attempted in high school.

(8) The student's academic history for high school (grade level and 
date of course completion, course titles, marks/grades earned as de- 
fined in WAC 180-57-050, and credits attempted as defined in WAC 
180-57-040), and grade point average as defined in WAC 180-57- 
055; 

(9) The name and address of parent(s) or guardian(s) (street, city, 
state, zip code) if such information is available; 

(10) A list of previous high schools attended (school name, address, 
city, and month and year of entrance and exit); and 

(11) The signature and/or seal of the authorized school official 
(name, title, and date). 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-080 SCHOOL PROFILE. Each school may devel- 
op a school profile to be distributed with the standardized transcript. 
This profile may include school characteristics such as accreditation 
status, school motto, school size, grades served, staff size and training, 
school graduation requirements, special curriculum features, and com- 
munity information. The school profile may be distributed without the 
student's consent. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-090 REQUIREMENT TO INFORM STU- 
DENTS. Common school districts shall inform annually all high 
school students that prospective employers may request to see tran- 
scripts and that the student's decision to release transcripts can be an 
important part of the process of applying for employment. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180-57-100 TRANSCRIPT RELEASE PROCEDURES. 
АП common school districts shall adopt written procedures for the re- 
lease of official student transcripts. Such procedures shall provide that 
student transcripts are released to persons other than the student or the 
student's parents or guardians only upon the written authorization of

Projects within this priority shall be 
ranked as follows: The project with the greatest number of students 
affected shall be ranked highest. In the event two or more projects 
possess an equal number of students affected, the highest ranking shall 
be given to the project with the earliest date of project approval pur-

(c) Priority three: Vocational-technical institutes and interdistrict 
cooperative facilities, excluding interdistrict transportation coopera- 
tives.

(a) Standard: Responsibilities are clearly assigned to individuals, 
groups, and/or committees for program development, implementation, 
and evaluation. 

(b) Criteria: 

(i) The college or university shall notify the state board of education 
and the superintendent of public instruction of the formation of a pro- 
gram unit; the membership; the specialization, subject matter, and/or 
grade level focus of the proposed programs; and its timeline for pro- 
gram development. 

(ii) Responsibilities are assigned for selection; advising and counsel- 
ing; maintaining records regarding the student's program and progress; 
supervision and evaluation of candidates; and verifying that certifica- 
tion requirements have been met and the preparation program has 
been completed. 

(iii) Persons who will instruct, evaluate, or supervise candidates are 
identified; descriptions of their roles, responsibilities, and loads are 
written; and their activities are consistent with the written role 
description. 

(iv) Documentation contains a written explanation of policy-mak- 
ing, program development, and program management processes and 
responsibilities. 

(v) Review of certification records verifies that the records are 
accurate. 
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(vi) The need for any new program, new program emphasis, or cer- 
tificate endorsement is established and evidence of need exists includ- 
ing statistics relative to supply and demand; professional development 
needs of individuals or the education community; new curriculum or 
instructional directions in the common schools; and changes in enroll- 
ments and staffing ratios and patterns. 

(vii) A schedule and outline have been completed relative to devel- 
opment and implementation of the program; decision-making points 
are identified; and individuals, agencies, or committees responsible for 
such tasks and decisions are specified. 

(viii) Data are collected and available relative to the effectiveness of 
the management system, including identification of problem areas and 
procedural elements. 

(ix) Responsibility for reporting program changes to the superin- 
tendent of public instruction and state board of education is assigned. 

(3) Program outcomes. 

(a) Standard: At a minimum the program includes academic and 
experience requirements set forth in chapter 180-79 WAC for the re- 
spective role(s) and specifies in writing the knowledges and skills the 
person will possess and demonstrate when he or she completes the pro- 
gram, including the state board of education minimum generic 
standards. 

(b) Criteria: 

(i) All minimum generic standards for certification established by 
the state board of education are addressed in learning experiences and 
are included among the program outcomes. A relationship exists be- 
tween field and didactic learning experiences and program outcomes. 

(ii) Relevant standards of the national association of state directors

(5) Individualization.

(b) Criteria: 

(i) Procedures for assessing individual assets and needs are clearly 
defined. 

(ii) Opportunities for planning alternate preparation experiences are 
available to students.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Rule: Chapter 180—79 WAC, Professional preparation 
certification requirements. 

Rule Section(s); WAC 180-79-013 Notice to pro- 
spective candidates for certification; 180-79-014 
Washington state professional certification examina- 
tion—SPI development; 180-79-115 Academic and ex- 
perience requirements for certification—Teachers; 180— 
79-130 Minimum generic standards—General; and 180— 
79-135 Minimum generic standards— Teachers. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 28A.04.120. 

Purpose of the Rule(s): To establish standards for 
certification as a professional educator. 

Summary of the New Rule(s) and/or Amendments: 
WAC 180-79-013 provides notice to prospective candi- 
dates who are currently involved in professional prepa- 
ration programs that effective July 1, 1986, certificates 
will be issued that require continuing education as a 
condition to the validity of such certificate and that are 
limited to areas of specific endorsements; 180—79-014 
directs SPI to develop and present to SBE a prototype 
admission to practice examination for candidates for 
professional certification; 180-79-115 eliminates refer- 
ence to majors and areas of emphasis for candidates for 
teaching credentials and substitutes the need to complete 
an approved program of study for each area for which 
an endorsement is requested; 180—79-130 adds certain 
knowledge acquisition in various areas to the generic re- 
quirements for all professional certificates and establish- 
es effective date; and 180-79-135 adds certain 
knowledge acquisition in various areas to the generic re- 
quirements for teaching credentials and establishes ef- 
fective date.

WAC 180-79-013 NOTICE TO PROSPECTIVE CANDI- 
DATES FOR CERTIFICATION. Notice is hereby given to prospec- 
tive candidates for certification that the state board of education has 
adopted as public policy certain fundamental changes to its current 
rules and regulations for professional certification. The state board of 
education intends to modify its current rules prior to September 1, 
1985, to reflect these new policies. Each Washington state college and 
university which has a training program of preparation for professional 
certification shall provide each student within such program a copy of 
this section of chapter 180—79 WAC. The following public policy shall 
affect professional certification: 

(1) Each person issued a continuing certificate—i.e., teacher, ad- 
ministrator, and education staff associate—shall be required as a con- 
dition to the validity of such certification to complete during a five- 
year period one hundred fifty clock hours of continuing education 
which shall be in the form of inservice and/or college or university 
credit. Each college or university quarter credit shall be the equivalent 
of ten clock hours and each semester credit shall be the equivalent of 
fifteen clock hours. This requirement shall be effective for continuing 
certificates issued on or after July 1, 1986. 

(2) Each person receiving a continuing education certificate shall be 
restricted to professional practice only in areas in which an endorse- 
ment has been received. The current requirements for obtaining an en- 
dorsement and the areas of endorsement shall be modified. Exceptions 
to the restrictive practice shall be limited to emergency circumstances 
and unusual situations. This requirement shall be effective to continu- 
ing certificates issued on or after July 1, 1986. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 180—79-014 WASHINGTON STATE PROFESSIONAL 
CERTIFICATION EXAMINATION—SPI DEVELOPMENT. The 
superintendent of public instruction is hereby directed to develop and 
present to the state board of education, no later than January 1987, a 
prototype Washington state professional certification examination 
which, if adopted by the state board of education, shall be adminis- 
tered to future applicants for professional certification and the passage 
of which shall be a condition to receipt of an initial professional 
certification.

WAC 180-79-115 ACADEMIC AND EXPERIENCE RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR CERTIFICATION—TEACHERS. Candi- 
dates for teachers' certificates shall complete the following 
requirements in addition to those set forth in WAC 180-75-080 and 
180-75-085. 

(1) Initial. 

(a) Candidates for the initial certificate shall hold a baccalaureate 
degree from a regionally accredited college or university and have 


completed a program of study based on outcomes specified in WAC

(b) Candidates shall give evidence that they have completed in- 
school, clinical, and laboratory experiences which include observations 
and at least eight weeks of practice teaching under supervision in a 
state board of education approved or accredited public or nonpublic 
K-12 classroom(s). 

(2) Continuing. 

(a) Candidates shall have completed at least forty-five quarter hours 
(thirty semester hours) of upper division and/or graduate work subse- 
quent to the baccalaureate degree of which thirty quarter hours (twen- 
ty semester hours) must be taken after the first year of teaching: 
PROVIDED, That if the individual is pursuing study in a new subject 
matter field or specialization, the preparing college or university may 
accept study in lower division courses toward continuing certification if 
the superintendent of public instruction or his or her designee so 
authorizes. 

(b) Candidates shall have completed at least three years of service in 
an educational setting, at least two years of which shall be as a class- 
room teacher in grades K-12. 
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AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 6—78, filed 5/26/78) 


WAC 180-79-130 MINIMUM GENERIC STANDARDS— 
GENERAL. (1) Initial level certification. A candidate for an initial 
certificate as a teacher, administrator, or educational staff associate 
must demonstrate, while completing an approved preparation program, 
knowledge and skill in the following areas: 

(a) Socio-cultural-economic differences and human relations. The 
candidate has knowledge of and appreciation for the history, contribu- 
tions, and traditions of various ethnic, sex, age, socio-economic, cul- 
tural, and minority groups; recognizes dehumanizing biases; creates 
educational environments which contribute to the self-esteem of all 
persons and to positive human relationships; and facilitates under- 
standing the beliefs, values and life styles of individuals from diverse 
groups and cultures. 

(b) Communication and consultation. The candidate has the knowl- 
edge and skill necessary to develop and present organized oral, written, 
and visual materials which convey ideas and feelings to pupils, parents, 
colleagues, school directors and others as appropriate. 

(c) Exceptionality. The candidate has knowledge about the needs 
and characteristics of exceptional students, including handicapped and 


gifted. Said knowledge regarding the gifted shall include characteris- 
tics of highly capable students and curriculum development and in- 
struction for these students. Said knowledge regarding the handicapped 
shall include: 

(i) Federal and state laws dealing with the education of the 
handicapped; 

(ii) Responsibility of the regular classroom teacher who is working 
with handicapped students in regular classrooms; 

(iii) Assessment of learning problems; 

(iv) Behavioral modification techniques; and 

(v) Collection and interpretation of educational data. 


(d) School law. The candidate has knowledge about those federal, 
state, and local laws, regulations, and policies which directly affect his 
or her role(s) and rights and responsibilities in the K-12 educational 
setting. 

(e) Professionalism. The candidate has knowledge about relevant 
professional organizations and practices in a manner consistent with 
the profession's code of ethics. 

(f) Knowledge of K-12 educational setting. The candidate has gen- 
eral knowledge about the nature and foundation of the educational 
program and system, grades K-12. 

(g) Parental involvement. The candidate has knowledge about: 

1) Techniques for involving parents in support of the learning pro- 
cesses that affect the parents own children; 

(ii) Techniques for communicating with parents concerning the im- 
portance of such support; and 

(iii) Methods that can be conveyed to parents they can use to 
strengthen greater achievement for the parents' own children: 

h) PROVIDED, That the 1984 amendments to this subsection shall 
become effective commencing with the beginning of the 1986-87 aca- 
demic year at colleges at universities offering a professional prepara- 
tion program and each such college or university shall submit to the 
superintendent of public instruction prior to such year documentation 
of compliance with this subsection, including the 1984 amendments. 


(2) Continuing level certification. In addition to demonstrating in 
their professional roles those minimum generic standards required for 
initial certification, the candidate for continuing level certificate must 
demonstrate knowledge and skill in the following areas: 

(a) Staff development and supervision. The candidate has the 
knowledge and skill to initiate, develop, and present instructional and 
informational programs for staff, board members, and parents and to 
supervise and evaluate personnel who report directly to him or her. 

(b) Professional development and scholarship. The candidate has 
depth of knowledge and demonstrates a wider range of skills which 
enable him or her to be increasingly more effective in his or her subject 
matter field or specialization; participates in continuing education and 
professional development activities; contributes to the preparation of 
others who are entering the field; and recognizes his/her own limita- 
tions and strengths 

(c) Research and evaluation. The candidate has the knowledge of 
research/evaluation techniques and skill to read and interpret research 
related to his or her field; to design and implement evaluation strate- 
gies; to use results of research and/or evaluation to improve programs. 

(d) Referral agencies and resource personnel. The candidate has 
knowledge of personnel and agencies inside and outside the educational 
setting which may assist the teacher, pupils, and/or parents. 

(e) Knowledge of alternate grade level. The candidate has knowl- 
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edge about organizational patterns, special strategies, curriculum, ma- 
terials, growth and development, and staff and student personnel 
management essential to a schooł building/unit at the alternate grade 
level from that for which his/her initial certificate may have been 
endorsed. i 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 6-78, filed 5/26/78) 


WAC 180-79-135 MINIMUM GENERIC STANDARDS— 
TEACHERS. Initial level certification. To qualify for initial certifica- 
tion the candidate must demonstrate knowledge and skill in the fol- 
lowing areas in addition to those set forth in WAC 180-79-130(1). 

(1) Instructional skill. The candidate has knowledge and skill to de- 
sign and conduct instructional experiences. Specifically the candidate 
has: 


(a) Sufficient knowledge and skill to assess a student's reading level 
and to assist that student in meeting content area reading 
requirements; 

b) Sufficient knowledge about the needs of students requiring re- 
medial instruction, assessment of learning problems, appropriate reme- 
dial methods and materials, and ways of adapting the regular 
curriculum for these students; and 

(c) Knowledge about and an understanding of the potential instruc- 
tional uses of the computer and other technological] developments: 

d) PROVIDED, That the 1984 amendments to this subsection shall 
become effective commencing with the beginning of the 1986-87 aca- 
demic year at colleges and universities offering a professional prepara- 
tion program and each such college or university shall submit to the 
superintendent of public instruction prior to such year documentation 
of compliance with this subsection, including the 1984 amendments. 


(2) Classroom management. The candidate has knowledge and skill 
necessary to organize the physical and human elements in the educa- 
tional setting to foster maximum student learning. 

(3) Subject matter. The candidate has breadth of knowledge of the- 
ory and content in general education and pedagogy and depth of 
knowledge in one or more subject matters or teaching specializations 
appropriate to the elementary and/or secondary levels. 

(4) Pupil/student personnel. The candidate has knowledge of normal 
and exceptional growth and development; the unique needs, character- 
istics, and developmental tasks of pupils of differing ages; and norma- 
tive characteristics of age groups and has the skill to use this 
knowledge in working with pupils individually and in groups and in 
designing learning experiences. 

(5) Pupil discipline. The candidate has knowledge and skill neces- 
sary to manage the human dynamics of the classroom.
